The books of the Auditor and Treasurer correspond 
in.every particular; and the manner in which they have been kept, 86 88 
credit upon those officers. Since the last biennial examination made, of 
the accounts of those officers, there have been two examinations made of 
the books in the Auditor's Office, one by a committee appointed by the 
General Assembly, in the year 1844, to settle the accounts of Hiram H. 
Baber, and the other by a committee appointed by the Governor to settle 
the accounts of William Monroe, late Auditor. Your committee have not 
thought it necessary or proper to examine into the correctness of those set- 
tlements, but in their examination, have taken it for granted that the action

The undersigned would respectfully submit to the -General Assembly, 
the propriety of providing by law for the redemption of Coupons on 
State bonds, which may be taken in by the Bank, so that the Treasurer 
may be relieved from the responsibility, and the Bank from the expense, 
which must be incurred by the one or the other, without some further 
provision of law. 


The Auditor of Public Accounts does not consider himself authorized 


tp draw warrants upon the Treasurer for such Coupons until they are pre- 
sented at his office; hence the Bank must incur the expense and hazard of 


+ 
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their transmission and presentation, or the Treasurer must, on his own res- 
ponsibility, check upon the Bank, without a warrant from the Auditor, 
when there are funds to his credit in Bank, for the amount appearing to be 
due, and thus himself hazard the loss. 

The Coupons being made redeemable at the Bank, the Bank is unwil- 
ling to incur the hazard and expense of their presentation at the office of 
the A uditor, and the Treasurer ought not to be subjected to this hazard. 

The undersigned would further respectfully observe, that in his report 
to the last General Assembly, he called their attention to a deficit of his 
predecessor, A. McClellan, Esq., amounting to the sum of three thousand 
one hundred and eighteen dollars and seventy-eight cents, which had been 
erroneously charged against the undersigned, and for which,he appears upon 
the books of the Auditor’s office, to be still liable. "The report of the 
committee who settled with the Auditor and ‘Treasurer at the same time 
recommended the passage of an act to release the undersigned from this 
oe liability, but from somte cause, nosuch act seems to have been 

assed. TL 
i The undersigned would therefore again respectfully ask the General 
Assembly to pass an act authorizing the Auditor to place theabove sum 
to his credit. ME

cents, being held in trust for the Seminary and State School Funds, and 


two hundred and seventy-two thousand two hundred and sixty-threé dollars

The revenue from taxes, received at the Treasury within the two fiscal 


years ending-on the 30th September last, with the loan of thirty-five 


thousand dollars by the branches of the Bank at Jackson and Palmyra, 


included, has been adequate to the payment of all the ordinary expenses of 


the Government, and leaves a balance sufficient for the payment of all the 
interests that is due on the seven, eight, and ten per cent. bonds. The inter- 
est on the five and a half and six per cent. bonds, issued on account of 


bank stock subscribed by the State, has been paid by the Bank to the first 


of October last, as appears by an account of the Bank to that date; and 


aſter crediting the State with the dividends declared on her stock, and the 
; bonus on the stock owned by individuals, the State was debtor te the Bank 
onthe first of October last, in thesum of ninety-five thousand and ninety- 


two dollars and seventy-two cents, for interest paid by the Bank, and for 


interest on debt due the Bank.

is about thirty. thousand dollars—or fifteen thousand dollars per anrum. If 
dividends of an eqal amount, should be declared within the next two years, 
and applied as the law directs, to the payment of interest on the State debt, 
there will then be left fifty-eight thousand dollars of interest to be paid 
annually out of the ordinary revenue, which it is estímatéd will not exeeed 
at the present rate of taxation, one hundred and sixty-five thousand dol- 
Jars per annum. This will leave one hundred and seven thousand dollars 
to meet the ordinary annual expenses of the Government, which, accor- 
ding to the best estimate the Auditor has been enabled to make, will 
amount to not less than one hundred and twenty thousand dóllars—leav- 
ing an annual deficit of thirteen thousand dollars. The General Assembly 
will doubtless see the necessity of providing for such permanent: increase 
of the revenue as will enable the State to meet her liabilities.

Of the amount of.lands sold for Taxes in 1845; the amount advertised for 
sale in 1845 and 1846; number of tracts struck off to the State, & c. 
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STATEMENT —Continued. 
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The total amount of revenue derived from the sales of lands for taxes, 
in October, 1845, and from the subsequent redemption of lands struck off 
to the State, at those sales—afler deducting the fees of the Collectors aud 
the Public Printer—is shown, by the above statement, to be $10,091 65, 
including both State and county revenue. If, from this, the county reve- 
nue should be deducted, which it is supposed will amount to tbree-üfths of 
the sum collected, there will be left the sum of $4036 66-the total amount 
of net revenue received by the State from the sales in October, 1845. 

The taxes due.upon lands advertised to be sold in October, 1846; amount 
to $47059 47, being $16,382 37 more than was due on lands at the sales 
in October, 1845. It is not believed, however, that there will. be any in- 
“crease in the revenue, from this source, in 1846, over 1845. The proba- 
‘bility is that there will be a decrease. The lands advertised tó be sold in 
October, 1846, are, to a great extent, the same lands that were struck off 
to the State, at the sales in October, 1845, for want of bidders; the taxes, 
interest, and costs upon them having been doubled, they must bring twice 
as much in October, 1846, as they were offered for in October, 1845, or 
they cannot be sold, but must again be struck off to the State: by the Col- 
lectors. In addition to this,the same causes, whatever they wére, that op- 
erated to prevent sales in 1845, will it is not to be doubted, operate with 
equal force, to prevent them in 1846. en 

In view of these facts, it is presumed that only a limited amoünt of these 
lands will be sold to individuals at the sales in October next, and conse- 
quently, that the revenue from this source will be less in 1846 than in

THE INSPECTORS OF THE PENITENTIARY. . 


To the General Assembly of the State of Missouri: " 
The Inspectors of the Penitentiary respectfully submit the following - 
REPORT: 


"CO 
By the report of the Inspectors of the ‘Penitentiary to the last General 
Assembly, it appears that there were then 178 convicts in the Penitentiary, 
for the confinement of which there were but 80 ceils.’ ‘Those cells were 
designed for the confinement of two prisoners in each, being seven by 
fourteen feet. The evils attending this plan were early perceived, and when 
from the number of convicts, it became necessary to confine three, or 
more, in one ceil, all-hope of effecting the reformation of the prisoners, or 
of ensuring their security, was lost. To remedy these evils, the General 
Assembly, at the session of 1842—3, passed an act authorizing the Inspec- . 


tors to contract with the Lessees for the erection of an additional block of 


P 


Cells, adapted to the confinement of single convicts. - 

It appears that some difficulty attended the construction of that act; in 
addition to which, in the opinion of the late board of Inspectors, its pro- 
visions were insullicient to meet the wants of the prison. In their report 
to the last General Assembly, they recommended the passage of an act to 
authorize.the erection of a block of 300 cells; the extension of the exterior 
walls of the prisonso as to include one-third moré space; the conversion 
of the Warden’s house into a femalé prison; with other improvements of 
less importance. The General Assembly having fatled to pass the pröpos: 
ed law, and having left the act of 28th February, 1843, unrepealed, the 
present board of Inspectors were warranted in believing that the previs: 
ions of the act were deemed amply sufficient, for all the immediate wants 
' of the prison. It was manifest that an additional block of ‘célls Was ne- 
cessary, and as.the Inspectors believe that, if not to the letter, they could 
in the spirit, carry out the provisions of the act of Feb. 43, om the 27th 
May, 1845, they Informed the Lessees that they would receive a proposi- 
tion for the erection of a block of cells, as authorized by that act. a 
- The seeming difficulty presented by the det of Feb. 43, consists in its 
directing the block of celis to conform im size and outward appearance as 
nearly as practicable to the block last erected. This provision was found 
to- be inconsistent with the succeeding clause of the same section, which 
requires the proposed block to be three stories high, and the cells adapted 
to single convicts. The last block is but two stories high, and the Cells 
seven by fourteen feet. The cells in the proposed block would’ be not more 
than seven and a half by four and a half feet. There could not then be’ 
any conformity in size or outward appearance. The Inspectors could not 
hesitate to sacrifice provisions of no importance to those all-important 
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—the promotion of the health, security and- comfort of the prisoners, 
Desiring, however, to conform as nearly as practicable to the plan of the 
Jast block, the Inspectors considered first a proposition to erect a block of 
120 cells upon the general plan of the last block. Indeed they had agreed 
to a contract with the lesees for the erection of such a block at the price 
of eighteen thousand nine hundred and thirty-six dollars; but upon more 
mature deliberation, and at the earnest solicitation of the lessees, the In- 
spectofs determined still further to modify the plan, and to adopt that 
which the best experience of other States lias approved. They according- 
ly,on tbe 24th day of.June, 1845, concluded with the lesseesthe contract, 
a copy of which is hereto annexed, by reference to which, the General 
Assembly willreadily perceive the advantages of the plan adopted, oyer 
that of the block last erected. Experience has shown that the cells last 
erected are neither conducive to the comfort, nor security of the prison- 
ers. On the contrary, the outer walls are so constructed, that the win- 
dows are ever liable to be broken by hail, or the ice or snow from the roof; 
the cells are insecure, and it is with difficulty they can be kept dry or 
warm. The manifestadvantages of the plan adopted over that of the 
last block are such, that it need only be seen, for them to be appreciated. 
The actual additional cost of the plan adopted, over that proposed, was 
estimated at notless than $4,000, butthelesseesconsidered the advantages 

ained would fully compehsate for the reduced price. E 

The block last erected, containing but 40 cells, and capable of contain- 
ing but 80 prisoners, cost the State, as the Inspectors are informed, about 
sixteen thousand dollars; while the one now being erected, will contain 
120 cells, of a plan and workmanship infinitely superior, and will cost but 
20,000 dollars. « 

This block is so constructed that if, at any future period, it should be- 
come necessary to increase the number of cells, an addition may be made 
at comparatively little expense. The Inspectors would, however, suggest, 
that with the block last erected, and the one now being erected, it is con- 
fidently believed there will be cells enough for the confinement of all con- 
victs who will, atany time, for many years, bein the Penitentiary. 

The block last erected, might, at little expense, be made very comforta- 
ble, while the cells, being large, would contain 80 prisoners. These cells 
might be used for the confinemeat of prisoners, who, having but a little 
time to remain, would not be likely to escape; or of those who had given 
evidence of a reformation, or by good conduct, entitled themselves to some 
indulgence. ‘The privilege of companionshipis very dear to a prisoner; 
and where only the well disposed are confined together, it is calculated to 
benefit them. Thecells now being erected, will be secure, and should be 
used for the confinement of all who could not be safely trusted. It is not 
believed that there will, at any one time, for many years, be more than 
200 prisoners in the Penitentiary; for which number the last and new 
block will be amply sufficient. i : 

The block first erected, might, upon the completion of the new block, 
be converted into a work-shop. The lessees would doubtless make this 
change at their own expensc. i = 

The Inspectors engaged Mr.G. A. Parsons, a man of integrity, anda 
skillful and experienced mason, to superintend the execution of the work, 
and allowed him the sum of one dollar and fifty cents for cach day on 
which he should be employed. It was deemed better to engage him thus, 


y 
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man by the year, as it was possible the work might, from accident, or some, 
ether cause, befor a time suspended. It has thus far progressed rapidly;. 
the outer walls, the brick and stone work of the first tier of cells, and the, 
stone work of the second tier, being already completed. : CES 

By the tbird section of the act uuder which the contract was made, it is 
provided that “the amount of the work when done shall be placed to the 
creditof the lessees witli the State, to be paid out of their rentas the same 
shall become due.” It wasaccordingly provided inthe contract: “Nor: 
mall said lessees be entitled to claim any thing for any work to be done 
under this contract, until all of said -work shall be done and completed; 
_ *hatis, the entire block of cells; and be approved and received by the; 
. inspectors, And when so completed and received by the Inspectors, said 
essees shall receive a credit of twenty. thousand dollars with the State, to. 
he paid out of the rent as the same shall hereafter become due from said 
lessees to the State.” TN 

By a strict construction of the act, and the contract, the lessees could, 
not perhaps claim to set off the work already done against tha rent now 
due. But it is conceived that inasmuch as the lessees have in good faith 
gone on to execute the work, and as the work already done is at least 
equal in value to the amount of rent due, it would be no more than just 
that thev should not be required to pay rent, at least until the expiration: 
of thé time limited for the completion of the work. The Inspectors, 
would accordingly respectfully suggest tne passage of a resolution to that: 
end. Should such a resolution be adopted, there will be no settlement to 
make with thelessees until the nextsession of the General Assembly. 

In June, 1815, the lessees requested the Inspectors to permit the exteri- 
or eastern wall of the prison to be removed 72 feet further east, or, at all. 
events, to say that they would not interfere to prevent such extension. 

The inspectors could not, without a violation of law, grant such permis- 
sions They were too well satisfied that an extension of the walls was not 
necessary, but believe that there is ample room within the walls. The 
Inspectors, at their first ineeting after the adjournment of the last General 
Assembly, found that the prison had been used as a lumber-yard by the 
lessees, for which purpose there was not perhaps suflicient room. But as. 
the Inspectors were of opinion that the prison was not designed for such 
purpose,they required the lumber not in use to be removed from the inte- 
rior of the prison, and are satisfied that there is now ample room for 
all the legitimate purposes of the prison. Hr 

The Inspectors regret being compelled to say, that sufficient efforts are 
not made to keep the prison yard or cells clea& or dry. The old privy 
had long beena positive nuisance, butthe lessees seemed unwilling to fill . 
up the old and dig a new pit, unless the Inspectors would agree that the.; 
cost should be paid by the State. To this the Inspectors could not agree, 
as the entire benefit would accrue to the lessees, and the work could in no , 
way be of advantage tothe State. The lessees, at length, driven by ne-. 
cessity, constructed a pit at their own expense. The Inspectors have en- 
deavored to induce the lessees to keep the yard free from the refuse from 


the shops, and by repairing and protecting the windows of the cells, to keep 


them dry and clean. They have succeeded in effecting some change for 


the better, but the condition of the prison must ever depend upon the of- 


ficers who have it in charge. It would be supposed that interest would 
induce the lessees to pursue that course which would render the convicts 
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cleanly, orderly, submissive and willing laborers, rather than sickly, surly; 
filthy slaves. But so long as they are regerded as mere slaves, the only 
end looked to, gain from their labor, any effort to ameliorate their condi- 
tion on the part of the Inspectors, is too apt to be regarded as an improper’ 
interference, and hence they can do but little. 

, B. W. D. Moore, Physician to the Penitentiary up to May last, having 
gone with the volunteers under Gen. Kearney,the Inspectors are unable 
- to give a satisfactory report of the health of prisoners up to that time. 

The annexed report of Dr. A. P. Dorriss, will show the condition of the 

prison since that time. During the year 1845, there were six deaths, aud 
a good deal of sickness. The most common diseases are scurvy, dysen- 
tery, rheumatic and similar affections. The chief causes of disease, in the 
Opinion of physicians, are improper diet and damp cells. It is believed that 
the physicians have been diligent in the discharge of their duties, but it is 
not in their power to secure to the sick suitable diet, proper attention, or 
comfortable cells, all of which are as necessary as medicine. 

The late board of Inspectors; under the provisions of the act of 28th 
February, 1843, had a large and commodious building erected by theless- 
ees, the upper room of which was designed for a hospital, and the lower 
for a dining room. After its completion, however, it was thought by the 
lessees to be not sufficiently secure for a hospital; and, as the then Inspec- 
ters seemed to concur in this opinion.it was not used as -a hospital, but as 
alumber room and a work-shop. Finding it applied to this purpose, the 
present inspectors were not disposed to interfere without adequate reason. 
As the work bad been completed and paid for, it was doubted whether the 
Inspectors had the powerto make it secure. During the past summer, 
finding that the lessees had continued to neglect the repairs of the cells, 
and that prisoners dangerously ill were exposed to the rain, which, beatiug 
through the windows, flooded the cells, and thoroughly wetted not only 
their bedding but even the sick persons themselves, the Inspectors felt 3t to 
be their duty to require the sick to be placed in the hospital. Although it 
might to some extent be insecure, it was thought better that the lessees 
should even be subjected to the expense of an additional guard, than the 
sick to such suffering. At the earnest solicitation of the lessees—the 
number of the sick not being very large—the Inspectors consented that 
they might, for the time, be placed iu a room ,over the guard room, which 
was represented as secure, and in which the Inspectors were assured the 
sick should be properly attended. 

It is now known, that the lessees have entirely failed to comply with 
their promise, and that the sick are still confined in cold, damp cells. As 
the most effectual means of remedying this evil, the Inspectors respectful- 
ly ask the attention of the General Assembly to this matter. They are 
of opinion that itis all important to the proper care of the sick, that the 
hospital be at once applied to the purpose for which it was erected. If ne- 
cessary, it-would be better that the Inspectors be authorized to have it made 
secure. This could be done at but little expense, it being only necessary 
to have bars placed across the windows. A guard should be always kept 
in the room; and with a sufficient guard in the yard there coluld be no 
danger of an escape. To confine a sick person in a close, damp cell, and 
compel his fellow-prisoner, after a day's hard labor, to act as nurse during 
the nigkt, ought not to be permitted. i Libri 

It is made the duty of the Inspectors to repert the quality and quantity 
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of the food and clothing furnished to the convicts. Now, that the prison 
` is leased, it is difficult for the Inspectors to do this. There have been some 
complaints of clothing, but it is believed that sufficient clothing, of plain, 
strong materials, is generally furnished. The usual food is bread, Indian 
corn, bacon—occasionally fresh- meat—rye coffee, with sugar or milk, 
once a day; and during the summer, vegetables twoor three times a week. 
There have been frequent complaints of the food given to the convicts, and 
the Inspectors regret that they have to say they were too often well found- 
ed. During the past summer, the Inspectors were led to investigate some 
of those complaints, and from the testimony of the officers who give out 
the provisions, and who were called before the Inspectors, it appeared 
that, for some four or five weeks, all the meat given to the convicts had 
been injured. d 

From the nature of the business in which the lessees have fur the last 
two years extensively engaged—that of packing pork—they have frequent 
ly on hand a large amount of tainted bacon. This they must give to the 
convicts or lose. The former course seems to be preferred. The Inspec- 
tors, immediately upon finding the sort of food given to the convicts, re- 
quired sound meat to be given them; and the lessees promised to comply 
with their orders. The Inspectors are satisfied that the convicts are too . 
much confined to salted meat, and have repeatedly urged upon the lessees 
the more frequent use of vegetables. It is not doubted, if this could be 
brought about, there would be fewer cases of scurvy—the most common 
disease among the convicts. The convicts are usually men of most yig- 
orous constitutions, and itis believed that with proper care, there would 
scarcely ever be a case of sickness among them. i 7 
By the Lithsection of the act to lease the Penitentiary, the lessees are 
prohibited from inflicting corporal punishment upon the convicts, except 
by consent of thé Inspectors. It is not clear what kind of punishment 
was intended to be prohibited by the act, as it is hard to conceive of any 
punishment which-would-not-strictly be corporal punishment. It is pre- 
sumed, however, that the Legislature contemplated alone, punishment by 
whipping. With this view of the law, the Inspectors became satisfied 
immediately upon entering upon the discharge of the duties of their of 
fice, that this law had long been disregarded by the lessees and officers of 
the prison. As it was doubted whether this would be regarded as a material 
violation of the contract, within the meaning of the act to lease the Peniten- 
tiary, and as experience had shown the difficulties of a proceeding under 
that act to have the lease declared void, and as this is the only means in the 
power of the Inspectors to enforce the law, they determined simply to call 
the attention of the lessees to the act—leave to them the responsibility of 
its violation—and report such cases as might come to their knowledge, to 
the General Assembly. "The Inspectors have called upon the lessees and 
overséer to state the names and number of those punished without the 
consent of the Inspectors, and find that no record is kept of the punish- 
ments inflicted. It appears that no general rule has been adopted by the 

lessees, but punishment is inflicted at the discretion of the lessees or chief 
werseer. The only mode of punishment adopted for the two last years has 
been by stripes; with a. leathern strap for lesser, with a cow-skin for such 
as are deemed of a higher grade of offences. It is out of the power of the 
Inspectors to state the names or number of those punished. At ong 
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time, on Sunday, about thirty were whipped with the leathern strap for 
talking. : 

In but one instance in the last two years has punishment been inflicted 
by permission of the Inspectors. In the summer of 1845, G. W. Green, 
a convict, struck the chief overseer, and one of the Inspectors being pres- 
ent, by his permission, Green received about twenty-five lashes with a cow. 
skin. In no other case has application been made to the Inspectors for 
permission to punish any prisoner—but the punishments inflicted have been 
without their consent. 

It is not in the power of ihe Inspectors to control, to any extent, the dis- 
cipline of the prison. This must depend upon the officers who have it in 
charge, and upon them alone. It will be seen that comparatively but few 
escapes have been made within the last two years. Four have eseaped by 
scaling the walls. This is not to be attributed to any insufficiency in the 
height of the walls, but to the neglect of the officers, or to the want of 
guards—the escape in each case having been effected in the day time. 
Experience has shown that a wall cannot be built so high but that it may 
be scaled by those who have time, opportunity, and a sufficient motive. 
A sufficient number of competent, trustworthy guards, is the best wall, and 
their expense far less than the loss of valuable prisoners, or the cost of re- 
taking them. Eight have escaped from the quarries at which they were 
working. The Inspectors are. not inclined to attribute these escapes to 
any neglect of the guard, but believe that they will inevitably occur so 
long.as the convicts are permitted to’ be taken out of the walls and toa 
distance from the prison, The right so to employ the convicts is claimed 
by the lessees, under the act to lease the Penitentiary; and as a difference 
of opinion exists as to the true meaning of that act, the Inspectors would 
respectfully suggest to the General Assembly the necessity of rendering 
its intention so clear that all difficulty be for the future removed. 

By the 4th section, it is provided that the lessees “shall have the same 
control and authority over the Penitentiary, as has heretofore been pos- 
sessed by law by the warden thereof, except the power of working the convicts 
outside of the wall, unless it be for the obtaining of materials to. erect 
buildings within the walls,or in making and erecting any building or im- 
provement connected with the Penitentiary on the Penitentiary grounds, 
or to be used in carrying on the Penitentiary.” 

The 12th section declares: “The convicts shall at all times be kept nnd 
worked within the walls, and the keepers shal) not, at any time, permit 
‘any: convict to go or be outside the walls, under eny pretext whatsoever, - 
with this exception—that if said keepers shall be engaged in makikg or 
erecting any building or improvement connected with the Penitentiary, or 
‘to be used in carrying it on, they may take a-portion of the convicts out- 
side of the walls, to assist in erecting such buildings, provided they be on 
the Penitentiary grounds, but for no other purpose.’, 
The lessees insist that, if engaged in the erection of any building within 
the Penitentiary or on the Penitentiary grounds, they have the right to 
‘take the convicts outside the walls, and beyond the Penitentiary grounds, 
for procuring materials to assist in the erection of such building. On the 
-other hand, it is said, that this construction cannot be correct, as it would 
authorize the lessees to take the convicts even to St. Louis, or to the Iron 
mines, to procure the iron used about the building, and such could never 
have been the intention of the Legislature. The 12th section seems clear- 
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ly to confine the permission, only, to the taking the convicts outside the 
_ walls to assist in the erection of buildings on the Penitentiary grounds, so 
that they may keep in those limits. It would be better for the State and 
for the lessees that all doubt on this subject should be removed. S 
The Rev. W. H. Lewis continued to act as chaplain until September 
Jast, when the Rev. S. C. Hedges was appointed, the Rev. Mr. Lewis be- 
ing about to leave the county. The Generel Assembly is respectfully re- 
ferred to their reports, hereto annexed, from which -will be seen the means 
adopted for, and the hope of the reformation of the convicts; In the 
words of an intelligent convicf— dit is hard for an honest man to asso- 
ciate with thievesand felons and not become polluted.” The only hope 
of reforming the hardened convict is in prudent, firm, yet kind treatment 
and religious instruction. | 
‘The lessees are prohibited by law from working the convicts on the 
Sabbath—complaints having been made to the Inspectors of the violation 
of this law, enquiry was made, and it was found that they are compelled 
on every Sunday to repair the steam engine and clean out the boilers. This 
requires four or five hours labor. On two or three other occasions, they 
have been engaged in work, the early completion of which was desired.. 
The Inspectors did not conceive that they had sufficient power to prevent 
this vioiation of law. ' i 
The lessees are required by their lease. to manufacture principally the 
staples of the country—pafticylarly hemp and tobacco. As yet, they 
have not engaged in the manufacture of tobacco. Their chief business 
for the last two years has been the packing of pork—the manufacture of 
hemp—barrels and waggons. . à | 
The annexed table will shew the number and names of.convicts now in 
the ee He number employed in the several branches of busi- 
ness, &c. . l 3 
With few exceptions, the pardons were granted upon the recommenda- 
tion of the Inspectors. A much larger portion of them being merely to 
remove the disabilities imposed by law, and asa stimulus to farther refor- 
mation. ae 
Only one female is confined in the prison; she is a mulatto. 
Of 150 convicts confined in the prison at the last general examination, 
‘had by the Inspectors, 68 had used very little ardent spirits, 54 never used 
it at all, and only 28 had ever used it to excess. i 
On the 11th day of November, of this present year, Messrs. Blaine & 
"Tompkins, partners and joint lessees of the Penitentiary, having an inter- 
vest of five-eights in the lease, informed the Inspectors that they had taken 
into partnership, Mr. Robert B. McKee, and desired that he might be per- 
mitted to take out of their share, so much as would. give him an interest 
of one tenth in the whole lease. The Inspectors being personally ac- 
quainted with Mr. McKee, and perceiving no valid objection to this ar- 
rangement, gave their consent accordingly. The business of the lessees is 
now conducted under the name of Price, MeKee & Co.

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Since makiug the foregoing report, the lessees of the Penitentiary have 
asked the Inspectors to permit doors to be cut between three of the cellsin 
the old block, so that they may be used as a temporary hospital, The In- 
spectors having referred the whole matter to the General Assembly, and 
‘its session being at hand, declined considering this proposition, and would 
now again respectfully ask the early attention of the General Assembly to 


his subject.

AGREEMENT between the Inspectors of the Penitentiary, and Brown 
Price & Co., for building a Block of Cells. 


This agreement, made this 24th June, A. D. 1845, between Brown, 
Price & Co.,as Lessees of the Penitentiary of the State of Missouri, of 
the one part, and William Monroe, Peter G. Glover, and Benjamin F. 
Stringfellow, as Inspectors of the Penitentiary, on the part of the State 
of Missouri, and under and by virtue of the authority in them vested by 


"an act entitled “An act to authorize improvements in the Penitentiary,” 


Approved, Feb. 28th, 1843, of the other part, witnesseth: That the said 
Lessees, for the consideration hereinafter mentioned, bind themselves to 
erect within the walls of said Penitentiary, at such place as shall be selec- 
ted by said Inspectors, between the large gate in the western wall and 
the southern wall, a block of cells, of the following description, viz: Said 
block to contain two rows of cells, with twenty cells in each row, in each 
story—to be three stories high, so as to contain in all one hundred and 
twenty cells, to be of the following dimensions: Seven and a half feet long 
and four and a half feet wide in the clear, with a partition walbbetween 
said two rows of cells, running the whole length of the building, and as 
high as said bl ock or cells, to be built of good hard brick above the foun- ' 
dation. The outer and middle walls of said cells to be eigbteen inches 
thick. Between each cell, lengthwise, there is tobe a partition wall of 
brick above the foundation, thirteen inches thick; the aforesaid cells to 
have brick arches sprung over them of the very best of brick, and the 
arches to be thirteen inches thick at the top. The foundation of all the 
walls to be of stone; the thickness of the foundation of the exterior and 
middle walls to be two and a half feet, let three feet into the ground at the 
lowest part thereof; the foundation of the partition walls to be two feat 
thick and let two feet into the ground at the lowest part thereof, as, afore- 
said; the foundation of all the walls upon which brick walls are to be 
erected, to be raised to a common level before commencing the brick work 
thereon. The exterior and middle walls of said block of cells to be of 
good, hard, well burned bricks above the foundation, and to be eighteen 
inches thick, as aforesaid, from the stone work to the top of the walls res- 
pectively. The partition walls to be thirteen inches thick. There is to 
be a door in each cell; around said doors there shall be stone jams, caps 
and sills; the jams to be five feet high, the stone to be eighteen inches 
wide and twelve inches thick; the caps and sills to be eighteen inches 
wide, one foot thick and proper length; the outside edges and half of the 
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faces of the jams, caps and sills to be dressed true and suitable for hanging, 
opening and shutting the doors; the sleepers of the floors for ceils to be 
ten inches wide, of proportionable thickness, ata distance of two feet 
from centre to centre. Floors of cells to be well laid of sea- 
soned oak plank, two inches thick. The doors of the cells to open out- 
ward and fronting a wall that is to inclose said block of cells, to be here- 
inafter more particularly described; the doors tosaid cells are to be five 
feet by two feet in tbe clear, with shutters of bar iron; bars to be one and 
a half inches wide, and half an inch thick, and to cross each other so as to 
leave an open space between the bars, of two inches square, to be well 
rivited together. The shutters to be hung with strong wrought iron hin- 
ges, to extend at least fifteen inches across the door, and to be securely, 
riveted thereto. Each door to be fastened with a strong lock or other 
secure fastening, to be approved by the Inspectors. Each cell to be plas- 
tered with a coat and skim. The roof to be constructed of materials of 
thesame kind. Timbers to be of the same size and qualily for those used 
in the block of cells last built, varying however in length, width and 
thickness, as may be necessary in consequence of the increased width of 
the roof of the aforesaid block of cells, now to be erected. The sheet- 
ing of the roof to be of well seasoned pine plank, not less than three- 
fourths of an inch thick, well tongued and grooved. The roof to be of 
the same pitch of that on the cells last erected, to be covered in the same 
manner with lead and and tin of the best quality. Around the said block 
of cells the Lessees aforesaid bind themselves to builda stone wall; the 
foundation of said wall to be three and a half feet thick, and, be let in the 
ground three feet below the lowest part of thesurface of the ground, and 
the foundation to be three and a half feet thick, to the top of the highest 
part of the ground, then two and a haif feet thick to the squareof the 
cells. ‘Twelve feet from the ground, windows are to beinserted of the 
following size: Every fifteenteet around said wall; the windows to be ten 
feet high and four feet wide, or large enough to contain forty lights óf 
glass, ten by twelve inches; the windows to be grated with one and a half 
inch round iron with atleast three cross bars of four inch iron to each 
window, with good caps and sills. The space between the outer walls 
and the cell walls, to be ten feet in the clear and paved with good, hard, 
well burned brick. The roof of said cellsto extend over on the outer 
walls that enclose said block of cells. The outer walls to have good eve 
stone to receive the roof, with necessary parapet walls and a sufficient num- 
ber of tin gutters of the best quality of tin and workmanship to convey 
the water from the roof ofsaid building. There shall be a door in the 
west end of said outer wall of said block of cells, four feet wide, and 
seven feet high, made of iron bars; the iron to be oneauda half inches 
wide, with as many cross bars as may be considered necessary by the In- 
spectors or superintendant; as also the size of the cross bars, also a strong,’ 
substantial wooden shutter to shut over the iron door when necessary; 
also suitable cap and sill to the aforesaid door, and secured by a good 
strong lock, suitable and calculated for prison doors. There shall be two 
flights of stair steps, starting at some point within the space between the 
outer wall inclosing the block of cells and cell walls, soas to reach the 
gallaries in front of the second and third tiersof cells. The aforesaid 
gallaries to be built and finished in the same manner as in the block of 
cells last built; the cast iron arms that the floors of the gallaries rest upon, 
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to.reach through the wail, and if it should be necessary to leave more thar 
two flights of stairs, the lessees bind themselves to build whatever is ne- 
cessary to make the job good andsubstantial; and so with the job through- 
out. There shall be joists on the cell walls reaching across on the outer 
wall of stone at the square of the building, at such distance apart as will 
be convenient to lath to; all of which to be lathed and plastered withtwo. 
coats and skim. The work about this building is all to be done of the 
very best materials and in workmanlike manner: no salmon brick to be 
used; all to be hard inside and out; the stone to be of suitable size to make 
a strong wall, and the timbers, iron, and, in fact, materials ofevery descrip- 
tion, to be such as are suitable and right for prison buildings. 
The building to be completed in three years from this, for the price and 
sum of twenty thousand dollars. The Lessees to furnish , every thing in 
relation to the building, (materials of all kinds.) The building to be erec- 
ted under the direction of a superintendant, to be by the directors here- 
after appointed. The superintendant shall always have free ingress to 
and egrees from said Penitentiary, and access to said work; and it is fur- 
ther agreed that if said Lessees at any time refuse or fail to do any part of 
«said work, or to use any materials therefor in accordance with this con- 
tract, in the opinion of said superintendant, it shall be right, and the duty 
of said superintendant to stop the execution of said work, and make report 
thereof to the Inspectors; if said Lessees fail or refuse to do said work, or 
furnish materials as required by the Inspectors; said Inspectors shall have 
full powerto disannul this contract and prevent the further execution of 
any part of said work by said Lessees. And said Lessees shall not be enti- 
tled to claim any compensation under this contract for any work which 
may have been done at the time of disannulling this contract; nor shall 
said Lessees be entitled to elaim any thing for any work doneby them un- 
der this contract, until all of said work shall be done and completed; that 
is, the entire block of cells, and be approved and received by the Inspee- 
tors; and when completed and received as aforesaid, the said Lessees 
shall receive a credit of twenty thousand dollars with the State, to be 
paid out of the rent, as the same shallhereafter become due from said 
Lessees to the State. The large windows in the outer walls to have .caps 
and sills of stone suitable and of sufficient size to receive the grating iron 
bars to be let into the capsand sills three and a halfinches, and to be four 
inches apart. The cross bars to be let into large rock on the jams four in- 
' ches. The Lessees bind themselves to put as many stoves as will be ne- 
cessary to warm the entire block of cells, the Inspectors to be the judges 
of the number of stoves necessary. And they further bind themselves.to 
preserve the building and be accountable for-the block of cells in the same 
manner, to the same extent as they are in the original contract for the oth- 
er two biocks of cells. There shall be a flue from each cell, running to- 
the.top of the wall of the cells; the manner of building, size, &c. shall 
be left entirely with the superintendant. The Lessees also bind. them- 
selves to furnish the necessary number of large lamps, to light properly. 
the space between the outer walls and the cell walls. Every thing provi 
ded in this contractto be done by the Lessees, to be executed. without 
other charge than the twenty thousand dollars herein specified, or in other. 
words, the twenty thousand dollars to pay for the completion of all the 
work and materials about said block of cells.

Their deportmeut, during religious service, was always good, and 
they are in the habit of paying strici attention to preaching, Several 
have made a profession of the Christian Religion, and I have confidence 
in their piety. 

I believe the means employed for their improvement, exert a salutary 
influence, and are productive of good.

- REPORT OF THE PHYSICIAN OF THE PENITENTIARY.

, Jrrrnnsox Crry, Nov. 10th, 1846. 

GrNTLEMEN: i 

Your communication of this date, making inquiries of me relative 
to the health of the Penitentiary, has just been received. In reply, Ihave 
to state, that T was appointed by Messrs. Brown, Price & Co. Physician to 
the Prison, on the 22nd of May, 1810; and, that since that time, no death 
has occurred among the convicts. The general health of the prisoners 
has heen good. During the summer months, the average number on the 
sick list. each dav, was about twelve. The diseases ta which the convicts 
have been most liable, since I have heen the attending physicien, have 
been. the intermitting and remitting fevers. J have not been able to dis- 
cover any local cause for the prevalence of sickness of a febrile character. 

There have heen several cases of acute and chronic rheumatism. which 
I think, in some instances. were produced by want of warm clothing on 
the approach of cold weather. Many of the convic's who have been in the 
habit of wearing warm apparrel previous to their confinement, are uni- 

. formlv on the sick list. when any sudden change tikes place in the weath- 
er. In all such cases, I have recommended the wearing of ffinnel. 
During the summer months, the scurvy, diarrhœa and dvsentary prevail 
to some extent among the prisoners. The scurvy was doubtlessly attribu- 
table to the free use of salted meat, which, when long continued, almost 
‘invariably produces this disease. 

J think thé diarrhoea and dysentary have heen produced, in most cases, — 
hy improper diet—such fond as disagrees with the patient's stomach and 
bowels, at that particular time. It is proper to state, that in all such cases 
I have recommended the necessary change of diet. 

Having briefly answered the enquiries vou make, I have thought it un- 
necessary to make any suggestions, as hey may be readily drawn from- 
the abovc statements and opinions.

EXAMINE INTO THE GENERAL STATE OP THE BANK OF THE

To the General Assembly of the State of Missouri: 


The undersigned, a joint committee, appointed by his Excellency, the 
Governor of the State, to examine into the general state and condition 
of the Bank of the State of Missouri and its branches, respectfully sub- 
mit the following 


REPORT:

In conformity with the suggestions of the Governor, the committee met 
at Saint Louis on the fifth day of October, and entered upon the discharge 
of the duties imposed upon them by the forty-third seetion of the act char- 
tering said Dank. 

The committee first proceeded to count the money on har d, and to com- 
pare it carefully with a statement furnished by the Casher, setting out the 
general condition of the Bank on the 8th day of October, all of which 
they found to be coreect; the cash on hand agreeing with the statement 
furnished, which is hereunto annexed and made a part of this report. 

The expense account was examined for the two list years, and the prop- 
er vouchers furnished for the several items therein charged, which is also 
annexed and made a part of this.report. 

A careful examination of the minutes of the Board of Directors was 
made, and such extracts required to be furnished, as, in t^e opinion of the 
committee, were of sufficient interest and importance to be laid before the 
Legislature; all of which will appear in the answers made by the Presi- 
dent and directors of the Bank to a series of interrogatories propounded 
by the committee, touching the general state and condition of the Bank, 
its management, profits, &c., &c., &c. 7 

Exhibit A. shews the liabilities of each Director, quarterly, from the 
30th September, 1844, to the 30th September. 1846. 

Exhibit B. shews the data upon which the dividends of the Bank, for the 
first six months in the vear 1845, was declared.

These several branches were examined in 
the order here named, and at the times mentioned in the correspondence 
with cach branch. The cash on hand at each branch was counted, and 
found to agree with the several statements furnished by the respective 
cashiers, which several statements are hereto annexed, under their proper 
heads, and made a part of this report. 

The expense accounts of each branch were also examined, and the prop- 
er vouchers furnshcd for the iten.s charged in each. ^ 

The minutes of the several boards were carefully examined, and such 
extracts required to he furnished, as, in the opinion of the committee, the 
public interest demanded; all which is hereunto annexed, under their 
proper heads, and made.a part of this report. E 

T'o render their report as short and intelligible as possible, the commit- 
tee have arranged every thing connected with the mother Bank to itself, 
and have, in like manner, placed every thing connected with each branch, 
under its own proper head.

By reference to exhibits B, C, D, furnished by the mother Bank, it 
will be seen that three dividends have been declared since the adjourn- 
ment of the last Legislature, to wit: 

For six months ending 30th June, 1845;three per cent. (including one 
half of one per cent. as bonus to the State) after placing one per cent. to 
the credit of contingent fund. 

For s'x months ending 31st December, 1845, four per cent., after placing 
to the crédit of contingent fund one per cent. 

For six months ending 30th June; 1846, three and ore half per cent. 
after crediting contingent fund with one per cent. 

These dividends shew the Bank to be in a healthy condition, and it can 
, scarcely be doubted, that if prudent councils prevail. handsome profits 
will continue to be made. Neither the mother Bank nor any of its bran- - 
ches have, for the last two years, dealt in any kind-of money other than 
gold and silver, and their own paper, and it is to be hoped that such will 
continue to be the policy of the Bank and its branches. l

It will be observed that the profits at Fayette and at Lexington are 
somewhat greater than the profits made, by the other branches. One 
.cause of this, is the fact, if the committee have been rightly informed, 
'that these two branches have been furnished. with a greater amount of 
' éirculation than the others; and another circumstance in their favor is, the 
‘advantage they possess in location. It seems however to the committee, 
‘that the location of the branch at Palmyra is as favorabie as either the 
one at Fayette, or the one at Lexington, and the committee have not been 
able to see why this branch should not have as much circulation as either 
one of the others 
It wil also be observed, that the profits made by the branches, those 
of the Branch at Jackson are the smallest. This, in the opinion 
of the committee, does not arise from any mismanagement or extrava- 
gance on the part of the officers of that branch, but more from its loca- 
tion and the want of commercial advantages, enjoyed by some of the 
other Branches. For, the committee feel it their duty to say, in justice 
j to'the officers of that Branch, that there is a degree of simplicity and 
economy observed in its administration, rarely te-be found in the man- 
agement of such institulions. ao

“The following case is submitted to me for my opinion, as to whether it 
constitutes a contract binding the Bank: 


It appears from the minutes of the Board of Directors, that on the 5th 
of January, Henry J. Clark was duly elected to serve as one of the Tel- 
lers of the Bank for one year, and until his successor should be duly elect. 
ed and qualified. It was also ordered that the salaries of the several offi- 
cers, remain as at present (then) fixed." l l 

In pursuance of the election, Clark executed his bond, with two securi- 
ties, in the penal sum of $10,000, for the fai:hful discharge of the duties of 
said clerkship, for one year, from the 7th January, 1845, and until his suc- 
cessor should be duly chosen. Clark’ssalary was fixed on 6thjJuly, 43, at 

1,400, and has remained unchanged from that time until the said 7th 
anuary, 1845. í 


The question is, whether, on the above state of facts, the Bank is bound 
to pay Clark the above sum of $1,400, on his performing his duties as 
Teller faithfully for one year? I think the Bank is bound. The 16th sec- 
tion of the Charter authorizing the employment of such clerks, &c. as 
shall be necessary for the transaction of the business of the Bank, and 
since the decision of the majority of the Supreme court, (Tompkins, 
Judge, dissenting,) in the case of D. Marks vs. the Bank of the State of 
Missouri, page 316, of 8 vol. of Mo. Rep.) Ithink that, although the 
contract in this case is not signed by the President and countersigned and* 
attested by the Cashier, as is required in certain cases by the 28th section 
of the Charter, yet it is still obligatory upon the Bank. For, in this case, 
the majority of the Court did not consider the contract that Marks attemp- _ 
ted to set up against the Bank, at all affected by the circumstance that it 
was not signed by the President and countersigned by the Cashier.

“The following opinion of the Bank Attorney, relative to the question 
submitted to him on the 7th inst., was laid before the Board: 


“To the President and Directors of the Bank of the State of Missouri, at St. 
Louis: 


 "QGrxrLEMEN: The Cashier has submitted to me the following questions, 
for my written opinion: 


“ist. Can the Board of Directors, under the Charter of the Bank, dele- 
gate to a less number than (5) that specified under the 23d section, the 
. power to transact business either in discounting notes or bills of, exchange. 

“2nd. In the 26ih rule of the By-Laws authorizing the Board of: Direc- 
to elect two of their body, who, with the President, (any two constituting 
a quorum,) have power to pass upon bills of exchange, offered for discount 
in accordance, with the powers granted under the Charter. 


By the Ist. section of the Charter, the holders of the capital stock are 
empowered “to ordain, establish,and put in execution such by-laws, ordi- 
nances, and regulations, as shall seem oar and convenient for the 
government and management of said Bank.” The same section proceds 
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to enact that “the said Bank shall be governed by a President and twelve 
Directors.“ Thus, the above named power of establishing, and putting in 
execution such by laws as may be necessary and convenient forthe govern- 
ment of the Bank, would seem already to be vested in the President and 
Directors. Indeed, this isthe only section of the Charter that vests the 
general control of the business and operations of the Bank in the Presi- 
dent and Directors. On a careful examination of the Charter and its 
amendments, I have not been able to find any provision prohibiting the 
President and Directors to delegate to a less number than five,the power 
10 transact business, in either discounting notes or bilis of exchange, nor, 
indeed, any provision, vesling the particular power, in so many words, in 
the Board of Directors. Still, I deem it unquestionable, that this power 
isembraecd in the comprehensive provision of the frst section“ and 
generally to do and execute all acts, matters and things, which a corpora- 
tion may lawfully execute.” Nor do I find that the delegating the power 
above referred to, to a less number than five, is repugnant “to the consti- 
tution and laws of the United States, or of this State.“ J think, there- 
fore, that the power, so to delegate, exists by the Charter, in the President 
and Directors. And the first section, as we have already seen, expressly 
gives the power to delegate, and toexercise the delegated authority, by 
by-laws, if the Board shall deem it necessary and convenient. It seems, 
therefore, to me, to follow, as a necessary consequence, ihat thesaid 26th 
rule of the By-Laws, is also in accordance with the powers granted under 
the Charter. For the fact, that the Board have enacted the By-Law, is 
the best, and highest evidence, that it “se emed to them necessary and con- 
venient for the government of the Bank;” and this seems to be the rule of 
enactment provided by the Charter, qual: ſied only by the limitation of not 
being contrary to the constitution and laws of tle United States, or, of 
this State. 

€] therefore, answer both questions, copied above, affirmatively. i 

It seems to me, that any other construc ion, would well-nigh stop the 
operations of the Dank. For, then, there would be scarcely any thing, in 
ihe most ordinary routine of the daily business of the corporation, that 
could be legally done, without the actually caliing together the querum of 
the Board, in order to procure its sanction. And it seems to me, that no 
man can read the first section of the Charter, without being satisfied that 
the Legislature meant to confer on the corporation, such general powers, 
to be executed and carried cut in such manner, and by such agencies, as 
should most perfectly answer the end_of conducting the business of the 
Bank successfully and harmoniously. E

Genilenen :—]n reply to cour several interragatories, propounded un- 
der date of 27th ultimo, touching the condition and general management of 
this branch, the following replies are respectfully submitted: 

I. From the best information which can be obtained in referrence to the 
suspended debt, it is believed that the whole amount is collectable; and that 
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there will be no loss whatever upon that item of our resourtées, In June 


last, under an order of the Board, the sum of $1,070: 00, then suspended, 
was charged, as lost debt, to profit and loss which covered the whole 
amount of debts due the Bank which have been lost through its entire 
business up to that and the present time. 

9, The only real e-tate held by this branch, in addition, to the banking 
house aud lot, is one hundred and sixty acres of land, purchased at.$750, 
for the purpose of better securing a debt due it. The policy of the Board 
has been, to hold no real estate, except in cases requiring its acquisition 
in order to prevent the loss of debts. i l |

Doct. Lowry offered the following preamble and resolution, viz: 

Whereas, the Legislature, now in ses-ion, passed resolutions of instruc- 
tions to diminish the compensation of the Cashier and other officers of the 
bank, approved 27th February ult, and now deposited in the archives of 
this Brancb,—and whereas the Board of Direc'ors has been oflicially adsis- 
ed of this fact, by James L. Minor, Secretary of State—and whereas, the 
said resolutions ot instructions repeals the 16th section of the bank char- 
ter, so far as that section gives power to the President and Directors to reg- 
ulate the pay of officers,” 

e Therefore, Resolved by the Bord of Directors, that, from and after the 
reception of the said resolutions of instructions, that the compensation of 
the Lashior of this Branch be reduced to $8500 per annum, and that the 
compensation of the presiding officer, and Clerk, each be reduced to 8509 
per annum as mentioned in the said resolutioas of instructions.”

Dr. Scott, chairman ‘of the commiltee appointed at the last regular. 
meeting of the Board, submitted the following report, which, on motion 
of Mr. Morrison, was adopted.—all the members of the Board present; 
Dr. Lowry only dissen ting: 


E - REPORT. 


The committee to whom was referred the consileration of the instruc- 
tons to the Directors on the. part of the State, of the Branch Bank at 
Fayette, to reduce the salaries of its officers—set out the following rea- 
sons for not complying with said instructions: The intention of the Le- 
gislature was evidently to curtail the expenses of the Bank, so thata large 
profit should be real.zed by theState. The opinion of this committee is that 
the profits of the bank are d»peudent, to a much greater degree, on the 
capacity and efficiency of its officers, thin upon the diminut.on of its ex- 
penses to the extent proposed by the instructions. "That the services of 
competent officers can only be secured by a fair aud liberal- compensation, 
and that to hazard the loss of thosé we now have, by a reduction to the 
extent proposed by the instructions, of their salaries, though a liberal 
compliance with the instructions, would be ad verse tothe object they 
were intended to effect. A thorough kaowledge of the business of the 
Bank, a devotion to i's intercst and success, a general acquaintance with 
the circumstances and character of those doing business with it, a famil- 
larity with the signatures of individuals, a facility in detecting base inoney 


and forgeries; all these go to make the qualifications of a good bank 
oficer. These, our present officers eminently possess, and it would not 


be possible to replace them, with officers in any way well qualified. With 


new oflicers, experience would be acquired at the expense of the Bank, 


and its loss would be far greater than any profit which would accrue from 
a diminished compensation. 

The Board moreover, feel perfectly satisfied that the business which has 
been carried on by this Bank for the past six months, cannot be attended to 
by inexperienced officers, and that the effect of a change in the officers, 
wouid bea necessity to create additional officers, thereby increasing the ex- 
penses to about the extent proposed by the instructions The dividend 
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made by this Branch for the last six months, (comprising the time which - 
the present Directors have controlled the institution) on the capital inves- 
ted at this point. has been over 6 per cent; at the same time that the cap- 
ital of the State invested in this brauch is vielding about 13 per cent. per 
annum to the State the Branch, it is also believed. is sufficiently carrying 
out the ohjects of its creation, by extending facilities to business. "These. 
effects, this Board attribute in a great measure to the ability, zeal, and ac- 
tivity of their salaried officers. They believe that without the co-opera- 
tion of these officers, neither the stockholders nor the community would 
have derived the same advantage from this Branch. 
This Board cannot believe that the Legislature, in view of these effects, 
would be disposed to strike at the source from which these advantages flow, 
and discourage zealous and faithful servants, at the time when their effi- 
ciency is greatest, by diminishing their compensation, and hazard the loss 
of officers who have proved themselves so faithful. This Board are of the 
opinion that these considerations were not fully contemplated by the Le- 
i gislature, they belive that, as faitful directors, aiming to carry out the spir- - 

it, rather than the letter of the instructions, their duty: prescribes that the 
compensation of the officers should not be reduced to the rates fixed by 
the resolutions.

Mr. Birch, from the same committee, offered the following minority re- 
port, which was ordered to be spread upon the minute book: 


REPORT. 


The undersigned was appointed a member of a committee, to report 
to the Board, on the subject of the resolutions of the last General As- 
sembly, in relation to the salaries of the officers of the bank. The reso- 
lutions of the Legislature areaddressed to the State Directors, and the 
undersigned being a director on the part of the private stockholders, had 
some doubt of the propriety of serving, but come to the conclusion that 
harmonious action was desirable, and therefore, entered upon the discharge 

of the duty assigned. On the second day of the present month, a major- 
ity of the committée reported, but the report was not sustained. Subse- 
quently, another committee was appointed, with instructions to report 
the reasons of the Board, for refusing to comply with the instructions of 
the Legisiature in relation to salaries. The undersigned was again ap- 
pointed; and objections to serving, in connexion with the subject address- 
ed to the State Directors, are again waived, for the reasons heretofore sta- 
ted. It is impossible for a com nittee, or any member thereof, to state the 
reasons which influence any body of men, in their action. In the present 
case it cannot be done, without stating circumstances which the records of 
the Branch will not sustain; and therefore, süch statements would be vio- 
lative of free and confidentialintercourse at the bóard, and consequently, 

. proper. 

What follows therefore, will not be my conception of the reasons which 

influenced the Board in disobeying the instructions, but my own opinions, 


* 
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without reference to those of others; and the cohcurrence of any portion 
of the Board, can only be inferred upon the principle that different gentle- 
men frequently arrive at the same conclusion, from an investigation.of the 
same facts and circumstances. ; 


The State is a large share-holder in the Bank. The people constitute 


the State. The members of the Legislature are the representatives of the 
people; and upon questions of government, in connexion with other depart- 
ments, the concentrated power.of the State. By the charter of the Bank, 
the General Assembly, every two years, elect the directors on the part of 
the State, and upon a superficial view of the question, the State directors 
would seem to be an emanation from the people, bound to obey their will, 
as expressed by the Legislative, and Executive departments. But ‘the 
charter of the Bank is a contract betweeu the State and individuals; and 
there being no provision for amendment, without the consent of all the con- 
tracting parties, it follows that the State Directors are bound by the char- 
ter, which they are sworn to support, and not the Assembly, The charter 
makes it the duty of the directors to employ certain officers, and pay them 
a fair compensation; and to obey ‘he Legislature, in a rate of salaries either 
higher or lower than was deemed reasonable, would be a violation of oath. 
The Legislature, therefore, has nothing to do with the question; and the 
: refusal of the Board to obey their instructions, may be referred to an indis- 
position to sacrifice conscience and judgment, to the counter opinion of 
eighty, or one hundred gentlemen, acting in a highly responsible but differ- 
ent capacity. l 

Upon the general question of salary, my opinion has been long since 
formed, and will probably undergo no material change. II is the interest of 
the people to fill the public stations of the country with responsible, honest, 
and competent men. The services of such can only be secured by the 
payment of salaries equivalent to the results of individual enterprise. In 
our Board, the Cashier receives a salary of fourteen bundred dollars per 
annum, and the Clerk eight bundred and fifty dollars. "They are under 
bonds of near one hundred thousand dollars, and perform all the labor of 
the institution, in and out of doors, without extra compensation for travel 
when ordered by the Board. These salaries are not too high. Two men of 
sufficient responsibility to remain continually under heavy bonds, and of 
sufficient capacity and industry to keep up an active business of near half 
a million of dollars, could probably earn a much larger sum in private busi- 
ness; and whether or not, the opinion is confidently entertained that compe- 
tent and faithful men cannot be procured for smaller sums. But in this 
matter I represent the private .stockholders alone. It is their interest to 
have their property under the control of officers of the first order of indus- 
try and talent, and to such they are-abundantly willing to pay fair salaries. 
1 am, therefore, opposed to any reduction, and shall continue of the same 
opinion, so Jong as the busiuess of the Branch is conducted on the principles 
of activity and energy, which now govern he Board.

2nd. The Bank ownsno realestate but the banking house, and lot 
on which it stands. 

3rd. To this interogatory, I refer you to the Cashier's statement, marked

4th. This Bank has discounted no note by a less number than five; we 
have, however, purchased. bills of exchange by an Exchange Committee of 
a less number. Our authority for doing so, we found in the action of the 
mother Bank; the by-laws of which ‘authorize the President to-appoint an 

, Exchange Committee from the Board of Directors, monthly, and of a less 
number than five; whose duty it was to pass upon bills offered between the 
regular meetings of the Board, and to report to the Board all bills s0 passed 

by them. Our further authority for so doing, is the first section of the Bank 
Charter, which authorizes the Board of Directors to “establish and put in 
execution, such by laws, ordinances and regulations, as shall seem necessary— 
and convenient for the government and, management of said Bank.“ .We 
also consulted our Bank Attorney, Henderson Young, Esq., whose written

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opinion coincided fully. with our own, and which I beg leave to enclose, 
as a further answer to your interrogatory. 

5th. I refer you to Cashier's statement, marked B. (4) 

6th. The largest amount at any one time invested in bills of exchange, 


was one hundred und four thousand, two hundred and thirty-nine dol- ' 


lars, and thirty-three cents. For further particulars, I refer you to Cash- 
ier’s statement, marked C (4) un . 

7th. A Cashier, one Clerk, and a Bank Attorney, aré all the officers in 
this Bank, except the President and Directors. At the commencement 
of the operations ofjthis Bank, the Cashieir was paid one tbousand dollars, 
the Clerk eight hundred dollars, and the President four hundred dollars 
per annum. The Bank Attorney is paid fifty dollars per annum for advice 
and written opinions when required, and three per cent. on all collections 
made in this judicial circuit; and five per cent. out, On the 18th day of 
February, 1846, F. Y. Ewing, then Cierk of this Bank, resigned his office, 
and F. P. Gaines was appointed in his place, at which time the Clerk’s 
salary was reduced to six hundred dollars per annum. On the first day of 
May, 1846, the salary of the Cashier was raised to twelve hundred dollars, 
the Clerk's to eight hundred dollars, and the President's to five hundred 
dollars per annum; at. which they remain at this time. We have no ser- 
vants in this Bank; the above officers being required to perform all the 
duties and labor of its management. i 

8th. The Board of Directors of this Branch have taken no action upon 
the resolations referred to. In fixing the compensation of its officers, we 
were governed by the sixteenth and twenty-second sections of the Bank 
Charter, which authorizes the payment of a reasonable compensation for 
their services. 

9th. The Directors of this Branch have had no preference in the dis- 
counting of notes, or purcbase of bills of, exchange, over the dealers with 
the Bank. The Directors have often spoken informally of the hardship 
of having to serve without compensation, but no proposition, appears.upon 
the minute book,to allow themany, or to give them, or any one of them, 
any preference over any other person dealing with the Bank, nor have 
they had any.

To the, President and Directors of the Branch Bank, at Lexington: 


The question submitted for my consideration is, as I understand it, wheth- 
er it is necessary, according to the terms of the charter of the Bank, that a 
Board of Directors, with a proper. quorum, should be present for the pur- 
pose of buying and selling bills of exchange, or can this businéss be trans- 
acted by the Bank, through a committee appointed for that purpose 

The first section of the act creating tbe Bank, declares that there shall 
be established, in the City of St. Louis, a banking company, to be, called 


the Bank of the State of Missouri, the capital stock of which shall be five 


millions of dollars, &c., and by the name and style, aforesaid, tke holders of 
said capital stock, shall be, and are made capable in law, to have, purchase, 
receive, &c., lands, &c., goods, chattels, and the same to sell, &c., and: also 
to ordain, establish and put in execution, such by-laws, ordinances and regu- 
lations, as shall seem necessary and convenient for. the, government and 
management of said Bank, not being contrary to the constitution. of the U. 
States or of this State, and generally, to dó and execute all acts, matters 


,and things, which a corporation, or body politic in law, may, and lawfully 


can execute, The act then declares that the bank shall be governed by a 
President and twelve Directors, and directs the mode of their appointment. 
The 33d and 34th sections of the act, provide the establishment of branches, 
and each branch is to be governed by a Presidedt and eight Directors, who 
are to hold their offices for the same time, and on the same terms as the 
President and Directors of the mother bank. 


_ It is manifest, that the corporation is a distinct body from the Directors, 
possessing all the general powers and attributes of an aggregate corpora- 
tion, and entitled to direct, and superintend the management of its own pro- 
perty, and the government of the institution, and to enact by-laws for this 
purpose; the Board of Directors, possess such authority as is delegated to 


‘them, by the act, not as constituting the corporation itself, but as its ex- 


press statute agent; the holders of the capital stock are the corporate body, 
and the Directors are created a Board to govern the corporation, accordin 
to the by-laws and regulations established for the government of the Bank; 
the Bank, being an aggregate corporation, is incapable of transactiig its busi- 
ness in its collective capacity,and consequently must necessarily commit the 
execution ofits business to officers and agents appointed for that purpose; the 
Board of Dizectors, as agents of the Bank, may enact such by-laws, and re- 
gulations, for the government of the Bank, as they may deem necessary: and 
the President and Directors are expressly empowered by the 16th, section 
of the 9th article to appoint such officers, clerk, agents and servants nnder 
them; as shall seem necessary for executing and transacting the business of 
the Bank; but it is suggested that a proper construction of the 23d section, 
prohibits the Bank from buying bills of exchange, in any other manner than 
through a Board of Directors; this would be very inconvenient for the Bunk; 
convenience, however, would be no reason for the exercise of a power not 
granted; but this is not a question of power, the right of the Bank to dealin 
buying and selling bills of exchange, cannot be doubted; the only doubt, is, 
as to the manner of exercising the power. The 23d section above referred 
0, declares that “not less than five Direetors shall constitute a Board for 
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the transaction of business, of whom the President shall always be one, ex- 
cept that in. case of necessary absence, &c.“ It is obvious, that the Direc- 
tors, cannot constitute a Board for the transaction of business, with a less 
number than a proper quorum; I will agree that the Directors, as such can- 
not transact any business, only as a Board, and that, with a proper quo- 
rum; but it, by no means, follows, that all the business to be executed by the 


Bauk, must be through a Board of its Directors; if such-is the case, the pow- 


er vested in the President and Directors to appoint officers, clerks, agerits 
and servants under them, to execute and transact the business of the bank, 
would be entirely unavailing. I think this section only intends to declare 
the number of Directors necessary to constitute a Board, and does not re- 
strict the bank from having other agents to execute it business; the Direc- 
tors are merely the agents of the Bank and have their appropriate duties as- 
signed them, but certainly the Bank must be allowed to have other officers 
and agents to execute its business; this light is expressly given by the 16th 
section, and must necessarily exist from the natuie of the institution; the 
cashier, for instance, transacts and must transact business of vital import. 
ance to the bank. It isa neccessary incident to allageregate corporations 
to have officers, agents and servants, to execute their business, and hence I 
concluded, if the bank should find it convenient to have an exchange com- 
mittee to pass upon bills exchange that may be offered for sale at the bank, 
it may do so withoui violating any portion of its charter.

To the General Assembty of the Slate of Missouri: 


I have the honor of herewith presenting to the Legislature the fourth 
report of the Superintendent of Common Schools. 

It iv conceited among the nations, both on the European and American, 
continent, that, for ihe members of a social compact to be free, and to fully 
appreciate the blessings which must ever emanate from liberal institutions. 
and liberal legislation, the mind of the masses must be cultivated —must 
be enlightened. To this end, in both hemispheres, the ceaseless zeal of the, 
philanthropist, as well as the steady and persevering energies of the pa- 
triot, are constantly directed. : j 

In our own favored land, it is true to the letter, that “the schoolmaster is; 

abroad,“ and that he is diligentlv laboring in his vocation. "There is, per- 
haps, no part of the world, where a greater proportion of the masses are 
taught, or where they are so well and usefully taught, as in some of the 
States of this confederacy. p 

As yet, however, little more than a beginning—a bare commencement, 
in the great and benevolent system of Common Schools" has been attain-. 
ed in Missouri. Our State, herself, is the growth of yesterday—she has, 
but just sprung into existence; yet she is found actively engaged on sys- 
tems which will hereafter inure to the great benefit of unborn millions, 
who are to succeed us. Among these, and foremost, may be considered 
her efforts in the cause of universal education. ) 

The great advantages, derivable from such a source, to a community— 
a sovercignty—a State, has ceased to be termed the “mere rhapsody of. 
the theorist—the utopia of the dreamer.” The energies of modern phi-. 
lanthropy have reduced to practice, the hope of the wise and good among 
the early sages. The day has long since gone by, when the condemned: 
felon could shield himself from merited punishment by showing that he 
possessed: the rare acquiremenis of reading and writing. The diffusion of 
knowledge has rendered obsolete, or abrogated, the prescriptive “benefit 

of clergy." “ À 
Although the cause of education has been justly fostered in.our favored 
and-flourishing republic, yet it should not be denied that but a few of the 
primary steps have been taken in a cause that is justly viewed as the great 
bulwark of human liberty. Our school system isstill in a state of incip- 
loncy, and must retrograde, unless it is cherished by the watchful solicitudg. 
and prudent enactments of the General Assembly. . NE Nu 
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. Up to the present period, public expectation has not been disappointed 
in the anticipated benefits de:ivable irom the system of common schools. 
Considerably more than half the counties in the State, in accordance with 
the provisions of the act to provide for the organization, support, and gov- 
ernment of common schools, have procecde! to organiz: and report to 
the proper officers. Many of the remainder of the counties "re forward- 
ing their reports, this year, for the st time. 8o fully alive to their true 
interests, are the people every where becoming. that we may, itis thought, 

naturally infer that, in (wo years from this time, the St ite school moneys 
will be apportioned to tlie children in every county in Missouri. 

Under the apportionment of August, 18 15. the sum of 516.181 70 was 
distributed among the thirty-one thousand, six hundred and ninety-five 
children, which gave the small sum of fifty-two cents for cach child be- 
tween the ages uf six and eighteen yese The amount apporiioned in 
January, 1816, was somewlíat larger. being 23,720 02, which was distrib- 
uted among forty thousand, eight hundred and ninety-six children, between 
she ages of six aud went? years, The share to each child was fifty-eight 
cents, being an increase of six cents to each child, over the apportionment 
of 1845. | x 

On the first day of July last, the Bank of the State of Missouri declar- 
ed a dividénd of three and a half percent., which gives for distribution 
in Jangary next, Ihe sum of $20,1.8 38, which, if apportioned among 
the chil iren now being reported, (numbering, it is supposed, more than, 
fifty tLousind.) will give io each child an amount much less than in either 
of tne two last preceding apportionments. It is presumable, however, 
that a dividend will be declared by the Bank, on the first of January next. 
Should such be the case, and the dividend be as large as the last, then the 
amount to be divided will exceed forty thousand doilars, and when appor- 
tioned, will yield to each child an amount larger than has been heretofore 
accorded. : P 
With us, the chief difficulty has consisted, not in our system of common 
schools, but in the uncertainty of procuring money for dist- ibution, and 
the small pittance obtained irregulaily by means of bank dividends. In 
the original investiture of State school moneys in bank stock, the General 
Assembly, it is fair to presume, did what, at that time, was deemed best for 
the cominon school fund. Experience is a stern teacher, an eloquent mon- 
itor We know, now, that the loss sustained by the investment of the 
school fund in bink stock has been very large. The common school fund 
amounts to about 5575, 000; of which, the sum of $515,518 83. was in- 
veste Í. in July, 1339; in the years 1840 and 1842, the several sums of 24, 
474 97, $13,139 11, and $17,538 (5 were invested as stock in the Bunk. 
The total amount of these several inves.itures, has yielded, in dividends, 
up to this time, the sum of $110,000. Had it been hearing an interest of 
eight per cent. for the same period, the accruing interest would have been 
nearly $200,000, almost three times as much as has been realized under 
the bank i nvestit ure. ; ; 

Jt is confidently hoped, that, during the present session of the General 
Assembly, this important subject will fully receive the : ttention and con- 
sideration which itso eminenuy merits; and that, if it be practicable, the 
State school fund be withdrawn from the Dank, and investment.made in 
such place and manner as to insure a fair and certain dividend. The call upon 
the attention of the General Assembly, on this subject, is one which bursts 
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forth from evory hill top, and rescunds through every valley in our wide 
spread territory. Fifty thousand children implore justice at your hands.— 
Will jouet them plead in váin? - `~- — E RA 
In the report of the Superintendent of Common Schools, made to the las 
General Assembly by the late Sécretary of State, there occurs a paragraph. 
so obviously correct, in my view at least, that ] cannot refrain from again; 
laying it before the Legislature, in the cfear and forcible language of my 
-predécessor. ' “A grant has been made to the State of hve hundred thou- 
sand acres of land, by the General Government; for purposes of internal 
improvements. Perhaps Cougre:s would, on a proper representation, be 
induced to change the nature of this grant and bes'ow this princely domain ~ 


eon the common schools of our State. T am induced to believe that no dif | 


ficulty will occur on this point, from the interest generally manifested by 
the general governnment in the ex ension and encouragement of popular 
education, through its grants of each sixteenth section, the seminary lands, 
&c., for this purpose. 

By an act of the last General Assembly, the procceds arising from the sale 
of these lands, arc to be divided among the ninty-six counties of the State. 
If all the lands were already sold and the money ready for distribution, each 
county would be entitled to receive but a small fiaction over six thousand 
dollars; a sum insufficient for the erection and compietion of 4 good courte. 
house—much less, would it be sufliciently ample for making good and per- 
manent roads in different directions through a county, with the necessary: 
bridges. If, when divided among the several counties, the share of each is. 
too small to be of positive and permanent utility, it would be found to be as. 
much too insignificant when kept together, for the completionrof any great. 
work of improvement which shall pervade the State. Yet, how inadquate- 
soever this grant may be for the purposes intended, it will be readily admit- 
ted by all to be a significent addition to a fund created for the purpose of 
dispensing the lights and blessings of truth and knowledge, not only to the 
present age, but through successive ages, to the remotest posterity. 


J cannot refrain from again introducing to the notice of the General As- 
sembly, the prevalent epimon, that a school for the education of young men. 
to be employed hereafter as teachers, would be of almost incalculable ben- 
efit to our common school system. Several of our sister States have adop- 
ted the plan, and derive great and essential benefits irom it; indeed, the 
advantages to be derived from having thé youth of the State taught by men 
of known character and morals, are so obvious that itis not deemed neces- 
sary to advert to them. 


Our common 'school system is entitled to, and has, the respect and confi- 
dence of the public; yet the law, in many of its provisions, is defective. I 
esteem it right and proper to mention this fact, in this Place, that the atten- 
tion of the General Assembly may thus be directed to the subject, and a 
corrective applied. "The opinicn is general, that the school law, as it is 
commonly called, is much too complicated. In order to understand it sufli- 
ciently well for the most ordinary transaciions, a thorough and absolute 
study is required, demanding a larger share of the time of the various ofli- 
cers, (all of Whom render their services gratuitously,) than can well be 


spared by them. Many of the provisions are so conflicting as to be totally 
irreconcilable. 
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Complaints from most of the counties which have organized school towar 
ships, are often made of the great difficulty which exists of understanding 
a law so complex in its machinery, and so conflicting in many of its pro. 
visions. l i | 
The Superintendent of Common Schools is keeping within the pale of 
his prescribed duty when he earnestly and respectfully suggests to the 
General Assembly the propriety of making a therough and complete revi, 
sion of the “Act to provide for the organization, support and government 
of Common Schools in the State of Missouri.!“

Sir:—In conformity with tbe organic law of the University of the State 
of Missouri, the Curators respectfully submit this their annual reportin fe- 
lation to the condition and prospects of the Iustitution. E 
In consequence of a change of ibe Jaw fixing the time of the annual 
meeting, no report has been made by the Board since October, 1844. By 
referring to our report of that date, it will be seen’ that the aggregate in- 
-debtedness of the University was about $15,000, aside from same miscel- 
loneous items of small amount. Of this sum, there was owing to the builders 
of the University edifice, from the subscription fund, $2,625, and to the 
President and Professors, $6,108, from (he increase of Seminary funds. 
The. means in the hands of the Curators for the reduction of the debt to 
the builders, were, Ist; The balance of the subscription fund, consistin 
partly of real estate, and partly of unpaid subscriptions, estimated iu all at 
$3,055; and 2nd: A debt due trom the Seminary fund, to the subscription 
fund, for moneys advanced; amounting in principal and interest to $3625, 
For payment of arrears of salary to the President and professors, the board 
could only look to the prospective increase of the Seminary {und invested 
in stock of the State Bank. As the Bank was then, and had been for a con- 
iderable period, applying its profits in repairing its capital, no dividends 
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wero declared; the finances of the University were severely effected, and 
its revenue rendered indequate to meet even its current expenditures. - 
In this emergency, in order that the University might not be obliged to 
suspend operations, the Legislature, on application for relief, at the last ses- 
sion, empowered the Curators to borrow of the Bank asum deemed sufficient 
to enable the University to satisfy its creditors and to pass the crisis. The 
negotiation, however, failed, no loan was effected, and for the continued ex- 
' jstenco of the Institution, the board was compelled further to rely on the 
self-denying fidelity of the faculty, and the praiseworthy forbearance of the 


builders. It is with unleigned gratification that the board are able to re- 


ort a decided improvement of the finances of the University since that 
period; and if no unto ward event happens, to look fo: ward, with nope and 
confidence to the continued prosperity of the Institution. The Bank has 
recommenced making semi-annual dividends of its profits; and since the 
resumption, the annual increase ofthe Seminary fund has been at the rate 
of seven percent. per annum. The dividends have been as follows, viz: 


In Juiy 1845, 3 per cent, $3,000 
In January 1816, 4 per cent, 4,000 
In July 1846,. 34 per cent, 3,500 


Out of the procéeds, the board have been enabled, besides defraying the 
current expenses of the Institution, to pay arrears of salary to the amount of 
$2,834, and to replace principal and interest, the sum advanced by the sub. 
‘scription fund, to the Seminary fund. This latter item, together with addi- 
tional collections on the original subscription, and the proceeds of the sale 
of real estate, has been applied to the reduction of the debt due to the build- 
‘ers. The indcbtedness of the University, at the date of this report, may be 
stated as follows, to-wit: —

For the liquidation of other classes of indebtedness, the board have no 
means, save the prospective increase of the Seminary fund, and the proceeds 
of tuition. | 
Should the increase of Seminary fund continue hereafter to amount to seven 
en per cent. per annum. the board will be able to apply more than $3,000 
annually in liquidation of the debt. It would seem however to be conso- 
nant with public justice, that those who have served the State as builders 
of the University eJiüce, and others, as dispensers of instruction in the 
same, should remain no longer unpaid. Application will therefore be made 
to the Legielature. at its next session, for some provision by appropriation or 
otherwise, by means of which long dela; ed justice may at length be done 
to the cred tors of the University. l 
Since the date o! the last report, the board has made a valuable addition 
to the means of instruction by the purchase of chemical apparataus and 
specimens in minerology, at the cost of $1,600 00, and have provided for 
the gradual payment of the same from the proceeds of tuition. 
Jt is the intention of tke board, after payment of its indebtedness and pro- 


viding the indispensable machanery of instruction, to found a Library which 
shall be worthy of the State University, and «dequate to the literary wants 
of the students who may resort toit for the purposes ofeducation. It is the 
further purpose of the board, when the income of the Institution stall be 
disencumbered, to furnish the interior of the edifice; to perfect the exterior, 
and defend it from damage; to improve and protect the grounds, and thus 
to adapt the physical arrangements of the institution more perfecily to the 
great end of discipline and study. Of the success of the State University 
thus far, the Board speak with confidence, because they speak the unani- 
mous sentiment of the community.- Commencing under all the difficulties 
and embarrassments of a new institution, in a new country, to say nothing 
of the opposing ‘influences peculiar to its own history, it has even in its own 
infancy asserted. and maintained a singular maturity of character, Its 
discipline is mild, systematic and effective; its instructions are of a high or- 
der; its members are diligent in the prosecution of study, regular in their 
attendance on their daily exercises, and compare favorably in manliness of 
deportment with those of the older institutions of our land. 

The most gratifying as well as the most decisive evidence of the success 
of the Institution, is the testimony which the alumni, and the patrons of the 
University uniformly bear to the skill and fidelity with which its affairs are 
administered. The catalouge of students for the year just closed, exhibits 

an aggregate number of one hundred and eight, who have been in atiend- 
ance on the instructions ofthe Faculty of Arts. In addition to the patro- 
nage of our own State, there are students from Wisconsin, Illinois, Ken- 
tucky, Virginia, Tennessee, Louisiana and Arkansas. The Board sees no 
reason to doubt that the steady increase of patronage which has marked 
its progress hitherto, will continue to characterize it for a long time to come; 
and that the University of the State of Missouri, under a continued able 
and skilful administration, will be made to meet the intellectual wants of 
our own State, and command the patronage of other sections of our country. 
In order to a more perfect understanding of ihe internal economy of the. 
Institution, the annual report of the President of the University, to the 
Board, is herewith transmitted and made a part of this report. 

The Board, at a meeting in February of the present year, established by. 
ordinance a Faculty of Medicine, with permission to render their instruc- 
tions in the City of Saint Louis. Six Professorships were created, and the 
chairs were filled by men of tried ability. "The Medical Department of the 
State University is already in successful operation. The catalogue for'the, 
term which closed on the first of March, exhibits an aggregate of ninty-two. 
in attendance on the Medical Lectures. Of this number, twenty-nioe re- 
ceived the degree of M. D. Considering the advantages of its position, it 

` cannot be doubted that this Department, under the fostering care of the 
State, will take rank among the more distinguished Medical Schools of our 
land. All of which is respectfully submitted. :

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The President of the University, in obedience to the organic law of the 
Institution, submits his annual report, relative to matters specially commit- 
ited to his charge. Ln 

Ist. Eprrice.—Aside frem the wear inseparable from daily use, the Uni- 
versity building is-in a state of preservation creditable to its occupants, 
Cases of wanton damage or of gross negligence on the part of the students, 
in their occupation of the building, have been of very rare occurrence. It 
is but just to the young gentleman in attendance on the instructions of the 
Institution, to say, that the efforts which have been made to implant and 
cultivate in their minds elevated sentiments of obligation in ieference to their 
treatment of the building and of public property generally, have been emi- 
mently successful. But four panes of glass have been broken, from the 
body of the building, duri.g an occupation of more than three years, and 
the walls are generally free from the marks of the knife or pencil. All 
assembling, except for the purpose of study or recitation, all games and 
‘violent exercises within the University enclosure, are strictly prohibited; 
and I take pleasure in saying, that the students have rendered a very cheer- 
ful, and generally a very careful obedience to these salutary regulations, 

The provision of locks for the outer doors, ard the enclosing of the stairs 
leading to the octagon, have contributed essentially to the preservation of 
the building. 

Occasional attention is required to the condition of the roof, in order to 
protect the edifice from the action of the weather. | 

Tbe fitting up of one of the lécture rooms for an Examination Hall, and 
for other purposes, I would recommend to the attention of the Board, as 
an improvement of much importance. | 

Time is adding to the evidence of the defective construction of the Prosi- 

dent's house. Repairs are to some extent calied for, though I believe none 
are immediately necessary to the preservation of the house. The fiuistiing 
of the steps before the portico is deserving of attention. 
. 9nd. Grounps.—All has been done for the imprevement of the University 
enclosure which the limited means in my hands have permitted. Since the 
date of my last report, much has been accomplished, and much that has 
been attempted has been imperfectly executed, because the grounds have 
not beed suitably protected by fence or otherwise. 

The organic law of the Uuiversity empowers the Board of Curators to 
alienate all their real estate, save twenty acres for the University site. I 
would recommend the reduction of the present enclosure to these dimen- 
sions, by continuing seventh street quite through the said enclosure to its 
south line, bearing a little westerly, in order to include the wel! within the 
premises. This would leave us a symmetrical area, of about twenty-two 
acres, with the main edifice in the centre, amply sufficient for all our pur- 
poses of use or ornament. ‘The eleven acres lying between the extension 
of seventh street, and the recent purchase of Prolessor Tuomas, might be 
thrown into market, or retained as a separate enclosure at the pleasure of 
the Board. It is no more needful for University purposes than we need so 
much ground east of ninth street.

In addition to the two streets thus flanking the area, on the east and west, 
it has bee ı proposed to open cross streets, on the northern and southern 
line, so as to furnish a continuous drive around the premises. This ar- 
rangement, in addition to many other obvious advantages, would relieve 
the grounds from the claim of right of way, which has been hitherto prac- 
tically asserted over them. 

A plan for the improvement of the grounds, adopted by the Board some 
five years ago, contemplated the erection ofa dwelling similar to the Presi- 
dent’s house, on the left of the main edifice, and on the same line with 
them, and the connexion of the fronts by alight pailiag. Although the 
erection of the dwelling is, for the present, out of the question, I would 
recommend the erection of the paliag during the coming autumn, 
if the finances of the Institution will permit. There isno item of im- 
provement of the same grade of expense which would prove so decidedly 
ornamental. Bot in addition to this, the paling or othrer fence. in a line 
with the front of the building, is necessary to the successful plant. 
ing of trees in the flank and rear of the University. I desire 
to make such plantation during the coming winter and spring. In this 
speci s of improvement, time is the principal agent, and the loss of anoth- 
er year should not be incurred, if it can? b» avoided. bo 8 

A portion of the gronud back of the University, I have had in cultiva- 
lion two years past, with a view to remove the inequalities of the surface 
und prepare it for grass. The ground was left in a very rough state by the: 
contractors, and avother year of tillage may be expedient before seeding 
down. 

With the exception of the avenue from the porch of the building to 
the north line of the area, no grading of the grounds will, in my judg- 
ment, ever be neecssary; and their in provement and ornament, even to a 
high point of be.uty, may be effected without involving undue expendi- 
ture, This su’ ject will continue to receive all the attention which it shall 
bein my power to bestow. 

3. APPARATUS.—No additions to the Philosophical apparatus. hitherto, 
reported, have been made at the expense of the University. A few pieces. 
have been donated by the Trustees of the Bonne Femne College, which 
will find their uses in the instructions of the department. The Professor | 

~ has. at his own expense, repaired and improved his apparatus from time to 
time, fer all of which it is jus! that he should be indemnified, when the 
Treasury shall be in better condition. ee ae 

By the purchase of the Chemical apparatus and Cabinet belonging to 
the Professor.of the Physical Sciences, that Department is in excellent 
condition for the discharge of its appropriate functions. The Cabinet is 
in process of being enriched by contiibutions from other collections. It 
would be well for the friends of the University to bear this matter in mind 
in their intercourse with scientific men, in order to the more rapid accumul 
tion of specimens in the various departments of Physical Science. Es- 
pecially should every mineral and every geological formation in our own 
State, have its representative in the collections belonging to the State 
University. l eS 

4. Lisrary.—A donation of a few books, some of them rare and valu- 
able, has been made during the past year, by the Trustees of Bonne 
Femme College; and it gives me pleasure to afford the occasion, through 
the medium of this report, to place the fact of this liberality on the records 
of the University. i 
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I have, since the date of my last report, had farther correspondence in 
reference to books, to which we are equitably entitled under several acts of 
Congress directing the distribution of volumes of public documents to the 
several chartered Colleges of our country. It is my belief that we may, by 

roper effort, secure our share of the benefits of the action of Congress in 
tbis behalf. 
It is desirable that the room destined for the Library, should be so far 
furnished with shelves, tables, &c., as to enable us to classify, arrange and 
preserve the few books we have now on hand, and such as hereafter may 
be added from time to time to the number. 

It should be an early result of our returning financial prosperity, that a 
fund be provided for the gradual accumulation of a Library, which shall be 
cleditable to the institution. Nothing is more essential to the name and 
‘the character of a University, than that it should be eminentiy arepository - 
of the literature and the learning of the past. 

5. Insrrucrion.—The Catalogue of the students for the year ending 
July 30th, 1846, exhibits the aggregate of one hundred and ninety eght. 
Of these, about ninety were in attendance on the Lectures of the Medical 
Department of the University, and over one hundred have been, and most 
of them still are, connected with the classes, under the instruction of the 
Faculty of Arts. Of the latter, have. been pursuing the full course, 
with a view to graduation, and have been pursuiug select portions of the 
course in connexion with the regular classes The Board will notice, by 
comparing this with former Ca.alogues, that the ratio of regular students 
to the whole number is increasing from year to year—a pleasing indication 
that the University is gradually increasing from year to year—a pleasing 

indication that the University is gradually extending a taste for liberal ed- 
ucation throughout the community, and a growing appreciaiion of the 
higher culture which instructions offer to the young mind of our State and 
country. | "ES | 

Each of the Collegiate classes is held to three daily recitations of one 

hour each, or to alternate lectures and examinations of the same length. 
Perfect regularity in attendance on these exercises is required, andis my 
pleasure to say that absences are exceedingly rare. 

The daily sessions for the Preparatory Department have been holden 
from 8 A. M. to 1 P. M. continuously. The Faculty propose hereafter to 
hold afternoon sessions for the benefit of the younger students, affording 
the Professors the opportunity of suitable supervision over the e'ementary 

studies of tliose who are destined to come under their instructions as mem- 

bers of the regular Collegiate Classes. It is but just to say, that under 
the faithful and judicious instructions of our Tutor, the Preparatory De- 

| partment is accomplishing, in a satisfactory manner, its specifie design; 
while the Collegiate Department is equally benefitted by securing the undi- ` 

vided attention of the Professors to the higher duties of their several 
professions. 

The studies of each session are concluded by a thorough examination 
of all the classes—an exercise of great value to the students, and of inter- 
est totheir friends and the patrons of education. The more frequent at- 
tendance of members of the Board of Curators, on the public examina- 

tions, would be salutary, as matter of inducement to a more diligent and 
successful preparation for the occasion. 
Our courses of instruction are arranged im reference to the existing di- 
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vision of the- Collegiate year into three sessions. So long as this latter 1€ 
regarded as an open question; it is difficult to impart to our internal ar- 
fangements that character and habit and system whichis desirable. Thü. 
fact that no two institutions have ‘precisely.the same arrangement of ses- 
sions. and vacations; is sufficient evidence that noone plan 1 l 
better than all others. My desire is that the subject. may be so disposed" 
of as to harmonize views, and to place it on a permanent basis. 
6. DiscirIR.— The permanent records of the University, kept T the 
President, ‘embody the numerical value, both of the Stholarship and thé 
Deportment of each student for each session. The perfection of Scholáy- 
ship is represented by 100—a number towards which students approxi- 
mate according to their several degrees of excellence. A low standing on 
this record is followed by admonition, and, if need be, by reduction to some 
lower- class. l 2 | „„ e N 
. In making up the account for Deportment, each student is credited at the 
beginning of each session by 100, and debited for absences and other de- 
linquencies dnd misdemeanors, in case they occur. If the original eredit 
be thus réduced'to 75, 50 and 25, successfully, notices are given to the pa- 
rent or guardian; and if reduced to Q, the student is.sent home for the bal’ 
ance of thé session, or for a longer period, at the discretion of the "Faculty. 

At the close of the year, the record of standing of each student, both in 
Scholarship and Deporiment, is tratismitted ta the parent or guardian. 

By the appeals which this system is constantly making to the student's 
reason and sense of; character, he is taught self government; and by the 
notice to parents, domesiic influence, of the most salutary character are 
rendered subsidiary to the monitioris of the Instructor. : 

It is believed, therefore, that the. system of discipline. which we have 
adopted, acting kindly, but at the same time constantly and efficiently, cou-_ 
pled as it should be, with much of informal advice and " encouragement, 
will work gut all the ends of good government by processes which will 
save the feelings and the character of the student. It aims to implant in. 
the minds of young men, that ‘correctness and elevation. of sentiment, 

which will prompt toa habitual’and willing obedience to la. 
The execution of an efficient system of discipline in a literary institu- 
tion, is, under the best conditions, a charge of great delicacy and difficulty 
and. as such, demands the faithful co-operation of colleagues, the steady 
and indulgent support of the Board of Direction, and the sympathy and 
favor of the good citizen. 

In this connexion it is proper to say, that the distribution of the young 
gentlemen of the institution among the families of our citizens, where they 
are brought‘under the best social and domestic influences, is a conservate. 


arrangement of great value. The collection of students in commons or 
large boarding houses, invariably results in a debasement of manners and 
morals? and in consequent disaster to the Institution. It is to be hoped that 
the accommodation of our students may not be abandoned to the mercina- 
ry, but that the. disposition to subserve the best interests of the Institu- 
tion, in this behalf, may become and continue to be universal among our 
Citizens. i 

I deem it not improper, ir this report, to pay a passing tribute to the 
memory of one who was an early and steady friend ofthe University, and 
for several years an honored member of your body. Dr À W Rollins, died, as 
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he lived, a distinguished patron of education; and, in the charity he has 
founded, provided a living memorial to his name; in the cultivated intellect, 
of those who, from generation to generation, shall be partakers of his 
bounty. It is not for us to forget, that the testament of the founder has 
connected the University with, the execution and the advantages of the 
trust. ; -- 

In reviewing the history of the University, from the period when it be- 

n to collect the crude elements of future growth, tbe results-of the first 
five years, cannot be regarded as otherwise than auspicious. Through em. 
barrassments of no ordinary character, calling for self-denying labors, it 
has gone steadily forward, and is now accomplishing, with gratifying suc- 
‘cess the purposes for which it was founded. It is sound in scholarship and 
discipline, and the financial clodd, which has so long darkened its horizon, 
is passing away. For all this, we may thank God and take courage. 

Entering on the administration of the Institution with the full knowl. 
edge, that the pioneer, in a literary enterprise like this, lives not for himself 
‘but for posterity; that his path is one of difficulty and discouragement; I 
accept the omen of so auspicious a beginning; and, when, with the co-op- 
eration of able and faithful colleagues, I shall have accomplished my full' 
mission in this Institution, in laying broad and deep the foundation of its 
prosperity, I will hand over to my successor the more pleasing task of 
‘erecting a beautiful and durable superstructure. — i

MESSAGE `. 
FROM THE GOVERNOR OF THE STATE OF MISSOURI IN | 


RELATION TO THE PART TAKEN BY THIS STATE IN 
THE MEXICAN WAR. ` 
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Execurive DEPARTMENT, - 
City of Jefferson, January 10, 1847.5 


To the Senate and House of Representatives: 
GENTLEMEN: a 
It was stated by the Exccutive, at the opening of the present 
session of the Legislature, that the part which our State had-taken in the 
war now being waged between the government of the United States and 
that of Mexico, and the action necessary to be had by the two houses up- 
‘on matters cobnected with that subject, would form the material for a sep- 
arate message. 

About the tenth of April last, the Executive left the seat of govern- 
ment with the view of visiting some of the large cities of the Union for 
the purpose of disposing of certain State bonds authorized to be sold by an 
‘act of the Legislature, and with the proceeds to redeem others which bore 
a higher rate of interest. 

While in the city of St. Louis, on his way south and eastward, as Com- 

` mander-in-chief of the State, he reviewed the St. Louis Legion and a por- 
tion of the sixty-fourth regiment—a brave, gallant and well disciplined 
body of volunteers, capable of doing any cause good service, and an hon- 
or to any country. - s 
The review being over, the officers of the Legion and of the other 
troops reviewed, earnestly requested that, “if there was a war, and a place 
in it could be found for them, it should be procured.” Believing this to be 
no idle request, and satisfied that both officers and men were willing and 
anxious to serve their country in case of necessity, of course the promise 
of a place was made by the Executive, on the conditions that we had a war, 
and that the place could be procured. UN 

The Executive reached the city of New-Orleans about the first of May 
last, and was met by the news of tbe invasion of our territory by the 
Mexicans, and of ‘the critical and perilous condition of our *Army of Oc- 
cupation? then stationed on the Rio Grande. 

In“ his distressed condition, the General commanding our forces, had 
made a requisition upon the Governors of Texas and Louisiana for aid. 
At that time, in the city of New Orleans, but few men seemed willing to“ 
enter the service, in part, if not mainly, because the Government had ne- 
glectéd to pay for previous services; and the enrollment of volunteers was, 

| therefore, progressing but tardily. 

In the city of New Orleans it was then generally feared that our army 
would be cut off before reinforcements could be sent to their aid, and in- 

 telligénce of such a disaster was hourly anticipated; yet no one could tell, 
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‘and it wasimpossible to know how long our forces could resist the enemy : 
or what body of men sent to their relief might save them from destruction, 
jf unable to effect their own deliverance. . : r 
In this state of the case, the Executive informed the gallant old General 
Gaines, who was therin the city of New Orleans, that the State of "Mis. 
souri could furnish a hody of men in a few days if their'services could be 
accepted by the Government. The. General replied that he had no pow- 
er to make a requisition for troops. but that it would be doing the country 
a service to anticipate a requisition from the War Department, by sending 
twelve hundred men to the scene of action in the shortest time practicable; 
and that he would make a request for that number, provided the Executive 
would see the President of the United States as soon as possible, and pre- 
. vail on him to sanction the request by accepting the service of the troops. 
A4 As before observed, the officers.of the volunteer corps, in St. Louis had 
been assured that, “if there was war, and a place in it could be found for 
‘them, it should be procured.” Here was a war, and here was a place for 
‘them; and, in the judgment of the Executive, the honor and interest of : 
their country, and, perhaps, the preservation of a portion of their country- 
men —“ the Army of Occupation”—demanded that they should speedily oc- 
.cupy it. Although but one regiment, yet they might have changed the 
fate of the battle. In a close contest, it is impossible to tell which one hun- 
“dred men will decide the result. l 
To order opt so many men, under such circumstances, to be used so far 
from home, was assuming a heavy responsibility; but it was no time to 
count the cost when our fellow citizens were in danger of falling into the 
hands of a foe much superior in uumbers, and. oue in the habit of disregard- 
ing all the usages of civilized warfare. The Executive felt well assured, 
too, that the call would be cheerfully met by the Missourians—that their 
patriotism would sanction the orders, no matter what the cost-—and that 
the state of facts which prompted the requisition would induce the Presi— 
dent to accept the services of the troops. 
It is true that the bravery and gallantry of our roops and officers ena- 
bled them to escape the dangers which threatened them; yet, it becomes 
men to speak of things as they are; andit is noi yet forgotten, and, by 
many competent to judge, still firmly believed, that if the Mexican com- 
mander had best consulted bis own success, and bad attacked Point Isabel 
in its defenceless condition, with spirit and vigor, he might have carried the 
place, possessed himself of the provisions and munitions of war belonging 
to our army, already in nearly a starving condition at another point, and 
thus have defeated or starved out our whole force, unless they had been 
aided by timely reinforcements. If this state of affairs, which then seemed 
10 be the most probsble, had really oceurred, too much praise and grati- 
tude could not have been rendered by the country to the volunteers who 
generous marched at the first intimation of danger fo the aid of their 
. countrymen. That our army escaped without their aid should not lesse 
their claims to the gratitude of their country. x "m a 
The call made by General Gaines was dated the fourth day of May last, 
and immediately on the receipt of it, orders were issued from the city of 
New Orleans to raise the twelve hundred men called for, and committed 
to the care of the Honorable Bryan Mullanphy, who reached the city of 
St. Louis on the eleventh of the same month, where the news produced 
‘great excitement, and the most patriotic enthusiasm, prevailed in all clas.

ses; and the city, ina few days, forwarded to New Orleans—-thé place of 
rendezvóus-appointed—-a large and efficient force to the.support of 
our army. It is believed that Missouri had the honor of. being the 

first State north or east of Louisiana that forwarded a regiment ‘to: 
New Orleans for the Mexican war. The above troops, about seven 
hundred in number, were regularly mustered into the service of the 
United States by the officer then commanding at Jefferson Barracks, and 
were forwarded. and maintained. from that time at the expense of the 
United States Government. Before they’ were mustered into sérvice, 
they had been aided by liberal contributions from various patriotie citi- 
zens of the State; but what the amount, and whether the money. thus ad- 
vanced has been refunded to the contributors, thé Executive has not been 
informed. . i i 
Within a few days of the departure of these troops, seven other com- 
panies, from counties bordering on the Missouri river, reached the city of 
St. Louis, and asked to be mustered into the service of the United States, 
as part of the twelve hu:dred men called for by General Gaines. These 
companies consisted of brave, hardy, energetic men, who marched at the 
first intimation: of a call from their country, leaving their families, their 
farms, and other occupations, at the busiest season of the year, making no 
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enquiry as to the legality of the call or the prospect of pay. Their only - 


thought was to serve their country. E 
-On reaching St. Louis, these companies applied to the officer then com- 
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manding at Jefferson Barracks, to be mustered into the service of the. 


United States; but that officer refused to muster and forward them, for 
what reason, as they stood in the same condition with those already mus- 
tered into the service by the same officer under tbe same call, the Execu- 
tive has not been able to understand. It is stated, however, that the first 
portion of the troops raised under the call from General Gaines, was mus- 
tered into the service of the United States before the news of the safety 
of our army had reached the city of St. Louis, and that the seven compa- 
nies in question had reached St. Louis and applied to be mustered into 
the service after that news had been received. If this was so. then it may 
have been a good reason for not mustering them into the service of the 
United States, if an inferior officer has the right in any caseto question the 
order of his superior. , i 
At the time of issuing the order for the twelve hundred men, in antici- 
pation of a call for more troops for the western or Santa Fe service, the 
adjutant general was instructed, if a. requisition was made by the War 
Department for troops to- be forwarded 1n that direction, to comply with 
the order forthwith, waiting no further instructions from the Executive. 
. He was further instructed to raise forty companies for frontier defence, to 
be armed and held in readiness to march at. a moment's warning, to repel 
any attack or invasion made by Indians or others, in the absence of the 
regular troops from the. various posts along tbe western border of the 
State. The,forty companies above ordered, were promptly organized, and 
. too much credit cannot be given to that portion of our voluriteers for ihe 
„alacrity and promptness with which they prepared to-defend the State, 
‘Without pay, or any offer of pay, and in fact, under the assurance that they 
would not be paid, unless called into actual service. 
The Executive left the city-of New. Orleans about the sixth of May, and 
reached the City of Washington on the fourteenth of the same month; 
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iand, on the same evening, waited upon the President of the United States, 
‘and reported to him the request made by General Gaines for the twelve 
- ibundred men from Missouri, and the order of the Executive to have them 
iraised and forwarded to New Orleans as early as practicable; and, also, 
‘under what circumstances the request was made and the order issued, and 
‘asked that they might be received as troops of the United States. The 
President, without hesitation, accepted the services of all that portion of 
'the regiment which had left for the service before an order from the' Exe- 
,cutiv& could reach the adjutant general of the State, changing the direction 
.of that portion of the troops not gone, from Texas to Santa Fe. 

In the interview just referred to, the President iuformed the Executive 
of the passage of the act, on the evening before, the 13th of May, authoriz- 
ing him to raise 50,000 volunteers, and appropriating $10,000,000 to de- 
fray expenses of the war; and also that he had, on the day before, made a 
‘requisition on the State of Missouri for a regiment of mounted men for the 
Santa Fe service, which was then in the hands of a special messenger, and 
on the way tothe West. 

After this interview, but on the same evening, the Executive forwarded 
from the City of Washington, to the adjutant general of the State, an or- 
ider requiring him to raise the regiment called for. The requisition of the 
President, carried by a speciel messenger, reached the adjutant general on 
the evening of one day, and the order of the Executive requiring him to 
fill the requisition, forwarded by mail, reached him the next morning. 
‘The adjutant general, however, had issued the orders to raise the 
regiment under the irstructions issued from New Orleans, previously allud- 
.ed to, before the instructions from Washington Cily reached him. This 
‘regiment was promptly raised and forwarded to Fort Leavenworth—the 
place of rendezvous—and thence to Santa Fe, where they are still in service. 
_ Under advice from the War Department, that no more troops were then 
expected from Missouri, and anticipating no difficulty in the simple busi- 
ness of raising and organizing troops in Missouri, the Executive proceeded 
to the Eastern cities on the original business of his mission; but, as the war 
‘with Mexico advanced, and as the prospect of a rupture with Great Britain 
-on the Oregon question increased, the money market grew tighter, and the 
hope of selling the State bonds on any reasonable terms, if at all, seemed 
too remote to render any further effort at that time advisable. The news 
also that still another regiment of volunteers had been required from Mis- 
.souri, reached the Executive through the public press, and hastened his re- 
turn; but the business of raising that regiment, he found, on reaching home, 
entrusted to the Hon. Sterling Price, then a member of Congress. He — 
found, also, Lieut. Gov. James Young at the Seat of Government, where 
he had been for some weeks promply and efficiently discharging the duties 
‘of Governor of the State. i 

In the mean time, that portion of the troops which had been mustered 
into the service of the United States, under the call made by General 
Gaines, had been forwarded to the seat of war—a brave and gallant 
body of men— Americans, Germans, and other foreigners united. These 
troops enlisted for six months, and became well disciplined, and prom- 
‘ised to do their country good service; but at the end of three montlis, 
being unwilling to enlist for a tour of twelve months, as required by an 
‘order of the Government at that time, not having arranged their affairs 
zat home to be absent from their business and families longer than six

months, they were paid off and honorably discharged, The same course 
was pursued with troops from other States. It was said to have been. 
the intention to retain the service of the Missouii troops, so valuable was 
that service deemed to be, for the balance of their enlistment; but thro' 
some cause the order did not reach them in time; but of this the Execu- 
tive has no official information, and, therefore, does not speak of it asa 
matter of certainty. T NE . 

The first regiment of mounted volunteers had been organized and 
were on their march to Santa Fe. The second regiment of mounted 
volunteers were being raised and preparing to march. Col. Kearney, 
who was authorized by instructions from-the War Department to aug- 
ment his force, had left a requisition with one of our militia gonerals for 
five hundred footmen, which was not filled, as was supposed, in conse- 
quence of an aversion to the foot service in the Platte country, where 
the troops were ordered to be raised. About this time, a rumor reached 
us that the Mexicans were sending a large body of troops from Chihua- 
hua to Sarta Fe, under the command of General Urrea, and that a strong 
resistance would be mnde against the, approach of our forces to that place. 
This fact induced the Executive to believe that a regiment of infantry 
should be forwarded to Santa Fe, and other circumstances strengthened 
this belief. ; 

The 16th of June, Col. Kearney wrote to the Executive from Fort 
Leavenworth as follows: “Major General Ward is now endeavoring to 
raise four or five compainies of infantry. If he succeeds, I will receive 
and take them with me. I yesterday received yours of the 30th ultimo 
from New-York. We cannot depend upon raising upwards of fifty vol- 
unteers from Bent's Fort and the country around there. Gov, Armijo 
has been for months past preparing fora war with this country, and ex- 
pecting an attack upon Santa Fe from this point. From what I can learn, 
I believe that he can bring 5000 Mexicans into the field.” 

On the 2nd of July, Col. Kearney wrote irom his camp at Fish's Ferry 
on the Kansas river, as follows: “I have with me .two companies ofin- 
fantry, one from Cole, the other from Platte county. I wish I had more; 
but I cannot consent at this late date to call upon you for them. The 
good of the public service would have been very much advanced, if the 
requisition upon your Excellency, made by the Honorable the Secretary 
of War, in his letter to you of the third ultimo, had been so far modified 
as to have given me four-fifths of infantry? * * * * * «With. 
thanks for your offer to furnish more volunteers, if desired by me, I repeat, 
it is too late for me now to call for them. We will endeavor, and I trust 
successfully, to do without any more.” 

In this letter, Col. Kearney, does not speak with confidence of success 
in his expedition; but rather uses the language of a forlorn hope. He 
says “we will endeavor, and I trust successfully, to do without more” 
troops. In marching against an enemy at such a distance from home, it 
was unwise to move with a force less than one which gave him full con- 

deüce of success. He was marching with about seyenteen handred 
men, regulars and volunteers, all counted; and Col. Price's regiment was 
to raise his force to only about twenty-seven hundred. Only fifty volun- 
teers could be expected from Bent's Fort and around there, when the 
President himself had expected two or three hundred, as he informed thé 
xecutive in the interview previously alluded to. 
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On the 6th of July, under the belief that the rumor that Urrea was 
moving from Chihuahua to Santa Fe, with from 3000 to 5000 troops to’ 
aid Armijo, who was able, as Col. Kearney supposed, to raise 5000 more, 
making, say 10,000 in all, was founded in truth, the Executive wrote as 
follows to the Secretary of War: "DN = 

sWe understand that New Mexico intends to resist the forces which 
we are sending to that country. We have avery well sustained report 
also, and I am disposed to give it full credit, that General Urrea is march- 
ing from Chihuahua to Santa Fe with from 3000 to 5000 troops. Col. 
Kearney has left for that country with a little less than 1700 men. Col. 
Price is to follow with 1000 more, making in all 2700, a few more or less. 
Lam disposed-to think that this force is too small for so important a ser- 
vice, and would suggest for your consideration, the propriety of sending 
500 or 1000 moretootmen. But 128 have gone with Col. Kearney. I 
have learned verbaily from several sources, that he wanted more footmen, 
and that he was making an effort to raise some from the Mormons. He 
made a requisition on one of our militia gencrals for five hundred foot- 
‘men from the north-west corner of our State, which at the last report had 
‘not been raised, and were not likely to be raised.” * * * * * Colonel 
Kearney was anxious that Col. Price’s requisition should be made up 
mainly ot footmen, but Col. Price preferred taking horsemen; and in ad- 
dition to his preference in the matter, his instructions-required him to take 
horsemen. I think 1000 footmen ought to be forwarded. * * * I believe 
‘any dependence on the Mormons very uncertain and dangerous, especially 
when united with the Missiourians; but I submit all these matterrs for 
your better judgment.” , 

Again, on the 10th of July—four days afterwards—the Executive ad- 
dressed the Secretary of War as follows: 

+ “J wrote to you a few days since on the subject of raising more footmen 
for the Santa Fe expedition. Since then I have reflected more upon the 
subject, and have conversed with some old and experienced men, acquain- 
ted with the country and the Mexican character, and they concur with ine 
in the opinion advanced in my last letter.” = 

In suggesting the propriety of sending an additional number of foot- 
men, of course I am acting from the information in my possession, 
and without any reference to the character of the war as it is now 
presented to you. If that government has not already done so, when the 
news of the settlement of the Oregon controversy reaches Mexico, I 
'should expect her to sue for peace; in which case further troops would 
not he wanted, unless it were to sustain General Kearney until the news of 
peace could reach him.” 

But if the war is not to be brought toa speedy close, as a sort of 
.güardian of the forces from Missouri and of the service in the West, I 
should not feel that I had discharged my duty to the country, without 
urging the necessity of a superior force. To a point so remote, and 
where defeat would be attended with consequences so disastrous, it is 
wiser to send too many troops than not enough; provided, we do not send 
more than can be wellsubstituted. Itis not wise to underrate the prow- 
ess of our enemy, especially when the seat of war is so remote asto ren- 
der a defeat, in all probability, a total loss of our army.“ 

“I am constantly in the receipt of reports of new volunteer compa- 
nies, ready for any service that may be assigned them. I can pick a 
regiment of the best footmen in the west—hunters--marksmen, who 
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know how to handle and keep their guns in order—meér'inured to toil, 
fatigue, hardships, and all sorts of privations in life—men anxious to enter 
the service, and ready to march to the Pacific, or any where else they may 
be commanded to go.” 

“If you should deem me too urgent upon this’ subject, still I am sure 
you will be able to excuse me in consequence of the interest which I feel 
in the success of the expedition." : 

Again, on the 16th of July, the Executive wrote’ to the Secretary of 
War as follows: . 

«Since my last to you, written a few days back, I have received a letter 
from Col. Kearney, of which the enclosed is a copy. The Col. says he 
wishes he had more infantry, but that he will endeavor, *and'he trusts 
successfully, to do without more.” My own opinion has not changed; nor 
is it too late to send a thousand footmen yet. This is the season when 
they can be most easily raised. The mere fact that they were approach- 
ing, would have a powerſul and beneficial influence upon the Mexicans, if 
they were disposed to resist our progress. A succession of forces might 
have even a better effect, than if all our forces were forwhrded in the same 
body. The fears of the people would magnify the approaching bodies in- 
to several times their numbers, and resistance would seem to be useless 
against a constantly augmenting army. If the Indians should take a part 
they will be apt to unite with the stronger, and to operate against that 
which is apparently thé weaker party. A succession of forces might have 
even a better effect upon them than upon the-Mex'cans; and might induce 
them to co-operate with us against the Mexicans.” — 

“But I urge this matter as if the signs indicated a continuance ofthe war. 
If there is a prospect ofa speedy peace, that changes the matter, and may 
render it expedient no! to follow my suggestions. While itis right to force 
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a peace as soon as possible, it is aiso right not to incur any unnecessary ex- 


pense. But it is wrong to expose our citizens and to endanger our army in 


order to save a few dollars expense. We best consult economy in sending 
a force sufficient (o accomplish the work entiusted to them by the War 
Department.” . 

To the first of these letters—that of the 6th of July--the Secretary of 
War replied, on the 18th of July, before either of the last two letters had 
reached him. The following is the reply of the Secretary: ; l 

“Your letter of the 6th inst. has been received and laid before the Presi- 
dent, and I am instructed by him to make a requisition for one additional 
regiment of infantry; to be mustered into the service of the United States 
at Independence, and sent forward with all possible despatch to join the for- 
ces under General Kearney. Should the call mentioned in your letter, 
made by him on one of your militia generals, for five hundred footmen 
from the northwest corner of Missouri, have been responded to, then you 
will only add a sufficient number to make with them one fuil regiment of 
ten companies. agreeably to the organization heretofore furnished you.” 

This requisition was réccived on the3d of Aug:,and in about one month 
from that time, nine out of the ten companies to compose the regiment, 
were at Fort Leavenworth, and ready 10 be mastered into the service of 
the United States. In the mean time five hundred Mormon troops, foot- 
men, had been added to Col. Kearney’s command; but it was believed 
that this rather endangered than strengthened his force the hostility of the 
Mormons to the Missourians, and of the Missourians to the Mormons, be- 
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ing greater than that of either to the Mexicans. Had this not been so, 


the Executive might have assumed the responsibility of suspending the 


orders for one-half the last regiment, till further advised by the War De. 


partment. i 

On the lst of August, Gen. Kearney wrote to the War Department 
from Bent’s Fort, giving assurance that he would be in possession of San. 
ta Fe by the 20th of that month, and that the forces then with -him, con- , 


siderably less than his aggregate force, was sufficient to overcome any 


force that might oppose him. 
Having advanced so near the enemy's country, and being with inteli- 


gent men directly from Santa Fe, General Kearney had the opportunity 


then to be, and should have becn, correctly informed upon this subject; 
and the result proved that in the main point he was not mistaken, because 


on the 20th he was in possession of Santa Fe; yet, if later information be 


correct, tho New Mexicans might have opposed him successfully, but.for 


. divisions among themselves. Besides a force much superior in numbers to 


our own, the character of their country gave the New Mexicans a decided 
advantage over our forces, who were conipelled to pass through narrow 
defiles in approaching Santa Fe. 

On the information of General Kearney, however, communicated from 
Bent’s Fort, and in consequence of the supposed danger and hazard of 
sending troops across the plains at that season of the year, and the trouble 
and expense of transportng provisions, an order was issued on the IIth 
of September, to muster out of service and honorably, discharge the regi- 
ment of footmen forthe Santa Fe expedition, to the sore disappointment 
of many good and brave men and gallant officers. A belter regiment has 


not been raised during the war. These troops were all paid off in full for 


their services. l ; 
With the information before us at the time, the -Executive believes it 


was right to raise the regiment; and with the information before the War 


Department at the time, he is not prepared to say it was wrong to dis- 
charge them. The result, however, thus far, has proved the discharge of 
the regiment to have been an cxpedient measure. If it was wrong to or- 
ganize this regiment, the letters of the Executive to tbe Secretary of War 


shew that the blame is properly charged to the Executive. It was upon

his advice that the requisition was made. He gave credence to a rumor, 
and acted upon that and other information, which proved inipart to be un- 
founded. If he erred, all that he can answer, is, that the error was an 


effort to serve his country. In war, however, we are often justifiable in 


acting upon rumors, because it frequently happens that certain and positive 
information cannot be had from an enemy's country. 


Wich this regiment of infantry, the business of raising troops for the 
ps raised for 


of foot for Santa Fe about 1,000; the companies not forwarded to ‘Texas 


about 500; and the two extra battalions, one foot, the other horse, about 
500 more. Besides these troops for Texas and Santa Fe, forty companies, 


varying from sixty to ons hundred men each in number—3, 000 to 4,000 in 
all—were organized for frontier defence. And, in addition to these, it is 
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supposed, that the services of from foar to six thousand more were ten: 
dered to the Executive for the Mexican war, making the whole number 
but little short of fifteen thousand men. 

There are seme incidental expenses that attended the raising and organ- 
izing these troops, which have uot been paid; most, if not all of which, 
the United States Government v ill ultimately pay, if presented in a pro- 
per shape. A portion of the accounts for these expenses can be properly 
certified, but another portion, in consequence of the absence of the offi- 
cers who contracted the debts, cannot be properly ceriified until they re- 
turn from the Santa Fe expedition. As the whole of these claims, how- 
ever, cannot amount to very much, and as the claimants are in want of 
their money, the propriety of making an appropriation to pay them off, is 
respectfully recommended. In the settlement of these claims, a compe- 
tent agent would have the accounts and certificates so arranged as to en 
sure a speedy settlement of the accounts with the War Department, and 
the prompt return of the money advanced by the State. Provision for thé 
appointment of such an agent, is, therefore, respectfully recommended. 

The expenses unpaid consist of provision accounts, ferriages, transpor: 
tation, a few express accounts, and others for materials furnished the vol- 
unteers in fitting them out for the expedition. To these may be added, 
whatever may be allowed the seven companies forwarded to St. Louis, 
under the order from General Gaines, and which were not mustered -into 
the service of the United States, but returned home. It is believed that 
an appropriation of ten thousand dollars would cover all of these claims, 

The seven companies just alluded to, are clearly entitled to pay from 
the United States, and if it should be advanced by the State, it must ulti- 
mately be refunded by the United States. These companics were fully 
embraced in the acceptance of the President. He accep‘ed all the troops 
that had left when au order from the Executive, who W s then at Wash- 
ington City, could reach the Adjutant General of the State, requiring him 
to change the direction of those not already gone, from Texas to Santa 
Fe. ‘These seven companies had gone from 80 to 180 miles on their way 
to Texas, before it was practicable for the order from the Executive to 
reach the Adjutant ‘Seneral, which clearly places them within the accep- 
tance of the President. 

In addition to this acceptance from the President, there is an order from 
the War Department, which accepted theentire regiment called for by Gen. 
Gaines, and of course these seven companies as part of that regiment.— 
That order is dated May 22, 1846, and is from Adjutant General R. Jones, 
to Maj. Gen. E. P. Gaines, a copy of which was furnished the Executive 
in the following words: , 

“I am instructed by the Secretary of War, to say that the service of the 
volunteer regiment of foot of the State of Missouri; tendered by Governor 
Edwards, and accepted by you at New Orleans, about the 4th of May, 
have been accepted and will be-regarded as a portion of the force called 
into the serv ce of the United States, by the authority of the President.” 
This ofder is signed by Adjutant General Sones, and removes every shad- 


ow of a doubt as to the question whether the United States accepted the 


servicess of these troops or not, and as to the obligation to pay for their ser- 
vices, | 

The claims of several officers whose duties have been much increased 
by the war, are respectfully recommended to the attention of the Legisla. 
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| ture. The Adjutant General, Military Secretary, and other portions of 


the staff of the Commander-in-chief, have performed important duties for 


which they are entitled to remuneration. The case of the Adjutant Gen. 


eral and Military Secretary are particularly recommended to the attention 


of the Legislature. 


The Executive is not prepared to close this message without alluding to 
the hard fought battles of Palo Alto, Resaca de la Palma and Monterey. 
The bravery and gallantry of the troopsand officers engaged in achievin 
these important victories, entitle them to the highest praise and the lasting 
remembrance of their countrymen. Nor can the Executive pass unnotic- 


. ed, the conquest of New Mexico, bloodless, it is true, but not, therefore, 
the less honorable to those who made it. In the opinion of many, he is the 


best commander who conquers his foe at the least expense to his own forces, 
while the victory, in which the best and bravest spirits of the country are 
sacrificed, carries with it a loss which goes far to counterbalance the ad- 
vantages gained. over the adversary. ‘To tkeseachievments may be added 
the conquest of California, an event ranking in importance with the con. 
quest of New Mexico. f : 
It is gratifying to, be able to add in conclusion, that the volunteers from 
Missouri, whether sent forward to the south or the west, as far as informa: 
tion has been received from them, have acted their part in a manner cred. 
itable to themselves and highly honorable to their State.

the session is drawing to a close, it is deemed advisable no longer to with. 
hold this communication.

To the Senate and House of Representatives: — 


GENTLEMEN:—The Senate and House resolutions, calling for the details 
-of the plan of a school for the preparation of teachers, and also of a plan 
of commun school education for the State, as early as they could be con- 
veniently prepared, were received in the begining of the session; but other 
imperative duties, and the great difficulty of compressing the details into 
a communication of reasonable length, have prevented me from giving the 
answers in time to be acted on at the present session. 

Another serious difficulty presented itself. Any plan which can be pre- 
pared, will require some funds to put it in operation. The State has an 
ample supply of these, but none of them are in a condition to be easily ^ 
commanded, having been placed where the Legislature wouid refuse to 
control them, or where, if the Legislature was disposed to take the manage- 
ment of them, another department of the government might interpose to 
prevent them from exercising that power. Under these circumstances, 
with the debts already hanging over the State, it has seemed diflicult to 
move in the matter with much prospect of success. 

It is evident, since the rejectic n of the new constitution, which contained 
some of the most favorable íeatures on the subject óf common schools, 
and which features contributed so largely to the defeat of that instrument, 
that if we intend to encourage the cause of education for the future, we must 
do it on some plan which will costs but little money; and the only plau of 
this character, presenting itself, is the school for the preparation of teachers, 
and even this wil! require funds to put it in operation. 

In the plan of this school, it is proposed to combine several important 
principles, which, if they can be carried out successfully, must make the 
schóo] itself successful; aud, with the success of this school, all the common 
schools connected with it must succeed also, and that too, at nearly no ex- 
pense to the public, or to individuals, or to any other body, except to the 
school for the preparation of teachers.— The only aid required will be the 
fund to put the school for teachers in operation, the prominent feature of 
the plan being to make the students in this school work or pay for their 
education as they are getting it, and then to make them pay for it again, 
by teaching the cominon schools, which send them to the school for teach- 
ers. "This seems to be placing the whole burthen upon the students to be 
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prepared for teachers, and this is nearly true; but they will, notwithstand- _ 
ing this, be the greatest gainers by the plan, and will, therefore, not com- 
plain but seek the situation. 

The principles proposed to be combined in the plan of the school for 
teachers, are these: Ist. Only such students as are somewhat advanced, 
and such as can be selected for their morals, capacity, and industrious ha- 
bits—such as will make their own expenses—should be received; And, The 
students should be required to work a given portion of their time, say one 
half, so as to make their expenses, and more if practicable, and to devote 
the other half-to their studies; 3d, The best implements and the most im- 

roved machinery, should be placed in the hands of the students, so as to 
enable them in that half of their time devoted to labor, to make atleast as 
much as by common labor, ordinary hands could make in the whole of their 
time; 4th, Every student, officer, texcher, and manager connected with the 
institution, should be interested in the profits of the labor; 5th, The ex- 
penses of teaching should be diminished, by placing a large number of 
Students under the same teacher, and by making the more advanced students: 
teach the younger classes; 6th, Each student should be required to teach 
the common school of his own neighborhood a given length of time, in 
eonsideration of his being permitted to enter the school for teachers. 


As observed before, if these principles can be carried out successfully, 
then it follows that the school for the preparation of teachers must be suc- 
cessful, and that, too, measurably, without money— without charge upon 
any fund except that created by the institution itself, and the fund neces- 
sary to put it in operation. The power to carry out these principles suc- 
cessfully, may be best determined by examining each one separately. This 
will now be done. f 


lst. Only such students as are somewhat advanced, and as can be selected 
for their morals, capacity, studious and industrious habits—such as would 
make their own expenses—should be received in this school. Each town- 
ship wishing to do so, should be allowed to send a student to this school 
annually; but none should be compelled to do so til! the experiment is 
fairly tested, if then. The students should be selected by the votes of a 
majority. of those having children in the district or township to educate. 

Of course, the natural disposition in most cases would be, to select the 
` young man who was superior in capacity, good morals, studious habits, 
and willingness and ability to work. There would, at least be no 
‘difficulty in doing so; and if, in any case, a district or township should fail 
to do so, and should send a student of a wrong character, the power should 
exist to dismiss him promptly and to send him home. 


2nd. The students should be required to work. The first principle re- 
quires the proper meterial to make tcachers, and this requires the proper 
use of that material. No student should be permitted to enter this school 
who has not been raised to work. The school is not intended to give to 
young men industrious habits. Its main object is to prepare hard working, 
industrious, and meritorious young men to teach the eommon schools of 
the country, and to fit them for the various other duties of. life. Manual 
Jabor schools can be sustained only by industrious, hardworking, and moral 
men. They must always fail where other classes are permitted to enter them. 
Labor is really painful to the effeminate, and such as have been raised in 
case and idleness, while those who have been raised to work are benenfit- 
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| 
| — ted by being kept at it a portion of every day. It promotes their health and 
| strength and vigor of intellect, and preserves and strengthens their con- 
| stitutions, and prolongs life. To confine boys accustomed to labor, even 
ſor a few years, in close rooms, without exercise, is to killthem off. A. 
| proper amount of labor is as necessary to them as wholesome food. All 
| this being so, our second principle can be carried out in practice. The 
| time allowed for study is ample. Half the time devoted to close and hard 
| mental exercise is sufficient lor men of the most vigorous constitutions. 
3rd. The best implements, and the most improved machinery, should be 
| placed in the hands of the students. This should be done to enable them 
to apply their labor to the best advantage. Almost every man is now 
f aware of the great improvements in machinery, and the vast amount of 
| labor which a single hand can perform, with the aid of a few hundred dol- 
lars properly invested in the improved machinery of the age. Thus aided, 
one man will do, not only double the amount of common labor, but the 
work of twenty, perhaps of forty hands. None are better qualified to 
| manage machinery, or to manufacture successfully, than the young men 
| — selected from the different parts of the State, for their good morals, indus- 
trious habits, and superior capacity. Labor of this kind will be infinitely 
more profitable in such a school, than ordinary farming operations, which 
2 are now unprofitable under the most industrious and skillful managers. 
l But more is said here than was required. "The principle is, that we must 
i place the best implements and machinery in the hands of the students. Of. 
course there can be no cilliculty in this. 
i 4th. Every student, officer, teacher and manager, should be interested 
| in the profits of the institution, and should be somewhat dépendent on 
them. A certain amount-of them should be set apart to censtitute a fund 
| to meet the expenses of the institution. The overplus should be divided, 
| according to some given rule, among the students, officers, teachers and 
t others. II the institution is properly managed, there must be a surplus 
| after paying all reasonable expenses. The division of this surplus, as 
above stated, would interest every person connected with the institution in 
| having it properly managed. The profits of manufacturing various articles 
| in this country, ought to be immense, and would be in every case where 
| the business was properly and skillfully managed. In each department of 
labor, of course, a skillful instructor and mechanic would be required. 
| 9th. A large numberof studen:s should be placed under the same teach- 
erz; and the more advanced students should teach the younger classes. The 
| best mode of imparting knowledge to young men, is by lecturing. By 
| this mode, a man can teach as many as can come within the sound of his 
voice, about as easily as he can teach a common class. The best learned, 
and most interesting and eloquent men in the country, should be employed 
for this purpose. A few such men could instruct hundreds of students— 
ze plan of making the better advanced students instruct the younger 
classes, might be successfuily adopted. An older and an advanced student 
cannot be better employed than in instructing the younger classes. As 
the object of this school is to make teachers, this part of the plan would 
e important, in fact, essential in preparing them. By this part of the 
plan, instead of a professor, with a large salary, for every class ef fifteen 
or twenty students, on for every two or three hundred, might be made to 
answer the purposes well. These siudents, as far as they were prepared 
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to instruct correctly, could impart their knowledge as accurately as the 
most learned man. This part of the plan would produce an immense sav- 
ing. Of the success of this principle there can be no doubt. 
. 6th. This principle requires the student to teach the common school 
which sends him to the school for teachers, a given length of time: It 
may be doubted whether a student, after working and paying for his educa- 
tion as headvanced, woul! like afterwards to pay for it a second time, by 
teaching his own township school without pay, for any given period; but 
this would be a matter to be settled before'the student entered the school 
for the preparation of teachers. If necessary, bond and security might be 
required of him, or of some of his friends, that he would teach the town- 
ship school the stipulated time. The term of the school for teachers should 
be two or three years. Three years would be better forall the parties; 
better for the student, because he would be educated a year longer; better 
for ihe school for teachers, because that would have his services a year 
longer; and because h's labor would be worth more in the third year than 
in either the first or the second; better for the township, because he would 
be better qualified to teach the township school, and bezause that could 
send one more student fora term of three years, than it would be proper 
to send for a term of two, in carrying eut the plan of the school. SIX 
months would be about the proper time to require the prepared tcachers 
to superintend the township schools; and this ought to be during the fail, — 
winter and spring months. The latter part of the spring, the summer and 
the beginning of fall, should be employed in labor by the larger, among 
the male students of the common schools. The time spent in teaching 
would be no,loss to the teacher. No young man engaged in acquiring an 
education, can be better employed than in teaching a common school, even 
without pay. While thus engaged, he reviews Lis own studies, acquires 
additional knowledge, and learns to make a proper use and application of 
what he has acquircd. Much of all this is known from experience and 
practical observation 1o be true. There would be no difficulty in procur- 
ing a sufficiency of young men at all times to keep the school full. The 
inducements io enter it, would be sufficientiy strong to prevent any want 
of candidates for admission. The proper books and maps, suitable appar- 
alus, competent teachers, learned and eloquent lecturers, a matured and 
well digested system of instruction, comfortable grounds and buildings, the 
necessary preparations for applying labor in the most profitable manner, 
ihe prospect of acquiring a useful trade, or of becoming skilled in the use 
and management of machinery, steam power, and the steam engine, or of 
acquiring mare information in regard to agricultural pursuits, would be 
strong attractions for the class of young men wanted, however repugnant 
seme of these things might be to a different class of students. But these 
are only a small portion of theinducements which might be offered. The 
young men would be prepared for any of the duties of life—they would 
be prepared io become justices of the peace, justices of the county courts, 
sheriffs, clerks of tbe circuit and county courts, ministers of the gospel; 
members of the legislature, licutenant governors, or governors, members 
of congress, or officers of any other character, as well as mechanics and 
farmers, or teachers of the common schools. And there are many other 
inducements; but it is found necessary to omit many important details, in 
order to keep this communication within reasonable limits. 

It is by no means the intention to propose, at this time, that a sufficient 
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number of teachers should be prepared in this, school to supply each dis- 
trict school in the State. No doubt there are many wealthy neighborhoods -; 
where they would prefer selecting a class of teachers different from those , 
educated in the school for teachers, and‘ it should be left optionary with : 
those having children to educate to select such teachers as they preferred. . 
But such districts or townships as preferred having their schools taught by . 
the character of men prepared at t:isschoocl, should be permitted to do so. 
Each district or township school wishing to do so, should send one student 
annually. Eich student should remain three years. We have now about 
seven hundred schools, Three students from each of these would make 
twenty-one hundred to be taught at the same:time. The school, at this 
rate, would receive seven hundred students annually, and discharge seven 
hundred teachers. The number might be increased to any extent; and if 
the school was properly managed, the increase of numbers would dimiuish 
proportionally the expense, and enkirge the profits of theinstitution. . 

A brief notice of the expenses and the mode of meeting them in part, 
may be given. Ist. The grounds on which to erect the buildings. These 
must be purchased with some public fund. But few would be needed. 
Farming would be too unprofitable to be followed: by such a school, ex- 
cept as an experiment. The grounds could be improved and: ornamented - 
by the students, 

2nd. The buildings. In the beginning, a few of these weuld have to be 
erected at public expense. The balance could be erected: by the students, 
to suit the increase of their operations and the encouragement of the 
schoc]. 

3rd. Books, maps and apparatus. The first supply of these would have 

to be purchased at public expense; but books could be printed, not only 
for this school, but for aH the common schools of the country, by the students, 
. and ^t cheap rates, and yet for handsome profits. In a short tiu.e, much 
of the apparatus needed might be made by the students themselves. The. 
Dope aud th» balance of the apparatus, would be a charge upon some 
und. 

4th. The implements and machinery. "This wonld be a heavy cost, and 
in the outset would have to be met by some public fund. This cost might 
be met by the school after the first supply. A machine shop should be ad- 
ded to the institut ion. Tools. of various kinds might be made by the students. 

At this time, we import almost every thing of the kind. Our scythes, 
reap-hoods, axbs, hoes, shovels. spades. haines, scythe handles, pitch forks, 
plows, trace chains, and many other things, are imported and used in- 
large amounts. Alt of these things, and many more, might be manufac- 
tured with prot, if the mechanical ingenuiry in the country was properly 
developed. ; : d 
5th.. The loss of labor to the parents. This would have to be a sacti- 
fice ‘on their part, for the advancement of their sons. Most parents would 
cheérfully pay for the education of their sons, and make a sacrifice of their 
time in addition, if they had the means and could spare them to pay for 
that education. If: ny should be unwilling to sacrifi.e the labor of their 
‘children, under such circumstances, they would of course refuse to let them 
be sclecte d by their townships to be sent to the school for teachers. This 
loss of time, then, would be no expense to the institution, but a sacrifice 
on the part of parents for the benefit of their sons, made in order to placé 
A : 
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them in one of-the best institutions of the country. It should be one of th 
very best in ail its departments. ! - 
6th. The pay of teachers would bea heavy item of expense. The best 
men and the best teachers should be procured. No expense should be 
spared in procuring them. Whatever was taught should be correctly taught 
and well taught. The young men sent to each the district or township 
schools, should impart nothing but true knowledge. The farmer or the 
mechanic —the shoemaker or the miller—the blacksmith or the carpenter — 
the spinner or the weaver—tne engineer or the machine maker, if properly 
jnstructed himself, can impart knowledge as correctly as the lawyer or phy- 
sician, the merchant or divine. There is now, and always will bo good sense 
enough, in most of our townships, to make them properly appreciate such 
men as teachers. In the nature of things, this must always Le so in perhaps 
nineteen out of twenty of all our townships. ‘The mass of us mu-t always 
work for our bread; and this being so, it cannot be disreputable to work. 
But the pay of the teachers must be an expense upon some fund. 
7th. The lodging of the studenis: This should be at the institution, and 
contiguous to their studies and labors. ‘The ordinary evils of lodging stu- 
dents together would not exist in this institution. In the first place. they 
would be men selected for good morals and good habits; and, in and the 
second place, after spending one half the day in hard study and the other 
half in hard labor, they would not find it difficult to sleep during the night. 
But as this is not intended as a.schoo] to correct the morals, manner or 
habits of young men, if any man, found deficient in either, he should be 
promptly dismissed, and be ore he had contaminated others. 
| 8th. The boarding. In so large a school the fare might be tolerably 
good, and yet the boarding made cheap. A portion of the food, perhaps a 
Jarge part of it, might he raised bv the students. It might create a smile 
to say that a mill should be attached to such a school, and that that mill 
should be driven bs steam power, and that power of steam, and the char- 
acter of the engine, and its use and management should be made one of 
the studies of the pupils, so that while they werce-making their bread they - 
might be acquiring the most useful knowledge that can now be imparted 
to men for the ordinary purposes of life; and yet the design is to say this 
very thing, because the nse of steam power and of the steam engine is now 
becoming so common and so well understood, and is found to be so valua-- 
ble, that almost every min who is a mechanic or cultivates a large farm, 
should be as familiar with the use and management of an .engine as with, 
that of his own horse. The washing and cooking for one or two thousand? 
students could be done mainly by steam and almost as cheap as;for one or 
two hundred. Being plain boys, unaccustomed to the delicacies and luxu- 
ries of live, they would be well content with a sufficiency of plain and 
, wholcso e food. E . 
9th. The clothing. This would be a large item in the expense. A 
portion of it would be brought with the student; but this would nat half 
equal the amount which should be furnished by the school and carried 
away with them at the end of their term; and, therefore, would 
not lessen the expense. A manufactory of both cotton and woolen cloth 
and of hemp should be connected with this institution forseveral purposes: 
. first, to make the material lor clothing; second, to instruct the students in 
the business of manufacturing; third, as a means of introducing that bust: 
ness into the country; fourth, to instruct the students in the use of machinery: 
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- fifth, to give them a wider field for studying the power of steam and the 
use and management of the steam engine; sixth, to enable them to make 
the means of sustaining the institution; and seventh, to enable them to 
make a profit for themselves, the officers, teachers and others of the insti- 
tution. But this is deviating from or going heyond the effort to meet 
the expense for clothing. In making the material into clothing, a further 
expense would be incurred under this head which would have iv be met, 

It might seem to be extending this plan too far, to say that a female ine 
stitution, upon the same principles, for the education of female teachers for 
the common schools, might be very well connected with the male school, 
and situated but a tew miles distant (rom it. This could be made even 
more profitable than the m :le schoo'; and each could be made to contri; 
5ute to the success of the other. The idea might prevail with some, that 
it would not be reputable in our females to work, and especially in a manu- 
factory, for an educatio, ; but all foliv of this character would soon be cu. ed. 
A residence of two or three years, in a well conducted manulactory, with 

proper boobs and studies and suitable instructors, would place the young la- 
dies thus employed, so far in advance of their former associates, in taste, 
intellect, manners, beauty and business habits, that the situation would 
afterwards be eagerly sought, instca-1 of being shunned. 1t is not uncom- 
mon for very well educated young ladies, in some of the eastern States, to 
spend the summer in teaching female schools, and the winter in spinning 
or weaving in one of the large manufacturing establishments. The com- 
mon school for males should be taught in the, winter, when the labor of 
males is less in demand and less valuable; and that for females and small 
boys, in the summer, when they are subject to little exposure. Besides the 
business of manufacturing. the female school could be well employed in 
making clothing for themselves, for the male school, and for sale 
generally. By this part ol the plan, they would be taught one of the most 
essential duties which our female population has to perform; and almost 
every ueighborhoo. in the State would in a few years have not only plenty 
of female teachers, but plenty of female tailoresses, a character hardly less- 
useful in many paris uf the country than the temale teachers. In this way 
the expense of working the material iuto clothing for the male school could 
be met and made a means of instruction. 

It will be observed, that there is nothing compulsory in this plan till the 
student enters the school, when a strict aud. rigid discipline must be kept 
up; but even this will bear light upon that character of men disposed to 
discharge their duties properly; and all others should be promptly dismissed. 
No township is required to send a student unless it chooses, and no student 
is required to enter the school unless he seeks the situation, end no parent 
is required to dispense with the services of bis son uuless he makes a vol- 
untary sacrilice of them to advance the interest of Lis son by having him 
‘edueidted. No doubt these situations would be sought by students mainly 
from the poorer families; but this wou'd be an advantage both to the coun- 

‘try and to the school; to the country because it would improve the condi- 
‘tion of the poor, and to the school because the poor boy. accustomed to 
labor at home, would work more cheerfully at school; aud unaccustomed 
to ease, idleness or any of the luxuries of life, he would be better content 
with.the severities, the hard labor and rigid discipline of the school for 
teachers. And no matter how poor, if correctly educated himself, he

could educate others. correctly. His learning would not be soiled by mix-— 
ing it with his labor or bringing it in contact with his poverty. 

This would be a proper school at which to give the student some mili- 
‘tary knowledge. ‘This would cause no lors of lime studies of this. char. 

acter would aid them in other branches. A parade of an hour or two 

once in each week, and on public occasions, would be a recreation and a 

| matter of amusement and pleasure rather tham a labor and a loss of time, 

In his term of three years, each student might be rendered competent to 
command a company, without missing the time spent in studying the dis. 
cipline of the soldier. The same course might be pursued 1n the common 

schools. "lherecouid be no better exercise for the boys; and no amuse- 
ment equal toit, or preferable to them could be invented. = 

The’ proñts and beneficial results from this institution to the country 
would be immense. About seven hundred common schools are reported 

as being in operation. ‘These require seven hundred teachers, who are 
picked up as they.can be found, many of them men of bad characters and 
worse qualifications; teaching errors which require double time and ex. 
pense to unteach them. These schools report, say fifty thousand students, 
less than half of whom, however, may never enter the scliools. To edu: 
cate this number half a year, at the rate say of 810 00 per year, would 
cost $290,000. Say filty cents is paid on each student out of the proceeds 
of the common school tunds, and this cxperse would be reduced-to 5225, 

000. Now, with this sum, which is expended annually, and no doubt 
much more in the education of children in' this State, the grounds, build. 

ings, hooks, maps and apparatus, implements and machinery—for st ch an 

institution as has been described, to turn out seven hundred teachers annu- 
ally, can be purchased and the institution pat in operation, and carried on 
alterwards, successfully, by its own labor. This would bea saving of 
$225,000 aunualiy to the people. Sueh a school, under proper managers 
could begin on a smaller scale, ard work its way upwards, with but little 
aid. But neither the full details of the plan. nor ot the advantages of it to 
the country can be given in this communication. 

The details of the plin for common scaoois asked for would be very 
much simpl.fied by adopting the plan of establishing a school for teachers. 
All the machinery for tue management of the school funds would become 
useless in tlie townships cunuec ing themselves with the school for the pre- 

| paration of teachers. The duties of the townships or school districts 
would be to prepare school houses, to select students to be sent to the 
school fur teachers, and to send their children to the common schools when 
tl.ey were taught. Most of theintricacy and complicated machinery of 
the common school system might be transterred to the school for the pre. 

| parátion of teachers, in regard to all the district and township schools 
which might choose to connect themselves with that institution. 

If the plan here proposed, should seem to meet with any favor, the de- 
‘tails in full can be given to the next Legislature, and with then the details 
‘of a plan for the common schools connected with the school for teachers. 
By that time, too, some means may be devised of putting the school in op- 

eration. It is time something effective was done. ‘The subject ot educi- 
uon is of higher importance than any other. The few cents distributed 
from the school funds accomplish but litle. We want a system that will 
give a permanent school to each township at least one-half the year.—

JOINT COMMITTEE ON THE PENITENTIARY. 


— — 


To the General Assembly of the State of Missouri: 


The joint committee on the Penitentiary respectfully report, that they 
have examined the documents referred to them, and^have investigated the 
manner in which the Penitentiary is conducted. The institution has here- 
tofore bcen less useful than was desirable, from the want of sufficient room 
and an adequate number of cells for separate confinement of convicts, and 
other suitable buildings for carrying on the operations of the Penitentiary. 
The new range of cells now in progress, appears to be well planned aud 
arranged, aud, so far as the work has been done, it appears to have been 
executed in a substantia! manner. When completed, it will enable the 
lessees to keep the convicts in separate cells, and will contribute much to 
the preservation of order and di-cipline in the Penitentiary. The habit of 
crowding several convicts into the same ceil at night, and at other time, 
wheu they are nut engaged at labor, has a corrupiing and demoralizing 
influence on them; enables them to form associations and conspiracies to 
escape, and plot mischief, and to concert plans for future depredations, 
after their release. By the completion of tuese cells, more room will be 
afforded in the other buiidings for various necessary purposes. The area 
included within the outer wails of the Penitentiary, is too small, and 
ought to be enlarged, At present, a large number of the convicts are en- 
gaged in the manufacture of hemp; bat none of them arc engaged in the 
‘manufacture of tobacco, as was coutemplated by the act providing for 
leasing the Penitentiary. The reason given by the less es for their failure 
to engage in the manufacture of tobacco, is, that they have not room 
within the walls to erect a factory for that purpose. To aflurd a remedy 
for this evil, and to furnish sufficient room for other purposes, the commit 
tee recominend that an extension of the walls may be made on the western 
side, so as to include. the warden’s house. Between the present western 
wall ard Lafayette street, is a space of one hundred and sixteen -feet 
which, if-inclosed with a wall similar to the other outer walls of the Peni- 
tentiary, would afford ample room for a tobacco factory aud for many oth- 
-er useful purposes, and would greatly facilitate the work and business car- 


^ 
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ried on by the convicts. The present western wall should be retained, and - 
the convicts should never be kept in the outer -inclosure, except when en- 
gaged at work under the actual supervision.of the guarcs. It is very de- 
sirable that a considerable number of convicts should be kept at the man- 
ufacture of tobacco, in order that the number engaged in the ordinary me- 
chanic trades may be diminished. To keep a large number of convicts 
engaged in the mechanic trades, brings them into direct competition with 

the ordinary useful mechanics of the country, and tends to degrade and 

injure those necessary branches of business, by introducing into the same 
a large number of degraded and dishonest persons. This should be avoid- 
cd as far as possible, and the extension of the outer wells will tend to di- 
minish this great evil. It is probable that the wall to enclose the entire 
space between — street and the present western wall, could be con- 
structed for about three thousand dollars, and it would be good policy tc 
make au appropriation for that purpose. The extension of the walls anc 
the completion of the new range of cclls, will enable the lessees to con- 
duct the institution with more order, method, system and regularity; the 
promiscuous and demoralizing intercouise of the convicts may then be pre- 
vented, and there will be more encouragement to attend to their moral im- 
provement and reformation. The committee believe that in these particu- 
lars there is much necessity for improvement in the management of the 
institution, and that the attention of the inspectors, lessees und officers of 
the Penitentiary should be constantly dirccted to the reformation of the 


"prisoners, and that that description of intercourse which tends to conver: 


the institution into a school of vice and crime should be prohibited. A 
ichaplain has been employed, who regalaily preaclies to the convicts, ane 
who has discharged his duties with pro] er fidelity but the committee be-, 
lieve that still further efforts should be made to improve the moral coadi- 
lion of the prisoners, in order that, when released trom confinement, they 
may be prepared and disposed to act as honest men, and riot again engage 
in the perpetration of crime. f ; l ES 
The conduct of the lessees has been a subject of complaint, and has not 
been altogether Irce from cause of censure; but they have generally man- 
Vested a disposition to manage the institution in a proper manner - — 
Most of the cells appear to have been generally kept in a dry, healthful 
condition, but the commiitee have learned that fur sc me dime six or eight 
cells were in a wet, dump and unhealthy condition, in conscquence of the 
wiudows being in bad repair. The officers state that orders were given to 
the convict: to repair the windows of their respective cells, and that time, 
materials and opportunity, were afforded to them to do so, and most of 
them complied with the order, and kept their cells in proper repair and con- 
dition; but that in about ha, f a dozen instances the convicts failed to repair 
windows, and consequently the rain blew in, and-the cells became damp 
and wet. It is highly probable that among such a collection of convicts 
there will be some who will be so perverse and improvident, as to fail to 
make such repairs, even when the same are necessary for their own health 
and comlort, but it is the duty of the Je-secs at all times to keep the cells 
in a dry, healthful condition, aud to enforce their orders to that cffect.— 
The yards, cells, and all the buildings, should be kept clean and dry, and 
proper attention to cleanliness should be uniformly-observed in relation. to 
the persons, clothing and lodging of the convicts, and orders. to effect 
rhese objects should be made, and prompt and strict obedience thereto én- 
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forced. On one occasion, a sick convict was exposed to rain, and bis cell 
rendered damp in consequence of the condition of the window, which. he 
had failed.to repair; but such occurrences should not be tolerated by the 
cfficers, : 1 

The amount :of sickness among the convicts daring the past year 
does not appear to have been greaier than among a similar number of. 
citizens in the adjacent country; and the number of severe attacks of 
disease has not been great. The hospiti]. prepared at the expense of the 
State, has been converted by the lessees into workshops, and the sick 
haze been kept in cells that are not weil calculated to render the condition 
of sick mcn comfortable. The reason for this is, that the hospital is not 
strong enough to keep prisoners safe. This objection might be obviated, 
by providing the doors and windows of the hospital with strong iron bars 
and grating, and this should be done unless ‘some apartments suitable for 
a.hospital be prepared for the sick. Probably three of the larger cells. 
could be connecte 1 by doors, and provided with proper mans of ventila- 
tion, so as to-answer.he purposes of a temporary hospital; but by the 
terms of the lose, the State is not bound to build any additional work- 
shops; and if the extension of the walls above recommended. should be : 
made, it would be just and proper that the lessees should erect therein a 
suitable hospital in licu of the building erected for that purpose by the 
State, and by them converted into workshops for their own ase. The 
Penitentiary should be provided with a hospital that could at all times be 
properly warmed and ventilated, and so constructed as to be safe a 
easily guarded. and proper nurses and attendance for the sick should fal- 
ways be furnished by the lessees. Ii the cuter wall be extended west- 
wardly to Laf:yette street, a hospital may be so located and constructed, 
‘as to be convenient and comfortable, and in which the sick convicts can 
be easily guarded -and attended. It is the true interest of th lessees to 
pursue that course that will contribute to the health of the convicts; and gen- 
erally,such seems to have been their aim and purpose; but in a few instances: 
there has been a failure ta adopt the course best calculated to effect that. 
object. The common, rouga, strong fare of the Penitentiary is not suita- 
ble ſor a sick man; and in all.cases of sickness, a lighter diet should be 
furnished under the direction of the physician. 

Complaiats have been made in relation to the ordinary food furnished. 
to the convicts. From the inquiries made, by the committce, they have 
been. induced to believe that the food of the convicts is usually plain, 
rough, coarse and wholesome, and generally furnished in sufficient quau-: 
tities; but there is reason to believe that sometimes there has been:a want 
of sufficient care in preparing and cooking it. During last spring and 
summer, the convicts were fed principally on bicon, many pieces of which, / 
were: partially spoiled and unfit ſor use. It appears that orders were giv. 
en tb those engaged in-issuing and preparing the food, that no unsound: 
meat should be conked or given to the convicts, but that oceasionally bad 
meat was furnished to them; but the officers testify that at all times there 

was a. sufficient amount of sound, who esome meat prepared and ready, 
- and that they were always.at liberty to make complaint to an officer in at- 
tendance for that purpose, and to be furnished with wholesome food. The 
committee belicve that there.was no intentional design to furnish unsound: 
food-to the: convicts, but that thróugh inadvertence and negligence,:such- 
has-been sometimes the case; and they, express the opinion that the.atmoat 
vigilanec and care should Fe exereiged, to avoid such grounds or complaint. 
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The committee believe that in the spring and summer the health of the 
convicts, and the interest of the lessees, would be promoted, by furnish- . 
ing the convicts with a greater proportion of fresh meat, and vegetable 
diet; and that al‘hough it is easiera! that szason to procure salted provis. 
ions, yet the exclusive use of such food is apt to generate certain diseases 
that would not exist, if the convicts were furnished a more varied dict. 

The committee have mide careful inquiry into. the nature and extent 
of the punishments inflicted on the prisoners, and find that corporeal pun- 
ishments have been frequently infl cted during the last two years; but that 
such punishments have not ben unneces-arily cruel or excessive. The 
punishment has usually been inflicted with a leather strap; and for aggra- 
vated offences, with a rawhide. These punishments have been inflicted at 
the discretion of the chief manager of the Penitentiary, withort first ob- 
taining a specific order to that effect from the Inspectors. The commit- 
tee have been informed th it more thun two years ago, the lessees applied 
to the inspectors to prescribe some specific rule in relation to the infliction 
of corporeal ‘punishment, and that they were informed by two of the In- 
Spectors, that they cou'd not prescribe any general rule which would: suit 
all cases, but that the lessees would have to exercise a sound discretion in 
that particular, and inflict corporeu! punishments in cases where such 
punishment might be deemed’ necessary to the maintenance of proper or- 
der and discipline. aud be responsible for any excessive or improper exer- 
cisc of that power. g : 

The committee are free to express the opinion that proper erder and 
discipline cannot be maintained and enforced among the convicts, with- 
out the inflietion of corporeal punishment, and that it is essential to the 
proper government of the Peniientiary, that the convicts should know 
that they are liable to be thus pun'shed, in case of disobedience or mis- 
conduct. Still this mode of punishment should not be use l indiscrimin- 
ately or excessively, and the oflicers should be hcld to a proper responsi- 
bility for its exercise. The committee believe, that the olliceis of the 
Penitentiary, should be required to keep a. record of all corporeal puhish- 
ments, showing the name of a convict, the name of the officer ordering 
and inflicting the punishment, the nature and aggravation of the offence, 
and the nature and cxtent of the punishmen'; which record shall be ex- 
amined by the Inspectors every week and oftener if necessary. The 
present law requires the consent of the Inspectors te be obtained before 
any corporea} punishment can be inflict^dg but it 13 frequently difficult or- 
inconvenient to obtain a meeting of the Inspactors to give such consent 
at ihe time needed; and it would probably be expedient to repeal this pro- 
vision or to provide that it shall be suflicient to obtain the consent of one 

-of the Inspectors before corporeal punishment can be inflicted. _ 

The committee deem it desirable thit the Penitentiary should be more 
frequently visited by the Inspectors, and that there ought to be harment-. 
ous action and co-operation between all the Inspectors and the lessees and 
officers of the Penitentiary, in order to carry it on successfully, and to 
cause it to accomplish the objects of ita creation, the punishment of crime 
and the reformation of the criminal without excessive expense to the 
Siate. If any abuse of power, neglect of duty or improper conduct in 
the management-of the Penitentiary is at any time discovered by the.In- 

. spectors or any one of them, they should make it known promptly, boldly 
and firmly, but in a proper manner and spirit, to the lessees, and to require 
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the evil complained of to bé corrected? and it is probable “that such con- 
duct on the pa-t of the Inspectors would always result ina proper remedy 
for the evil complained of. | 

Tt is the duty of the lessees and officers, to comply with such rules, reg- 
ulations ana mode of discipline as shall be prescribed by the inspectors or 
by law, and also to adopt such mode of rorrection as shall he prescribed 
by the In-pectors; ant if any specific rules be thus prescribed, the lessees 
are bound t» obey. or subject themselves to a forfeiture of their lease. 
It is the interestof both tke lessees and the State, tnat there should be no 
collision between them and the officers of the’State, and the committee « 
are disposed to believe, that if rules adapted to the condition of the insti- 
tution be plainly prescribed, and firmly maintained iu proper spirit, they 
will generally be obeyed.. The Inspectors should have authority to en- 
force the rules prescribed, for which purpose certain penaltics are imposed 
in the accompanying bill | : 

The committee herewith submit for the action of the General Assembly, 
a joint resolution and a bill relating to the officers of tho Penitentiary.

JOINT COMMITTEE APPOINTED TO VISIT THE UNIVERSITY T 
AT COLUMBIA.

Tun lomvr commrrrer appointed by the Senate and the House of Repre- 
sentalives, to visit the S'ate University, and to examine into its condi- 
tion and prospects, respectfully submit the following. 


REPORT: 


In the discharge of the duty imposed upon them, they proceeded to Co- 
lumbia, and arrived in time to witness a part of the College exercise at the 
close of the fall session, which was just about to terminate;—and the com- 
mittee feel much pleasure, in expressing the gratifieation which they en- 
joyed, during their attendance upon those exercises,-and in bearing their 
testimony to the evident advancement made by the young men of the . 
University, in scholarship, as well as in moral and intellectual culture. t 
They realized the just expectations with which they had been impressed 
previous to visiting the institution, that it was fully meeting the great ob- 
ject of its creation, and furnishing ample means for the acquisition of a 
thorough and liberal education. They feelit due to say, that the Board of 
Instruction filing the various prefessoiships, is composed of gentlemen 
well adapted to the stations which they hold; and that in the discharge of 
their laborious and important duties, in thc government aud management 
of the institution, they maniſes much zeal and eflicieney. The committee 
believe that, under the liberal patronage and fostering care of the State, 
the influence of the University upon the great cause of popular education, 
will be gradually extended, until its usefulness will be felt and acknowledged 
26 A* i : ' : 
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throughout the entire State. Every inducement is held out to the citizens 
of Missouri, who desire and intend to educate their sons, to patronize the 


institut: n which they themselves hive founded. In addition to the 


guarantee which able instructors, and a full course of study present, the 
committee would also state, that the location of the University is central, 


in an old dud populous county, bordering on the Missouri river, accessible 


= 


at-almost every season of the year, in the healthy, peaceful and quiet vil- 
lage of Columbia; affording every reasonable assurance, that whilst the 
young men of the State are cultivating their intellects and adding to their 
stock of knowledge, in attending upon, and completing the prescribed 
course af study, there are but few exposures to vice, and their morals guard- 
ed and secured, by being in the mrdst of a steady, intelligent and moral po- 
pulation. 

The University is situated near the centre of a handsome laws contain- 
ing some thirty-four acres of land, well set in blue-grass, and upon which 
the natural growth has been preserved, and capable of being much improved 
and beautified at small expense; presenting an appearauce every way 
favorable to study, and calculated to stimulate and press forward the young 
mind in the pursuit of knowledge. ö 

‘Lhe building is a splendid and well finished edifice, containing a large 
and commodious chapel, and twelve lecture, societv, and recitation rooms, 


sufficient for the accommodation of three hundred students or more, be- 


^ 


sides other apartments that may be devoted to other useful and practical 
purposes. This building was erected by the liberal contributions made 
by the citizens of Boone courty, at a cost of between 80 and 599.000, in 
consideration of i'slocation in their midst, and will ren ain a lasting monu- 
ment of the interest which they fecl in the cause of education. This fact 
of itself ought ever to secure frem the Legislature, a liberal policy in sus- 
taining the institution’ and giving to it character at home and abroad. 
The committee found the Ccllege buildiug generally in a good state of 
preservation; in no wise mutilated or damag: d. as public bnildings frequent- 
ly are; there are, however, some defects in the roof, which need attention 
to prevent the rain from penetrating, and thereby injuring the plastering 
and the interior of the house; they also observed that, in consequence of 
the ground ascending considerably on the east, between the University 
and the President's house. the water is thrown constantly against the 
building, and which finds its way into the cellar, creating strong appre- 
hension that unless this difficulty is remedied, it will ultimately, and at no 


distant day, cause the foundation on that side to give way. A smalh ap- 


propriation would correct these evils-now; and, as the Curalors have no 


‘fund which can be spared, to be appropriated to these objects, the com- 


mittee would recommend tbat, in responding to the memorial of the 


Board, heretofore presented, asking relief, that the Legislature would take : 


into consideration the suggestions above made, in reference to the preser- 
vation of the building. 

The committee derm it wholly unnecessary to go into a history of the 
origin of the fund constituti: g its endowment, or a minute detail of the 


‘finances of the University, or the circumstances which have caused its 
present embarrassment. They believe that, so far as the Curators are 


concerned, its means have been well husbanded; and the difficulties now 
surrounding it, have originated in causes, which they could not avoid or 


control. Ifthe Bank of the State of Missouri had continued to declare a 


dividend of six per centum per annum upon the capital steck belonging to 


— 
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the Seminary Fund, amounting to the sum of $100,000, the University 
would now have been free of debt, and would have ample means, hot on: 
ly to meet all its ordinary wants, but also a large fund to be annually 
applied to increasing the library, adding to the already valuable philó- 
sophical and chemical apparatus. and in otherwise extending the bse- 
. fulness of the institution. Such, however, has not been the case, and 
‘the result is, that the University is at this time very considerably in debt, 
without the means to meet its liabilities. The committee, however, are 
- gratified in being abie to state, that, in the last two years, this indebted- 
ness has been much reduced. By the report of the Curators, made to 
the last session of the General Assembly, it would appear that their 
debt'amounted, on the first Monday in October, 1844, to about the sum 
of $15,000; but tbat, by the aid of a small balance of the subscription 
fund, and by appropriating a portion of the income of the University 
—derived from other sources, (but which should have been legitimately 
applied to the payment of the salary of the President aud Professors, and 
to the increase of the library, philosophical and chemical apparatus,) thé 
Curators have greatly reduced the debt, as will appear by the following 
extract from their 16port made to the Secretary of State, and dated Sept. 
21st, 1816: “The indebtedness of the University, at tlie date of this re- 
port, may be stated as follows, to wit:

As itis entirely doubtful when the last mentioned sum will be realized, 
the debt may be fairly set down, at this time, at the sum of $10,000, and 
the payment of which is how earnestly pressed upon the Board of Curà- 
tors, The question is then asked, how far the Legislature will feel author- 
ized to aid the Curators in the extinguishment of the debi? Ar the läst 
session, the General Assembly empowered the Curators to borrow of the 
Bank asum considered sufficient to satisfy its creditors, but the negotia: 
ion failed, and no loan was effected; nor is it probable that the Board: 
would meet with any better success now, on application to borrow money 
of the Bank. Assured, as the committee have been, that if the Bank 
continues to declare the same semi-annual dividend that has been declared 
for the last two years, (and which they have every reason to believe it 
will do,) that tue Curators will not only be able to conduct the affairs of 
the University successfully, by placing it upon afirmer foutidation, ait 
Increasing ils prospects of useſulnèss, but that they can also pay the in- 
terest on the debt, atid appropriate annually, as a sinking fund, 4 sum 
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- sufficient to extinguish the principal in ten years, and thereby leave the 
institution entirely free of aebt; and believing, as an act of justice, that 
the debis which are now hanging heavily upon it, paralizing its energies 

and lessening its means of usefulness, should be paid, the committee re. 

commend to the Legislature to loan to the Curators, out of the proceeds 
of the sales of the 500,000 acres of land donated to this State by the act 
| of Congress approved September 4ih, 1841, the sum of ten thousand dol. 
Jars, at an interest of six per centum per annum, and herewith reporta 
bill to that effect, and recommend its passage. 
The committee would also call the attention. of the Legislature to an. 
other subject, allhough it does notso much affect the University as it does 
the great interests connected with the cause of common school education. 
]tis known to almost every one who has given any attention to the sub- 
| ject, that one principal reason why our system of common schools has 
not been more successful and more generally adopted, and its advantages 
more extensively felt and realized throughout the State, has been the dil. 
- ficulty of procuring schoul-masters wel! qualified 
“To teach the young idea how to shoot.” í : 


And itis probable that this severe drawback upon the advancement of 
education, will long continue, unless the State comes forward and lends 
her aid in remedying this great defectin our system. The truth is, the 
efficiency of any plan which may be devised to aid in the education of the 
mind of the country, must at least depend upon those who are to carry it 
out, to execute it, and keep itinsuccessful operation. And just so long as 
any considerable portion of the common school teaci.ers throughout the 
State remain untiught, and halfeducated themselves, just so long we need 
not expect any great aud lasting benefits to be derived from any system, 
however perlect. which may fiom time to time be adopted. To remedy 
this evil as far as practicable now, it is proposed that the Legislature re- 
quire of the Bourd of Curators to establish an additional Professorship in 
connection with the University, to be devoted to the “Theory and Prac- 
tice of Teac iing:i? and that there be made an annual a»propriation for 
the support oi this Professorship, out of the income of the Common 
School Fund of the State, now invested in the Stock of the Bank of the 
State of Missouri, to continneat least until the Universily is enabled to 
discharge its present pecuniary liabilities; after which, it is believed that 

| the Curators, out of the income of the Seminary Fund, and other resour- 
ces, will be fully able to carry on the Institution, and sustain the additional 
Professorship, without the further aid or assistance of the State. By this 

. means, there might be kept constantly at the University, sixty-six young 
men, pursuing a course of study, which would eminently qualify them for 
teaching, and for active usclulness in after life. Thirty-three, equal to 
one from each Senatorial District, might go out of the-lustitution at the 
expiration of each year, alter having been admitted to all the departments 
of instruction, and enjoyed all the advantages which the University offers, 

| free of charge. And having entered its halls after making à solemn pledge 
in writing, that they would devote a certain specified time to teaching, 

| after completing the prescribed course of study, they would return to the 
districts {rom whence they came, prepared to impart successfully to oth- 
ers, the training in the artof teaching, and the knowledge and learning 

. which had been imparted to them.  1u the selection of youths for this im-: 
portant object, regard, of course would always be had to the character 
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and talents of the different applicants for admission. By this means, it is 
coufidently believed, that many promising boys in the country, who are 
without means, might acquire a liberal aud thorough education, and make 

themselves afterwards useful to the community as common school teach- 
ers. In comparison to the benefits to be derived from such a system, as 
here recommended, the appropriation necessary to establish the additional 
Professorship, should not for a moment deter the Legislature from acting. 

The committee are not apprised that so much good can be-effected for 

this noble object, by an expenditure so small, in any other way. "They 
therefore recommend that an appropriation of onethousand dollars a year 
be made out of the income of the Common Schoo! Fund of the State, for 

the support of said Professorship; and that a law be passed, authorizing 

and requiring the Curators of the University to establish the same as soon 
as practicable. 9 By this means, it is believed, that the University and the 
common school, may be made to act reciprocally and beneficially on cach 
other; their interests identified and blended inseparably; and cach so much 
strengthened and improved by the aid of the the other, that the sphere of 
their united influence will be widened, until favorably ſelt in every county 
and neighborhood throughout the State. 

For a more minute detail of the affairs of the University, embracing its- 
expenditures and its debis, its edifice and its grounds, its library and. its 
apparatus, iis instruction and discipline, the committee would refer to the 
Keport of the Board of Curators, and of the President of the University, 
made to the Secretary of State, and heretofore submitted to the General 
Assembly, during its present session.

To the the Honorable, the House of Representatives: 


' GEeNTLEMEN:— The resolution of the House calling for information in 
regard to the sale, exchange and redemption of certain State bonds, 
was:handed me on yesterday, and as it requires an answer “‘at as early 
a day as practicable,” other business, somewhat pressing in its nature; 
and ‘which had precedence of this, has been laid aside, to prepare the 
information called for as speedily as it can be done, consistent with the 
discharge of other imperative duties. 

he following is the resolution of the House above referred to, as re- 
ported to the Executive by the Clerk of that body: 

“Resolved, That the Governor of the State be and he is hereby re- 
quested to communicate to this House, at as early a day as practicable, 
all information which he may be in possession of.in relation to the sell- 
ing, redeeming, or exchanging bonds of this State, under the provisions 
of an act entitled “An act to provide for the payment and redemption 
of certain bonds of this State," approved February 27, 1847, particu- 
larly who he employed as agent to negociate the sale of said bonds, 
the amount of expense attending the same, with the items thereof. Al- 
so, what requisition has been made by him, if any, to defray the expenses 
created in carrying said act into effect, the amount of said requisition, 
and in whose favor the same was made." 

In a government like ours, where all men are equally free, and where 
the people govern themselves, the public interest is promoted by a pro- 
per respect from each Department to the others, and especially where 
any two Departments are required to act in concert, as is the case with 
the Legislative and Executive. This being true, it will be presumed 
in every case, that the House of Representatives, as a part of the Legis- 
lative Department, can intend no disrespect to the Executive, in any 
inquires which they mag make, until the contrary is shown; and the 
Executive must ask the House to be equally charitable to him in pre- 
suming that he can intend no disrespect for them, in any of his answers, 
until the eontrary becomes manifest. - 

But a particular? member can impugn the acts and motives of an 
Executive, when the great mass ofthe Legislature remains unprejudiced 
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and competent judges of his acts and motives; and an Executive, being 
equelly free to think and speak, can impugn the motives and acts of a 
«particular? member, without casting the slightest shade of reflection 
upon the great body of the Legislature. 

The executive is aware that mere resolut’ons of inquiry are passed 
almost as a matter of cousre, without any investigation, especially, where 
they are intended as assaults upon public ofliceis. If they contain mat- 
ter intended to be disrespectful, that matter is seldom observed by the 
-House or any body else, except the concoctors of the resolution and 
the individual at whom the blow is aimed. If, for example, there was 
any affinity between this resolution and an attack upon the Executive 
in one of the papers of the State during the last year, designed, prepared 
and published, to thwart him, if possible, in the successful disposition 
of the State bonds, it might not be readily discovered except by the 

arties immediately interested—the attacking and the attacked. 

If, then, the above resolution contains matter offensive, and so intend- 
ed and designed to be, the Executive will not attribute it to the House, 
but will refer it to the proper source, and, if, in his answer, any thing 
should be found, which may,seem to savor of a want of proper respect 
and courtesy, the House will do him great injustice to apply an atom of 
it to themselves, instead of attaching the whole to the proper person. 

Bat it is not the intention of the Executive to be uncourteous to any 

body. A wrong in one pérson does not justify a wrong in another; and 
perhaps a want of proper courtesy in a member of the Legislature to- 
wards the Executive, would not justify a want of courtesy in the Exe- 
cutive even towards that member of the Legislature. This is spoken 
in reference to their official intercourse with each other, a matter in 
which the public and the public interest isconcerned. 

The open and avowed object of the resolution, and that for whichthe 
House adopted it, is legitimate and proper; and all the information now 
in the possession of the Executive, and more which he expected soon 
to obtain. and all that was necessary to a full and proper understanding 
of the subject, it was his intention to communicate, as soon as the ad- 
ditional item was received, even without the call from the House. But 
the covertobject of the above resolution, and that for which it was pro- 
bably mainly concocted and designed, is hardly reputable to the mover, 
is disrespectful to the Executive, and asks for information which the 
Executive ought not to have, which he has not, which cannot be given, 
and weich ought not to be given if it could. This will appear more 
fally in the progress of the answer to the resolution of the House. 

The resolution of the House requires, first, “all information" which — 
may be in possessien of the Executive about the bonds in question; and, 
next, it requires certain other parts of the same information and other 

matters “particularly.” Answers to the latter part will be first given, 
being those which seem to be most eagerly sought by the mover of the 
resolution—involving the sum of ‘six hundred and twenty-five? dol- 
lars. Answers to the former will be given, being that portion which 
the House seems most to require—involving the management and dise 
posal,of two hundred and fifty-three thousand, two hundred and. sixty - 
one.dollars worth of State bonds and the proceeds. 

The Executive is asked, then; “particularly, who he employed. as 
agent to: negotiate the sale of said bonds.“ To this, he, answers, .“‘pare 
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ticularly,” that he employed no body as agent to negotiate the sale of 
said bonds. The mover of the resolution does not ask “particularly,” 
who did negotiate a part, and who attempted to negotiate a sale of the 
whole of said bouds, and who has continued to atteinpt to negotiate the 
sale up to this time; but, as the House is asking for information for the 

- public good, none which can be communicated, which will be of use to. 
them, shall be withheld. Tne answer then, is, emphatically, but most 
respectfully to the House, that the sale, exchange, and redemption of 
the bon ls in question, was undertaken, and has been managed by the 
Executive in person. 

It does not appear from tha resolution, in so many words, yet it is 
now well understood, that the objectof the mover is toattack the Exe- 
cutive, first, upon the ground, that he had no power to ‘discharge the 

- duties in reference to the bonds in person, and second, that he had no 

power to make a requisition upon the Auditor of Public Accounts 
for a warrant on the Treasury to pay the expenses. A referenc to the 

.law will probably settle both of these points. The error into which 
some of the public papers, as well as the mover of this resolution has 
fallen, seems to have consisted simply in wholly overlooking the first 
section of the law, and in fastening their attention exclusively upon the 
sixth. 

The first section of the law referred to in the resolution of the House, 
provides that the Governor of this State is hereby authorized to eze- 
cute and sell the bonds of this State, to an amount not exceeding the 
amount of such bonds of this State as bear interest at the rate of ten 
per centum per annum, and are redeemable in the year eighteen hun- 
dred and forty-six, and he shall apply the proceeds of the bonds so exe- 
cuted and sold under this act, to the payment or redemption of said 
ten per cent. bonds, redeemable in the year eighteen hundred and for- 
ty-six.“ l 

This is the first section of the law under which the Eexecutive acted; 
and this section authorizes him, first, to execute the bonds of the State 
to a certain amount; second, to sell? these bonds at a rate of interest, 
not exceeding eight per cent and third, “to apply the proceeds? to the 
payment and redemption of tle ten per cent. bonds; and these three 
powers, the Governor exercised under this law, and no others, as, by his 
construction of it, he was bound to do. Í . 
This section of the law seems to be plain, and to admit of no cavil or . 

‘dispute, and to need no comment so plain that it would require the 
‘versatile genius, not of an ordinary lawyer, but of one whose convic- 
tions would follow, not an unbiassed judgment, but the promptings of 
disappointed ambition, or of embittered personal feelings, to enable him 
to twistits provisions so much out of their proper shape as to deny to 
the Executive full power and authority over the whole subject. 

As to the power of paying the expenses, that would probab'y follow 
without a special law. If not, then the Legislature can command the 
Executive to discharge certain duties abroad, and deny him any com- 
‘pensation or pay for his expenses, when, at the same time, a deduction 

- is made in his salary, as was the. case in this instance, which would be 
manifestly unjust. Ifthe Legislature requires an important extra ser- 
—- vice to be performed, and that service demands an expenditure of 
money; which an individual cannot advance, the expense must be drawn 
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from the general contingent fund, or the service must go unperformed, 
and the public interest suffer. But it is not necessary to go iuto an ar- 

- gument to sustain this position, nor will the Executive assert i. to be 
correct, nor is it essential for his purpose to do so, because, in ti“ gase 
under consideration he did not venture to act without the clearest pro- 
vision of law for his guide. 8 

The tenth section of the act alluded to in the resolution of the House, 
provides, that “all necessary expenses that may be incurred in carry- 
ing this act inte effect, shall be paid out of the State Treasury on the 
requisition of the Governor, in favor of the person entitled to the same, 
outof any money in Treasury, not otherwise appropriated.” 

This provision seems to be quite as plain as the other section, and to 
give the Exeeutive ample power to make the requisition for the pay, 
whether presented in the shape of compension or otherwise. This sec- . 
tion says, “the expenses” shall be paid; and that they shall be paid “up- 
on the requisition of the Governor," and, that the requisition shall be 
‘in favor of the person entitled to the pay.“ 

In the passage of this law, the Auditor of Public Accounts was stripped 
of his appropriate duties, and the allowance of the accounts were trans- 
ferred from him to the Executive. The law has left the Auditor of 
Public Accounts no discretion in the matter. He is bound to pay what- 
ever the Executive requires, unless the requisition appears unreason- 
able on its face. If there is any thing wrong in the case, the Exe- 
cutive alone is reasponsible, and he is prepared! to meet the issue. 
That the Auditor had no. control over the matter, is not his fault, nor is 
it the fault of the Governor, nor is it the fault of the law; but, if wrong, 
it is the fault of those who made the law, and the sin should be referred 
back to them. It does-not look well for those who aided in making 
the law, and giving the power complaint of, to come at this late day, 
and complain that it was exercised, because they may have erred in 

iving it. 

: But if another object of the mover of the resolution be, to attack the 
Executive for abusing the exercise of the power granted, that is a pro- 

. per subject of enquiry, and will be examined before this answer is 
closed. The facts, when presented, will probably show, that instead 
of abusing the confidence reposed in him, the Executive has been faith- 
ful to his trust and to the State, whether just or unjust to himself. 

But it may be answered to all this, that the sixth section of the act 
referred to, provides that “the Governor is hereby authorized to employ 
such agent as he may deem proper, to negotiate the sale" of said bonds. 
To this, the Executive replies, that he did not deem it“ proper“ to ap- 
point an agent, and that he never has deemed it “proper” to appoint an 
agent; and, that, therefore, none has been appointed up to this day. 
The law authorized him to appoint an agent only when he deemed it 
“proper,” and never having deemed it “proper,” he was not only not 
required, but was probably not even authorized to appoint one, his 
authority depending upon' a contingency which never happened. 

There were many reasons to prevent the Executive from deeming it 
“proper” to appoint an agent; Ist, because the law authorized him to 

_ do the work in person; 2nd, because, if a man wants his work well 
done, he should go himself and not send an agent; 3rd, because he did 
not then believe he had the power to require an agent to give bond and 
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security tor the faithful discharge of his duties; 4th, because, if hne had 
the power to require bond. and Security, it was hardly possible to get an. 
o agent to give it for so latge an amount, without: paying him an unreason. 
able compensation; 5th,/beeause he had no power to require an agent to 
take an oath for the faithful discharge of his duties; 6th, because an agent, 
even after giving bond, having taken no oath, càm take advantage of the 
law, and act uniaithfully to the State, and still discharge the obligations 
. of his bond, when a public officer, acting under oath, would: be bound to 
discharge his duties faithfully; Tth, because the Executive had no- offer of 
a safe and competent agent for less than two or three thousand dollars, 
nothing said about security; Sth, because he knew the bonds were as safe 
in his hands as they could be in those of any other man; 9th, because he 
did not know that the bonds would be as safe in the hands of any other 
man as they were in his own; 10th, because he had known accidents to 
happen in the disposition of State bonds, and the Executive being the ' 
party alone responsible in this case, intended that none should happen in 
the disposition of the bonds in question; 11th, because, if aa agent had 
been employed, and the work had not been faithfully done, those who are 
now attacking the Executive for not employing an.agent, would have 
seized the other side of the question, and have attacked him still more 
bitterly for shrinking from his duties, instead of discharging them in per- 
son, as required by the first section of the act; I2th, because he was able 
to take the bonds without being signed, and to sign them as they were . 
sold, leaving the unsold bonds unexecuted, as they are to- this day, that 
portion wanting the signature of the Executive, thus avoiding risks which 
no agent could have avoided; 13th. because the State ran only about the 
same risk in allowing the Executive to execute, sell and exchange or re- 
deem the bonds, that she did in allowing him simply to execute the bonds; 
14th, because any remove from the Executive to another person increased 
- the risk to the State; 15th, because the official business of the Executive 
at home had been pushed sufficiently in advance to give him time to at- 
tend to the sale of the bonds; 16th, because the Executive had other 
officia! business at Washington City,to which he had promised to attend, and 
‘which, at that time, he supposed would require his attention; 17th, be. 
»eause as the State had made the Executive her agent to do the- work, it 
| seemed improper for him to shrink from the duty, and to transfer it to 
an agent of his own, unless the public interest had required: that course. 
In all this, the Executive may have been wrong; but if so, then it was 
wrong in the last legisiature to require him to perform: the services, and 
the sin should be referred back to them, and not be visited upon the Ex- 
ecutive. But whether all this shall be determined to be wrong or not, 
may depend upon the result of the matter. which we shail see in the end. 
But, to proceed with the particular inquiries made by the mover of the 
resolution. The Executive is asked “ the amount of expenses attending 
‘the same," meaning the sale and exchange or redemption of the State 
bonds. This inquiry may be divided into two branches; ls‘, the expen- 
ses to the State; and, 2nd, the expenses to the Executive: the former of 
which it is proper to communicate to the House, and tiie latter to the 
honorable moter “ particularly.” "Phe answer then is, that the expense 
charged to the State was “six hundred and: twenty-five" dollars, but the 
expense to the Executive was largely over that sum. 
But, the honorable mover of the resolution, asks, not only for the **ex- 
penses," but afterwards “ particularly” for the “items” of the expenses.

This is the covert part of the resolütion, and that which was pronounced 
in the beginning not very reputable to the mover, and- which was intend- 
ed-and “designed to be offensive and disrespectful to the Executive, and 
which the Executive is well satisfied went through the House unobserv. 
ed; because, in justice to that body, he is bound to believe.that they ask 
for no iuformation which it is not practicable to get, which it is not pro- 
per to get, which ought not-to be communicated if the Executive ‘had it, 
and which would be of no use if communicated, as the honorable mover 

, ofthe resolution well knows, or ought to know. — ; 
The best disposition which can be made.of this inquiry is, to divide the 
-answer between the House and the honorable mover of the resolution, as 
was done in the preceding inquirv. In the first place, then, the answer is 
most respectfully to the House, that the only **item" of expense to the 
State, is the six hundred and twenty-five" dollars above mentioned. In 
— the next place, with due respect to the honorable mover, tlie answer is, 
that the expenses of the Executive were various—numerous—‘‘too tedious 
to mentioz"—Mhis breakfast, his dinner, or his tea, when he had time and 
appetite lo eat it—an apple or an orange, a lemonade or a sponge cake, a 
piece of cheese or a cracker, a gláss of brandy or some old rye, when, (rom 
hard travel, much fatigue, and great want of sleep, he was too unwell to 
take more substantial food ; or else, from rapid travelling, had no time to 
stop to get it—the blacking of his boots, or brushing the dust out of his 
.. coat, or hiring a servant. to hasten his dinner, instead of forcing him to eat 
through a series of regular courses—hack hire and omnibus hire, porterage . 
and drayage—stage fare and rail-road fare, steam-boat fare on the lakes, 
gulfs, rivers, and bays—all these, and various “items,” multiplied many 
times over, making, perhaps, thousands in the trip of six thousand miles 
make up the items“ of expenses to the Exeeutive—a long list—hard to 
get, and hard to give. m 
But the honorable mover seems to wish each “item” separate, and 
“particularly.” And for what purpose? Does he wish to measure the 
charge of the Executive by the nurnber of “items,” to see whether it is 
much too little, or a Zit/le teo much? If so, he ought to know that the 
mere items,“ ever so “ particularly” and honestly given, will not enable 
him to do so. The mere “items” can be of no value to him without the 
cost. Or, when the honorable member calls for each “item,” does he 
: intend also to call for the cost of each “item? In his resolution, he does 
not say so * particularly." But suppose he had the “items” and the cost 
of each, of ‘what service would they be to him? The “items” and the 
costs are of no value without the recetpis—the vouchers. But suppose be 
had the receipts or vouchers, of what service would they be? This is 
best answered by inquiring what they are. What then would be the 
vouchers? The receipts of boot-blacks, apple pedlars, orange women, 
porters, draymen, hackmen, omnibus drivers, stage coach men, railroad 
- car-men, tavern keepers, toll-gate keepers, and many others, and all of 
these multiplied many times over. Does the honorable member wish to 
meet and overthrow the Governor's requisition on the treasury With.these 
Teceipts, and thus convict him of overcharging? To overcharge inten- 
tionally, in the Governoi’s estimation, would be about as bad as to make 
the “items,” costs and vouchérs for such a trip. Perhaps the honorable 
member does not think so; but if he did, then he ought not to deny the 
Executive the benefit of-that rule of law which saves a man früm.giving 
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evidence to convict himself, especially when there is no uch evidence. A 

lawyer would not. -> 

The honorable member must be of that class of politicians (they do not 

make a school yet,) who believe that the Executive, once elected, can 

afterwards perform no, act, during his term of four years, but an official 
act; and, that every act of his, being of an official character, is therefore, 
subject to legislative scrutiny. Under this belief, *a magpie could not 
peep more closely into a marrow-bone," than itseems the honorable mem. 

ber from Franklin would like to peep into all the acts of the Executive, , 

whether public or private. „„ 

This much in answer to the interrogatory for“ items,“ has been prepar- 
ed „particularly“ for the honorable mover of the resolution; surely, not 

for the Heuse. It is hoped that the distinction which the Executive draws 

between the House and the honorable mover of the resolution, will still 
be kept in view; because the intention is to act with proper respect io 
the House, and also with proper respect 10 the honorable mover; furnish. ~ 
ing the House with the information which is sought for the benefit of the — 
country, and treating the honorable member, particularly” to that which 
he seeks, as far as it is practicable to give it. 

But, in justice to the House, the Executive must respectfully say, that, 

in hundreds of cases, it was impracticable to get vouchers, except by a 
most unreasonable loss of time; and that time was much more valuable to 

him than money. In hundreds of cases, to have waited for vouchers, 
would have caused an unavoidable delay in his trip, till the arrival of the 
next train of cars. Besides, the Executive was unwilling to disgrace his 
State by stopping for, or even taking vouchers for such expenses and from 
such sources, as those required by the mover of the resolution, had it been 
practicable to do so, as if the requisition of the Governor, made in pursu- 
ance of law, was not preferable at home to the receipt of the unknown 
porter-—the hackman, or the boot.black. This is the- matter in which the 
resolution of the House is disrespectful to the Executive—not so by the 
intention of the House, but bv the intention of the mover and those who 
aided him. Respect for the House forces the Executive to acquit them of 
any such intention. 

— The Executive is also asked, particularly,“ what requisitions have been 
made to defray ihe expenses. The answer is, the requisition above re- 
ferred to, of six hundred and twenty-five" dollars. He is also asked, 
“particularly,” “the amount of the requisition.” "The. answer is, the 
above sum of “six hundred and twenty-five" dollars. He is further asked, 
jn whose favor the requisition was made.” The answer is, that the only 
requisition-—that for the “six hundred ant twenty-five" dollars—was 
made in favor of the Executive, the person entitled to the same. It was 
impossible, under the law, to make it ia favor of any body else, as no 
body else incurred any expense in the sale of ths State bonds. 

Much concern has been manifested about lowering the dignity of the 
cffice of the Executive, in taking upon himself, under the command of the 
Jegislature, the sale and disposition of the bonds in question. As for this 
matter, the Executive never had too much dignity to discharge any duty 
which the laws of hiv country required of him; and is very sure that he 
rever will have, while he continues to be a public officer. Besides, there 
is no want ol dignity in taking charge of two hundred and ſiſty- ihres thoii- 
sand two hundred and sixty-one dollar's worth of bonds, and manapa: 
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them properly and safely. But; the surprising part of this matter is; that 
the party most concerned about the blow inflicted upon the Executive 
dignity, should be striving.to overthrow .the Governor's requisition. with: 
the hackman’s receipt. dt | i 

To conclude the answers in regard to the inquiries “particularly? made, 
the Executive must add, that he sees no good reason to change the con- 
struction which he has given the law in reference to his power to act in 
person in the sale of thé bonds, and. that he will not intrust the bonds to 
the hands of an agent without an amendment of the law, if he can avoid 
it, unless he becomes satisfied that he has power to take bond and' security 
for the faithful disposition of the funds. In addition to the security, an: 
agent employed to sell State bonds, should always be required to take an 
oath to discharge his.duties faithfully to the State. Some discretionary 
powers are always necessarily given to the agent. if only bond and 
security are required, advantage may be taken of the State, either in the 
rate of interest or in the amount of premium, and yet the obligations of 
ihe bond be discharged. 

Next, the answer will be given in regard to the first part of the resolu- 
tion, which requires all information which the Executive may be in pos- 
session of, in regard to the sale, exchange, and redemption of the bonds. 

To enable the House. better to understand the subject, it is proper to 
state, that an act was passed in 1841, requiring the Governor of this State 
to “execute and deliver to the Bank of the State of Missouri, the bonds of 
the State, to the, amount of two hundred and fifty-three thousand, two 
hundred and sixty-one dollars,” to “be payable ten years after date, but 
redeemable five years after date,” and to “bear interest at a rate not ex- 
ceeding ten per cent. per year, payable semi-annually.” The full amount. 
of the-bonds was sold at .par, bearing ten per cent. interest per annum. 
It should be observed that this law neither authorized the Governor to 
sell the bonds, or apply the proceeds. See the law, page 21. It should 
be observed, also, that the bank guarantied the payment of principal and 
interest on all these bonds. As the bank had disposed of these bonds at 
a high rate of interest, making the State pay ten per cent. to her bond- 
holders, while the bank returned to the State an average of much less than 
one half the amount, and as the first five years after the sale of the above 
bonds was about expiring, and the time of redemption approaching, an 
act was passed in the year 1845, authorizing the Governor “ to execute 
and sell the bonds of the State,” to the foregoing amount, “to bear in- 
terest, a rate not exceeding eight per centum per annum,” and to be 
“payable in ten years, but redeemable in five.” 

In pursuance of this act, *two hundred and fifty-three bonds, of one 
thousand dollars each, were prepared, and are executed, except that two 
hundred and fifty of them want the signature of the Executive, making 
the whole sum two hundred and fifty-three thousand. It was supposed, 
that, no matter at what rate of interest the bonds were finally disposed 
of, a suflicient premium might be realized in the transaction to redeem the 
tractional bond of two hundred and sixty-one dollars. 

With these bonds, the Executive visited tho city of St. Louis, New 
Ürcans, Rehmond, Washington, lialtimore, Philadelphia, New York, 
Boston, snd other points—the principal money markets of the Unies, 

Beſore leaving the State, verbal offers were made 1o take perhaps erty, 
filly, or sixty theusand dollars worth of the bonde at par, ad sight por 
cent. bonds. A written propositio was made te take, perhaps, ton thou. 
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sand dollars. These propositions were declined for two reasons; first, 
the Executive waz unwilling to sell at eight per cent. at all; and, second, 
he believed he could sell the whole amount in the eastern cities at par, 
and perhups at a small premium, as seven per cent. bends. 

Three bonds were sold in St. Louis, under a condition, as will be seen 
by. the agreement in the accompanying papers, marked A. These bonds: 
were to bear a rate of interest equal to the highest rate of interest at 
which any of the bonds were sold out of the State. As no bonds were 
sold, and as no offer was made for any of them, bearing a less rate of 
interest than eight per cent, the interest on the three bonds sold at St. — 
Louis, was finally fixed at eight per cent. ' l 

At New Orleans the news of the war reached the Executive. This, 
of course, deranged the money market, as does almost every other piece 
of important news. At the City of Washington, the Executive found the 
prospect of a rupture between the United States and Great Britain, on 
the Oregon question, growing every day more iminent. This of course 
deranged the money market still more, and,seemed to destroy the pros- 

. pect of selling bonds at any fair rate of interest for the time. The State 
bonds,.however, were still not redeemable. Some verbal offers were 
made to take eight per cent. bonds at par, but the amount, if mentioned, 
is not now recollected; but the sum wanted: at the time, is believed to 
have been large. The bond holders were visited, and an effort was made 
to exchange the new issue for the ten per cent. bonds, but without effect, 
the holdérs of the tens, very naturally refusing to exchange them even 

ſor eights, When-no body in the money market would give eight for the 
new issue. This change in the condition of the money market, had taken 
place, mainly between the time at which the Executive had left the State, 
and the time of his arrival in Washington City. A portion. of the bond 
holders objected to taking the bonds at any. rate of interest, unless the 
Bank of Missouri would. guaranty the payment of principal and interest, 
as had been done in the case of the ten per cent. bonds. At this, the Ex- 
ecutive supposed the State and the legislature.would have felt indignant, 
and he gave no assurances that it would be done. i 

At the time spoken of, the Executive was unwilling to selh eight per cent 
bonds. ‘The new constitution was then before the people. It seemed then 
to be almost universally believed that it would be ratified. This constitu- 
tion created a common school fund, consisting of the five hundred thousand 
acres of public lands, the three hundred and twenty thousand dollars of 

‘surplus revenue, the five hundred and seventy-five thousand dollars com- 
mon school fund in bank, and various other items of large amount. To 
^ these, may be added the seminary fund, as being in the same condition; 
making in all say, one million and a half, or two million of dollars. "This 
sum. was to “be held by the State, as a loan,” and on it, she was to “pay 
an interest of six per centum per annum.” On these funds, tbe State would 
yot have paid interest, and have kept them idle. Of course the whole 
amount would have been invested in some mianner to make it profitable. 
But the whole amount would hardly have been at once invested.in inter- 
nal improvements, nor isit probable that any portion of it would have 
been invested in.foreign stocks. At any rate, it was supposed that two 
hundred and fifty-three thousand of this sum.might well be invested in the 
redemption of the State bonds now redeemable. ` By this step, we should 
have paid six.per cent. interest to our common schools, which was, in fact, 
paying. the money to ourselves, instead of paying ten per cent. to persons 
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beyond the State; thus saving to the State Treasury, foor per cent. per an- 
num upon the whole amount. If the new constitution had been adopted, 
the present Legislature could have effected this arrangement. Its failure 
was an unforeseen matter, by no means anticipated at the time. It was a 
contingency which seemed to be too remote to influence the action of the 
Executive. | 

After the rejection of the new constitution, a correspondence was again 
opened with the bond-holders. In their answers, some of them assume, 
that after the expiration of “five years and one day,” from the date of the 
bonds the State has no right to redeem. On this subject, the Executive 
advised with many persons competent to judge, before he concluded not to 
sell the bonds at par as eight per cents. Among others, he advised with 
most of our delegation in Congress, as will appear by the paper accom- 
panying this, marked B, on which they were courteous enough to endorse 
their opinions, being anxious at all times to serve their constituents. A 
copy of the letter to the bond-holders is marked C. .. TTE l 

Jhe letters in reply to the Executive, during the last effort to sell these 
bonds, show conclusively to his mind, that the bond-holders, except one, 
who has but seventeen thousand dollars, were willing to exchange ‘their 
ten per cent bonds, for eight per cents., provided the bank would guaranty 
the payment of interest and principal, as she had done in the case of the... 
ten per cent. bonds, now redeemable. As proof of this, the House is re- 
spectfully referred to the letters accompanying this communication, mark- 
ed D, E, F, G, H, I. | 2 3508 

As the Bank had guarantied the payment and interest of these State 
bonds, and as the bond-holders seemed to attach an importance to that 
guaranty, and, as there seemed to be no good reason why the Bank, having 
guarahtied these ten per cent. bonds, should not also guaranty the- eight 
per cent bonds, as they were intended to redeem the tens, the question, 
whether she would guaranty, or not, was propounded to the Bank, as ap- 
pears from the letter accompanying this communication, marked K. 

This matter, the Bank took under consideration, by first referring the 
letter of the Executive to the Bank Attorney, *to procure his opinion as 
to the power of the board to make” the guaranty required. -In answer to 
this, the Attorney for the Bank replies, that, in his opinion, *the.charter 
does notauthotize the Board of Directors to give the guarantee,“ and 
thereupon, the proposition to guaranty, was unanimously rejected.” All 
this appears by the accompanying papers, marked L, and M. 

The Executive is unable to see any difference between the issue of the 
ten per cent. bonds, and the issue of the eight per cent. bonds; or any legal 
objection to guarantying the eight per cents, which did not exist with 
equal force against guarantying the tens. If so, and the Bank has no pow- 
er to guaranty the eights, then she had no power to guaranty the tens, and: 
in that case, the bond-holders would be as secure without the guaranty, 
as with it. 7 

It is true, that the Bank in the ease of the ten per cent bonds, guárantied 
in 1841, was to receive the money, or thegreater part of it, and therefore, 
had an interest in guarantying, in order to procure the money due. But 
in this case, the Bank has an interest alsc, because, whenever any reduc- 
tion is made in.the interest.of:those bonds, and whenever any payment is 
made, the amount of-her responsibility is lessened. If she had the power 
to indorse in the first place, because she was to get the money, she has the 
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power to indorse in the second place, because it. goes to diminish her re- - 
sponsibility. T. 2 p“ 

This is part of the information which the Executive was anxious to pro- 
cure, before he made bis communication upon the subject of the State 
bonds. Another part is in reference to a proposition to serve as agent.— 
The only letter received on that subject has been mislaid. This matter, 
however, is not very important, as the gentleman who made the prop- 
osition is now in this city, and gives the substance ef the proposition, 
and promises also, a copy of his letter as soon as he returns home, which 
shall be furnished the House, when received, if necessary. 

The substance of that proposition, is understood to have been this: first, 
to sell the State bonds and defray all expenses, for one per cent. second, to 
sell the bonds ſor one-half of one per cent, the State bearing all expenses; 
third, if the State could wait until his business required him eastward, in 
July, to sell these bonds, and charge only the expenses. Nothing was said 
about giving security, and of course, it was not contemplated. 

Another reason existed, before the rejection of the new constitution, 
against selling these as eight per cent. bonds. The law of 1841, provides 
that the bonds shall be “payable ten years after date, but redeemable five 
years after date.“ The law of 1845, provides that the bonds shall be 
“payable in ten years, but redeemable in five.“ Under the first law, the 
bond-holders, in part, contended that the State has mo power to redeem af- 
ter five years and a day have expired. If there is any shadow of ground 
for this construction in the first law, then it is very certain that no power 
to redeem would exist under the second law, after five yerrs and a day had 
expired. This would be about equivalent to reserving no power to re- 
deem, -; If the bond-holders wished to prevent the redemption, it would be 
only necessary to place the bonds where the. State would be unable to find 
them, to accomplish their object. "This diffieulty oecurs in eonsequence of 
a failure in the law to provide a place for the redemption of tbe bonds, as 


wel] as for their payment. 

As this defect still exists in the law, it may be asked why the Executive 
age in offered the bones fcr sale, and as eight per cent: bonds, too, instead{of 
waiting for an amendment of the law. The reason is this: Since the 1e- 
jection of the new constitution, the Executiveis well satisfied that the State 
will not be in a condition to redeem these bonds at the end of five years, 
and, that therefore, it was immaterial whether she retained the power to 
redeem or not; and bv selling at once, one-half year's interest was saved.— 
Under the new constitution, which was examined and discussei freely by 
the dealers in stocks in the eastern cities, the credit of the State, in a pecu- 
niary point of view, would have been greatly enhanced, and in the event of 
not be'ng able to redeem at the end.of five years, the bonds might then be 
exchanged again for others bearing a still lower rate of interest. It will. 
however, cost but little labor, to make the amendment suygested, and, per». | 
haps, as the bonds are not sold, it would be advisable to do so. It may be 
further answered, that had the Bank agreed to guaranty, the last arrange- 
ment to sell did not remove the case beyond the power of the Legisla1urc. 

The. bonds not sold— two hundred and fifty thousand dollars’ worth— 
are nowin the possession of the Executive, in the condition previously de- 
scribed, and ready for any disposition which the Legislature may choose 
to make of them. Pd 

In conclusion, the Executive will allude again to the compensation. Had 
it been the case of another person, he would certainly have allowed double 
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as much. The responsibility: which the Legislature impósed on him Was a 
heavy one, and certainly not without its risk and its dangers; and it is 
neither right nor just. in the Legislature to force an Executive abroad and 

to strip him of his salary; and then, to refuse him the full expenses neces- 
sarily incurred. 2 VVV 
— In this case, the travel did not vary far from six thousand miles —per- 
haps it was a little oyer——certainly not much less. At ten cents per mile; 


a very low rate to be charged for travelling, even when à man does it in 


the day time and - at his ease and leisure — this would amount to six hun- 
dred dollars; but much of it was necessarily done in the night, and that be- 
tween the large cities generally in the night, as a matter of choice, to save 
the day time for the transaction of business; and in such a case, ten cents 
per mile is not a sufficient allowance for the risk and danger. The travel, 
at the above rate, would make the six hundred dollars; not including the 
stoppages, and the expenses at the various cities where the Executive had 
business to transact. . 

A messenger to carry on the Presidential vote, receives between eight 
and nine hundred dollars for his service.’ The Executive himself has re- 
ceived upwards of twelve hundred dollars for mileage, as a member of Con- 
gress, Uther members have received, if his memory does not fail him, as 
much as sixteen hundred dollars mileage fróm this State. The six thou- 
sand miles, at the rate allowed to members of Congress, would make.two 
thousand four hundred. dollars; 1n all these cases, no-responsibility is as- 
sumed, and no risk is incurred. i 

An agent who went to Europe to sell State bonds, if the recollec: 
tion of the Executive serves him correctly, was allowed six thousand 
dollars by the Legislature. It is believed he sold no bonds. The trip to 
Europe does not necessarily much exceed. in expense and time, the trip 
‘made by the Executive. If an agent had been employed in this: case, lis 
services, and the respc nsibility assumed, and the. risk he necessarily ran, 
would have justly entitled him to two or three thousand dollars, especially 
X he had been required to give bond and security for the amount of the 

onds. : 

But, in this case, the bonds were not sold; but that was not the fault of 
the Executive. The war broke out between the United States and Mex- 
ico, and, that, about às much as ány other cause, prevented the sale of the 
bonds; but the Executive could not prevent the war. The difficulties be- 


tween the United States and Great Britain, were lowering, and a collision - 


between these great powers was constantly anticipated. This had a sen- 


sible effect upon the money market, and contributed &bout as much as the: 


Mexican war to prevent any sale of State bonds. But the Executive was 
not to blame for this, either. He had no control over the matter, and per- 
formed as many services, and incurred as much expense; and ran as many 
risks as if none-of these things had happened, aud as if he had suceeeded 
in selling one set of the bonds at a fair rate of interest, and in redeeming 
the others. AE a l | 

But the Executive invites the attention' of the Legislature to the com- 
pensation charged. He waives his right, under the law, to make the re- 
quisition, and throws the whole matter open to Legislative action: If, on 
examination, the Legislature decides that he is entitled to more than he has 
charged, he will take the overplus, because he believes, and did at the time, 
that he, had-considerably undercharged; but if the Legislature can decide 
that he has charged more than he is justly entitled to, then he pledges him- 
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self to, refund the whole to the treasury, if it bankrupts him to do 40. In 
that case, he will present it to the State. E 2 p 

The Executive concludes, as he began, by disclaiming the sligh test in- 
tention of disrespect to the House, in any thing that may have been said in 
this communication, He has not an unkiad feeling towards the House for 
any thing contained in the resolution which, has just been answered; 
hardly an-unkind feeling for the mover, and hardly any feeling of any kind 

for those who moved him. poa ud

; Your committee would take occasion here to remark, that the inves- 


tigation has been laborious, and necessarily protracted, which is to be 
attributed to the fact that many votes were contested by both parties, 
‘and the. evidence in relation to each very voluminous. Many questions 
of law, involving important principles, and in relation to which there were 
conflicting authorities arose in the course of the 1 well cal- 
‘culated. to retard the progress of the committee, and delay the settle- 
ment of this unpleasant controversy between the parties. Tour com- 
mittee would also remark, that they entered upon this investigation re- 
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‘luctantly, well knowing the responsibility that would necessarily“rest 
upon them, yet with a determination to do jüstice'between the parties, 
‘and to place the matter in its true liglit before the House of Represen- 


‘tatives. Without furthér comment, ‘your committee will proceed to 
'give the result of their labors: . DE a

The whole number of votes contested are thirty; of these, Mr. Sap- 
pington contested fourteen, arid Mr. Bingham sixteen. Mr. Sappington. 
also claims one vote which had been rejected by the judges of'the elec- 
tion, to wit: The vote of Samuel Schuplach. The votes contested by: 
Mr. Sappington were those of J. W. Steen, William M. Taylor; John, 
Linch, jr., John Fippin, Bennoni Robio, Robert D. McDaniel, John 
Murphy, James L. Anderson, Hugh Faric, Wilson Dennis, Alexander 
Reed, John Davis, John L. Tucker, Geary. McGennis. Of the above 
votes, Mr. Sappington admitted, before the committée, two tó be good, 
to wit: the votes of John Linch, jr. and Alexander Reed; and Mr. Bing- 
ham admitted two to be bad, to wit: the' votes of Bennoni Robio and 
‘Hugh Faric. Your committee, therefore, deem it unnecessary to go 
into an examination of the evidence toughing said votes.' à 

The vote of J. W. Steen is contested upon the ground of.alienage.— 
It is in proof that he was a foreigner by birth. Steen was Produced as 
a witness, and refused to state whether he had ever taken the oath of 
legiance to: the United States, thus raising a strong presumption that 


he had not. Your committee are therefore of opinion that he was not . 


a legal voter. 

The vote of William M. Taylor is next contested, upon the ground: 
infancy. The testimony of Mary Taylor, his mother, Nancy Taylor, 
his sister, and James Taylor, his brother, establish the fact 3 a 
reasonable. doubt that the voter was under twenty-one years of age, at 
the time of the election. The testimony of the family is corroborated 


by that of one Thornton Rucker, who states that he knows the age of 


the voter, from the age of his own son; that his son was twenty years of 
age in November, 1845, and Wm. M. Taylor was born after his son.— 
Your committee, therefore, unhesitatingly pronounce this an illegal 
vote. Ts 


The next vote is that.of John Fippin, contested upon the ground of - 


alienage. He states that he is a foreigner. by birth, was born in Ireland, 
and has never taken the oath of allegiance to the United States. The 
‘illegality of this vote is, therefore, placed beyond a question. 

The next vote is that of Robert D..McDaniel; contested upon the 
ground of non-residence. It appears, from the deposition filed, that the 
voter had been a student, for about three years prior to the election, at 
the University in Boone county—his father living, during that time, in 
the county of Saline; that he came into Saline a few days before the 
election, with the intention of returning to the University to eomplete 
his studies. It further appears, from the evidence, that he was under 
‘the control of his father, and designed returning to Saline after the. 
completion of his studies, and that he became of age about ene month 
prior to the election. "Thé only question ii this case is, whether there 
"was such an abandonment of his domicil as to disqualify him from voting. 
‘Your committee could not concur in opinion in regard: to the legality of 


this vote; they have, therefore, thought proper-to present the facts te 
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the ‘House,-in order that the House may take such action upon it as, in 
their judgment, wev be ‘deemed ‘advisable. AM X 
The next'vote 13 that of John Murphy, contested upon the ground of 

alienage. The only testimony introduced, is that of the voter himself. 
He states that he is a foreigner by birth, came to the United States about 
six years before the last war with Great Britain, took the oath of alle- 
giance in 1812, in Detroit, under Hull’s proclamation, and that he was 
but twenty years of age at the time of taking said oath. - Under the laws 
of the United States, no person can take the oath of allegiance but a 
free white person; and as Murphy was not twenty-one years of age at 
the time, the mast charitable view that your committee can take of the 
case is, that the witness was mistaken in regard to the nature and char- 
acter of the oath; hence, they concur in pronouncing this an illegal 
vote. ` . 3 » B 

The next vote is that of James L. Anderson, contested upon the 
ground of lunacy. "From the record evidence, it appears that a jury 
was empannelled in 1845, under the direction of the. county court of 
Saline county, to determine Whether Anderson was of sound mind and 
capable of taking care of his property; the verdict ofthe jury was, that 
he was of unsound mind and incapable of taking care of his property. 
Notwithstanding this verdict, all the witnesses who deposed, represent 
him as a man of good sense, and as far from being insane as any man 
in the community; his guardian states that he was of sound mind, and 
that he never saw any thing about him indicating insanity. No doubt 
the verdict of the jury. would be conclusive in a matter involving the 
right to property, but your committee cannot so consider it in a ques- 
tion like this, particularly as Mr. Bingham was not a party to the pro- 
ceeding and had no opportunity of examining the witnesses.upon whose. 
testimony the verdict must have been rendered; but, giving the verdict 
all the weight thatit is entitled to, the oral testimony greatly prepon- 
derates in favor of the voter’s sanity. Your committee, therefore, set. 
this down as a good vote. UG - 

The vote of Wilson Dennis is contested en the ground of infancy.. The. 
testimony in this case is somewhat conflicting. - The voter, with other. 
members of his family, whom, it is. fair to presume, had the best means of 
knowing his age, concur in saying that he could not have been twenty-one- 
at the time of the election. This, your committee have set down as an il, . 
legal vote. E " . rA i i : 

The vote of John Davis, is next-contested for the want of sufficient resi-- 
dence. It appears, from the evidence, that Davis moved to Saline county 
after the 61h of May, 1846, and therefore could not have resided in the. 
county three months prior to the election. This is also set down. as a bad: 
vote. | a fed : | 

John L. Larkin's vote is next contested, upon the ground of non.rési« 
dence. It seems that Larkin was a young man, without a family, lived; in; 
Lafayette county, moved into Saline, and made a crop upon a piece of land. 
belonging to him. In the fall of 1845, Larkin, rented his farm, and. moved: 
back to Lafayette county; had not resided in Saline county since the fall. 
of 1845; came iuto Saline, Friday before the election, and.voted for Bing- 
ham. No doubt exists as to the illegality. ef this vote. : 

The next vote is that of Samuel Schuplaeh. This was a rejected vote. 
The voter, who is introduced as a witness, states, that he went, on the day: 
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of the election, to the polls to vote, that he intended to voete'for Sapping- 
ton, that he had a ticket in his hand with Sappington's name upon it; The 
judges refused to receive the vote, telling him that he. had net resided in 
the county three months prior to the election; witness also states that he 
has resided in Saline county about five years, next precediug the election, 
had only been absent, during that time, about ten weeks, went to St. Louis 
on business, with the intention of returning in a short time, but was. de- 
tained there; did not reach home quite three monhts before the election; 
left all his property and effects-in Saline. Your committee are unable to 
discover upon what ground this vote was rejected, there being.no evidence 
of any intention to abandon his residence in Saline. They are, therefore, 
of opinion, that this vote should be counted for Mr. Sappington. 


Mr. Bingham contested the following votes given to Mr. Sappington, 
to wit: Patrick Loftus, John Clarkin, H. G. McGowen, Thomas Haley, 
W m. Pryor, John Buck, A. H. Wilkerson, John Campbell, Jacob Broth- 
ers, Hugh Gallagher, Mr. Low, James Whitall, James Chater, Charles 
James, Thomas Brady and James McKim. ` 

The votes of James Whitall and James Chater were admitted by Mr. 
Seppe to be bad; and that of Law, by Mr. Bingham to be good. 

_ The vote of Patrick Loftus is contested upon the ground of alienage.— 
The deposition in this case is not signed by the witness, as by law required, . 
consequently, your committee had no testimony before them, upon which 
to predicate its illegality. They, thetefore, pronounce it a good vote. 

The vote of Clarkin is contested upon the same ground. He states that 
he is a foreigner by birth, that he was born im Ireland, but has taken the 
oath of allegiance to the United States. "Your committee can see no good 
reason to doubt the legality of this vote. — = on. 

H. G. McCowen’s vote is also contested upon the same ground. There 
is no legal testimony in relation to this vote. The evidence is hearsay and 
consists of the declarations of McCowen. McCowen should have been 
introduced as a witness.’ They do not undertake to account for his. ab- 
sence. ; 

The vote of Thomàs Haley is contésted upon the ground' of non-resi- 
dence. It appears from the testimony, that Haley is a young man, with- 
out family, and going about from place to place to procure work. He 
states himself that he went to one Staples, in Saline, to work, about the 
lith of February, 1846, and that he has always considered Saline county 
his residence since; that he had not been out of Saline since he moved. 
there, more than a week at a time, and then he went to see his father, who _ 
lived in Cooper. Gabriel Haley, the father of Thomas Haley, testifies to - 
the same facts, also that his son- had.not resided with him for two years. 
It is also in evidence that Haley had stated that he considered Cooper 
county his residence. An effort is made to impeach the testimony of Ga- 
briel Haley, the father, some of the witnesses represent liis character for 
truth and veracity as bad, while the others represent itas good. The tes- 
timony in this case is not of the most reliable kind. Yet in the opinion of 
your committee it preponderates in favor. of the legality of the vote, hence 
they set it down as a good vote. 

illiam Pryor's vote is objected to upon the ground of alienage. He 
states that he isa foreigner by birth, but has taken the oath of allegience to 
the United States. This is a legal vote beyond a doubt. 

The vote of Joha Buck is contested upon the ground of non-residence.— 


- 
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The testimony shows that he came into Saline last of March, 1846; goes 
about from place to place to procure work; has no family; has charge of 
two younger brothers; one is going to school in Pettis, the other in Saline. 
He also states although he has no permanent home, yet he considered Saline 
as his residence, for at least three months prior to.the election. In the 
opinion of the committee this was a good vote. ee eee 

The vote of A. H. Wilkinson is contested upon the same ground. The 
voter is introduced as a witness and states that he has considered. Missouri. 
as his residence for the last sixteen years; that about three-years ago ‘last 
September, he went to Virginia on a visit to see his friends, and to transact 
some unsettled business, which he had there, with the expectation 
of returning in the following spring, but that his business kept him 
there about two years. He also states that he never intended, at any 
time, to abandon his residence here, and tbat he left all his property hers. 
He also states that he voted for members of the Legislature, while in Vir- 
ginia. He was requested to vote by a friend at the polis; he replied; he 
was a resident of Missouri and had no right to vote in Virginia. The judge 
told him, that, inasmuch as he owned a tract of land in Virginia, he was 
entitled. to vote, notwithstanding his residence was in another State, and 
he voted accordingly. No principle of law is better settled, than, that a 
temporary residence in another State, cannot divest a person of his char- 
acter, or his rights as a citizen of this State. Thus, in the present case, 
unless Wilkinson went to Virginia with the intention. of.abandoning his 
residence here, and remaining there, he did not divest himself of his right 
to votein this State, or of any other right pertaining to-him as a.citizen of 
this State. He certainly did not acquire a domicil in Virginia, for-ihe 
*domicil is the-habitation fixed in any place, with an intention of always 
staying there." He who stops, even for a long time; in a place for the 
manógement of his affairs, has only a “simple habitation,” but has nö domi- 
icil. Your committee therefore are of opinion that-this is a good vote. 

The next vote contested is that of John Campbell, upon the -ground-of 
non - residence. The testimony in this case is'vagüe and. indefinite. It 
appears that the voter had no fixed place of residence, but was going about 
from place to place to: procure work, sometimes living in Saliné, aiid 
sometimes in Lafayette. He moved into Saline the last time on or about 
the first of July, 1846; prior to that time, he had been living in Lafayette, 
and while there, worked for divers persons. Although the evidence is not 
as conclusive in this case as might be desired, yet it is the opinion of the 
committee that he was not a resident of Saline county three months next 
preceding the. election, and consequently not entitled..to vote in said 
county, eUi os Ta id 

The vote of Jacob Brothers is contested upon the ground of non-resi- 
dence. Brothers came to Saline county about the 15th of April, 1846, in- 
tending to make Saline his residence: went to Callaway, in early part of 
May, to attend to some unfinishéd business, was absent one or two: weeks, 
intended, when he left, to return had a job of work in Saline. The évi- 
dence in this case, shows conclusively that Brothers had a right to vote ' 
in Saline; it is therefore pronounced a good vote. 

Hugh Gallagher's vote is contested upon the ground of alienage. He 
was born in Ireland, came to this country in 1828, and was then between 
seventeen and eighteen years of age. A paper is introduced in evidence, 
purporting to be a certified copy of the declaration of intention, or de- 
claratory iu t is no evidence of the taking of the final oath, nor 
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is the want of such evidence accounted for, —hence a strong presumption 
is raised that he did not take the final oath. Your committee, therefore, 


The vote of Charles James is next contested, charged with being an 
jen. There is no legal testimony relating to this vote, hence it is set 
down as good. l 
Thomas Brady’s vote is next contested, charged with being an alien 


Tm of the opinion that the vote is illegal. 
a 


and non-resident. Brady states himself that he is a foreigner by birth, , 


never took.but one oath, was eighteen or nineteen years of age when he 
came to the United States, and took the oath about six months after he 
came. [tis evident from his own showing, that he was not twenty-one 
years of age when he took the oath. Other circumstances connected with 
this case; show conclusively that the voter had never been natura ized; it 
is, therefore set down as a bad vote. 

The next and last vote is that of John McKim, charged with being an 
alien. The evidence in this case shows that McKim was a foreigner by 
birth, and also that he had been regularly and duly naturalized. The vote 
was unquestionably a good one. 

From the above, it will appear, that in the opinion of your committee, 
constituting a minority of the whole committee, Mr. Bingham received 
nine illegal votes, and Mr. Sappington five illegal votes. From the ab- 
stract of votes on file in the office of the Secretary of State, it will appear 
that Mr. Bingham was declared duly elected by three votes. Deduct the 
three votes last above mentioned, as constituting Bingham’s majority, and 
the illegal votes received by Sappington from the illegal votes received by 
Bingham, and it leaves Sappington with a majority of one vote. Add to 
the vote of Sappington the vote of Schuplack, which in the opinion of 
your committee, was improperly rejected, and Sappington will have a 
majority of two votes. Should the House be of opinion that the vote of 
McDaniel (about which the undersigned could not agree,) was an illegal 
vote, then the majority of Sappington would be three, otlierwise two. 

. Your committee having thus given to the House of Representatives the 
result of their investigation, beg leave to submit the accompanying reso- 
lution, and recommend to the House its adoption.

To the House of Representatives: > 

The undersigned, members of the Committee on Elections; to which 
was referred the despositions and other papers concerning the contested: 
election case from Saline county, wherein Erasmus D. Sappington con- 
tests the seat of George C. Bingham, not being able to embrace the 
conclusions at which the other members of said Committee have arrived, 
beg leave to make the following

REPORT: 


Having given the testimony, and the law applicable thereto, a -fult 
and thorough examination, with the sole view of arriving àt the true 
result of the election, your Committee feel the utmost confidence, that; 
upon a patient review of the same by the House, the principles and 
conclusions embodied in this Report, will, be appoved and ratified.. 
Feeling this assurance, your Committee 'ask attention to an impartial 
“summing up? of aZ the material facts: For, notwithstanding the case 
presents questions of law and fact in great variety, and, occasionally, 
of much difficulty, it is the purpose of the undersigned to submit neither 
partial statements, nor misrepresentations of the testimony—well 
knowing that a full and fair presentation of the whole case, in the few- 
est possible words, is that which this House expects, and has a right:to 
demand. Such a presentation of the case being made, albeit differences: 
of opinion may exist concerning points of’ minor import, we feel the 
highest assurance that we shall be able to commend our general and 
controlling conclusions to the approval of every mind intent upon a fair 
hearing of the testimony. i i 

Without intending to detain the House with an unnecessary state- 
ment of principles of evidence, long established, and essential to a cor- 
rect judgment on the merits of the case, we nevertheless deem if proper 
to say, that, in the examination and decision of the questions presented: 
us, we have been guided by the following, among other general prin- 
ciples, to-wit: i À l 

First—In the examination of the evidence concerning the votes cast 
for Bingham, we have deemed those votes prima facie legal until thé 
contrary was clearly shown by legal proof introduced by Sappington.—— 
Second — Whilst investigating the testimony in regard to the votes cast 


for Sappington, the legality of which was contested by Bingham, we 


likewise deemed those legal until their illegality was made clear and 
manifest by legal proof introduced by Bingham.—Third—Believing that 
the fact of the parties having received the votes created the presump- 
tion that the votes were legal, requiring clear and legal proof to rebut 
that presumption, in all cases, both in regard to the votes given Sap- 
pington, and to those given Bingham, where reasonable doubts existed, 
the votes were decided to be legal.— F’ourth—Therefore, if a vote were 


- 
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cantested, we esteemed it the duty of the party contesting, whether 
Bingham or Sappington, to show by competent evidence that it was a 
bad vote—not believing that it was the duty of the other party to first 
attempt to prove a negative, by first attempting to prove it a good vote. | 
. Guided by these general principles, we entered upon the examina- 
tion. Believing them founded on reason and authority, we commend ~ 
them to the consideration ot the House—trusting, that, in all the stages 
of the investigation which is to follow, recurrence will be had to them. 
Thirty votes was the whole number contested. Of these Sapping- 

. ton contested the legality of fourteen; Bingham the legality of sixteen. 
We ask attention to them all in their order; and, first, of the

. Fourteen of these Mr. Sappington contested, contending that they 
- were illegal the names of the voters being, J. W. Steen, William M. 
Taylor, John Lynch, jr., John Fippin, Benoni Robio, Robert W. Mc- 
Daniel, John Murphy, J. L. Anderson, Hugh Ferie, Wilson Dennis, 
Alex. Reed, John Davis, John L. Tucker, and. Garey McGinnis. Mr. 
Sappington also. claimed the vote of Samuel Schuplach on the ground, 
as stated by himself, that said Schuplach went to the polls to vote for 
him, but was improperly rejected by the judges, and his name not placed 
on the poll books as a rejected voter in pursuance of law. AM 
. In regard to four of the above votes, there was no contest before the 
Committee. Mr. Sappington admitted two of them to be good, namely; 
the votes of John Lynch, jr., and Alex. Reed; and Mr. Bingham admit- 
ted two of them to be bad, namely: the votes of Benoni Robio, and 
Hugh Faric. Hence, we shall not trouble the House with the testi- 
-mony in relation to these votes, but will call attention, first, to the vote 
of 7 
John W. Steen—charged with being an alien. The voter himself 
was produced as a witness, but refused to testify; which fact is claimed 
by the report made in favor of Sappington to this House, as a “strong 
presuption" that the vote was illegal. The voter refusing to give evi- 
dence, previous declarations of his were adduced by another witness, 
to the effect that he was a foreigner by birth; and no proof having been 
given that he had been naturalized, the Committee were unanimously 
of opinion that the vote was bad. | 
. 2. Wm. M. Taylor's is the next vote contested by Sappington—on 
the ground of infancy. Each of the undersigned is of opinion that this 
is a legal vote. And although there is some conflict of testimony, the 
preponderance of evidence, most certainly, is in favor of the legality of 
the vote. There is nothing, which to our minds, does “establish the 
fact," or that comes near establishing it, «beyond a reasonable doubt, 
thatthe voter was under twenty-one years of age, atthe time of the . 
election.? Nevertheless, the other committee believe this fact is thus 
clearly established. What is the evidence? 

Mary Taylor, the mother of the voter, is introduced by Sappington. 
She testifies, in substance, that until within a few days before her 
examination as a witness, she had believed that her son was 21 

_ years of age; that there was a record of the births kept in the family, 
and that according to that record her son William was 21 years old, 
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January 8th, 1846; but that she had lately discovered that the record 
was incorrect; that she was now satisfied he would not be 21 until the 
Sth of January, 1847, that she was brought to this conclusion from com- 
paring his age with the age of her daughter, Martha, next older than 
he; that if he were 21 years old now, there would not be a years differ-. 
ence in theirages, when she knew very well, there was nearly two 
years between them; that her daughter Martha was Lorn on the 10th 
February, 1824. She also testifiies that the births of her children were 
entered upon the record not very long after her children were born. 

Nancy Taylor, sister of the voter, states that her brother William, to 
the best of her recollection, will be 21 years of age in January, 1847, 
that he was borne on the 8th January, 1826. 

Thornton Rucker testifies that W. M. Taylor will not be 21 until 
sometime in the fore part of the year 1847, and that he arrived at this 
conclusion by comparing his age with that of bis own son. : 

This is the amount of the testimony going to show the illegality of the 
vote, and this perhaps might be quite conclusive, establishing the charge 
of infancy “beyond a reasonable doubt,” were it not for one great fact 
—namely, that there.is very strong and conclusive rebutting testimony, 
not one single “item” of which, however, is even alluded to in the re- 
port made in favor of Sappington! What is that testimony; or is it of 
such little force and pertinency that we too should entirely overlook it? 
It is this: 

Robert K. Taylor, a bother of the voter, testifies that the record of 
the births kept in the family, hàd always been considered correct, and 
he never heard it questioned until recently; that to his knowledge it. 
has been kept in the family since 1824, and that he never in his life 
heard its correctness questioned before the late election, that the birth 
of his brother William was entered upon the record within a few weeks 
after he was born, that his father, his mother, ahd two other persons 
were present when the entry was made, that he himself was present; 
that said entry was made either by a Mr. Parker or by a Methodist 
preacher by the name of Hawe; that his father was very particular in 
keeping his papers; that his father moved to this State in December, 
1823; that his sister Martha was.born in February following, (1824,) 
and that his brother William “was born in the forepart of the next year,“ 
(1825;) that the small difference in the ages of his brother William and 
his sister Martha, «was a subject of remark in the family” at the time 
of his brother’s birth; and that the difference between their ages-was 
not quite twelve months, and was less than the difference between the 
ages of the children; that his mother's recollection is somewhat impaired. 
In addition to all this a copy of the family record is produced, and the 
witness swears to its correctness. According to this record, Wm. M. 
Taylor, (the voter,) was born on the 8th of January, 1825. 

James Taylor, also a brother of the voter, states that he had no doubt 
of the correctness of the record until it was recently questioned, and 
that the small difference between the ages of his brother William and 
sister Martha had frequently been a subject of remark in the family. 

Looking over the whole testimony, with the:view to get at the truth, 
is it not pretty clear that Wm. M. Taylor was born, January 8th, 1825? 
What evidence is there indeed to contradict the record? That record, 
for nearly a quarter of a century, nad been regarded as correct by the 
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whole family, and was never questioned untillately. .Is their parol evi- 
dence sufficiently reasonable and distinct to destroy the record, espe- | 
cially in view of the fact that it is the mere recollection of witnesses 
which is.relied upon to contradict? The facts which are mainly relied 
upon to overthrow the record are, first, the impaired recollection of 
Mary Taylor, the mother; and second, her impressions as to the small 
difference between the ages of William and Martha. Concerning these 
points, it is sufficient to to remark, that, by the concurrent testimony 
of all the witnesses, the record was regarded as correct until lately, 
and that the small difference between the ages of those children was not 
only the subject of remark at the time of William's birth, but frequently 
since. Therefore, the only fact relied upon by Mrs. Taylor to justify 
her change of opinion as to William's age and the correctness of the 
record, it is clear to your committee, is a fact which in truth has no 
existence. By the examination of the record it will likewise be seen 
that, there are other children of the family between-whose births there 
is less than a year’s difference. According to that record Virinda S. 
Taylor was born January 4th, 1810, and Nancy H. Taylor, September 
27th, 1811—that John K. Taylor was born June 28th, 1813, and James 
S. Taylor, June 21st, 1814. Your committee are therefore not merel 
of the opinion that this vote is a legal one, but also that Mrs. Mary Tay- 
lor was a great friend to “home industry” and shewed her fazth by her 
works, year after year! i 

Did doubts exist, however, in regard to the legality of the vote, should 
not those doubts be resolved, under the rule laid down in the outset, in 
favor of the legality of the same? 

3. John Fippin. This vote is bad, and so decided by an unanimous 
vote of the committee. 

4. Rob't. W. McDaniel—contested on the ground of non-residence. 
This vote, in committee, was unanimously declared to be legal, as 
the record of the ayes and nays will show. The question of its legali- 
ty being raised, however, constrains the undersigned briefly to state 
the reasons which braught them to the conclusion, (in which they still 
continue, ) that this vote is unquestionable legal. The evidence in the 
case 1s this: . ' 

Reuben E. McDaniel, father of the voter, states that his son, R. W. 
McDaniel, the voter, had been a student at the State University in Boone 
county, for three years previous to the time of his voting; that he con- 
templates returning at the commencement of the next session, that, 
during the three years he had been at the University he had returned 
to his house at the close of each session; that he did not go to Boone 
county “with any view to take up his residence there," that he had 
always made his house in Saline county his home, thathe paid his son's 
board, &c. 

These are the facts; now what is the law? We state it here, once for. 
all, that, in considering this, and other votes, it'may be referred to. 

To acquire residence in Boone, and to forfeit it in Saline, requires 
something more than mere removal to Boone to remain temporarily. 
There must be the animus munendi—the intention to remain there. 
Therefore, in order for young McDaniel to have forfeited residence in 
Saline, it should appear that he went to Boone county with thé intention 
of remaining there. An individual having the right of suffrage in one 
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State or county, does not lose it merely by removal or absence from the 
State or county, but there must be an intention at the time he departs to 
leave permanently, or proof of his permanent location elsewhere. The 
intention is to be ascertained by his declarations and acts. i 

Did McDaniel leave Saline with the intention mentioned? On the con- 
trary is it not clear, aside ffom the father's positive testimony, that the 
very nature of his object for leaving Saline proves the reverse? That 
object—that intention was to obtain an education, not to make a per- 
manent settlement in Boone county. 

5. The next vote is John Murphy's-—charged with being an alien. We 
believe the vote clearly legal. The voter himself is the only witness in 
the case. He swears that he took the oath of allegiance under Hull’s 
proclamation, in the territory of Michigan, in the year 1812; that he lost 
his naturalization papers by the burning of his shop ia St. Charles county ; 
that he served upwards of two years as a soldier in the United States 
service; had been three times honorably discharged from that service; 
that he was in his twentieth year when he joined the army as a volunteer, 
that he is now about fifty-eight years of age, that he came to the United 
States six years before the last war with Great Britain. 

How any one can entertain doubts as to the legality of this vote we 
cannot imagine. The reason stated for such doubts, by the report made 
in favor of Sappington, has no existence in fact. That reason is, that 
Murphy himself on oath states, ‘that he was but twenty years of age at 
the time of taking said oath" of allegiance. From this assumption the 
illegality of the vote is deducted. Upon an examination, and a thorough 
re-examination of the tistimony, vour committee have not merely been 
unable to find such statement but not even any statement from which 
such an inference can be rationally drawn. Murphy joined the army in 
his twentieth year, and took the oath of allegiance under Hull's proclama- 
tion in 1812, but it is no where stated thát he was in his twentieth vear 
when the oath was administered to him. He might bave joined the army 
years before he took the oath, for he was in the United States six years 


. before the war. It is clear to your committee that he was at least twen- 


ty-three years of age at the time he took the oath. He swears that he is 
now about fifty-eight years old, and that he took the oath in 1812,— 
therefore, in 1812 he must have been at least twenty-three years old, oth- 
erwise he is not now fifty-eight. And would he not be more likely to 
know how old heis at this time, than distinctly to recollect facts and 
dates which transpired thirty odd years ago? ‘The vote is unquestiona- 
bly legal. l 

5. J. L. Anderson— voted to be legal by all the committee. 

7. Wilson Dennis—contested on the ground of infancy. . The evidence. 
in this case is very voluminous. Two family records are introduced as 
testimony. Upon the record which appears to be the oldest, and which, 


according to the evidence, is the oldest, the date of Wilson Dennis’ birth ' 


is somewhat indistinct; nevertheless, ia the judgment of all the witnesses 
who testified in regard to this matter, and who had examined said record 
before there was any question raised as to its correctness, the date of his 
birth was November 26, 1824. Evidently, however, as any member of 
this House will see, by examination, an attempt has been made to alter 
the figure four, and it now, by viewing it in certain positions, presents an 
indistinct resemblance of the fiigure five. On the other record, made by 
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the father of Wilson Dennis, about seven years ago, the date of W. Den- 
nis’ birth is November 26, 1825. The other record is the older. 
Mary Dennis, the mother of the voter, says that her son was born No- 


vember 26, 1895; that the last record, made seven years ago, is correct; 


that her husband copied it from thé old- one; that the reason why she 
believed the old record wrong, if it dates Wilson's birth in 1824, was, that 
it would make the difference between the age of Wilson and the age of 
her daughter Malinda, only one year and eight months, whereas she said 
it should be ¿wo years and eight months. There is no dispute about the 
date of Malinda's birth, it being the same on both records, viz. April 18, 
1822. Starting then from this admitted point, there is no difficulty in 
arriving at the true age of Wilson. Now, if the last record bs correct, 
that is, if it be true that Wilson was born November 26, 1825, then the 
reason given by Mary Dennis, and the only reason, for believing her son 
under age, is one which has no existence whatever, and one therefore 
which your committee cannot entertain; because, if the new record be 
correct, and Wilson Dennis was born November 26, 1825, then there 
would be between the ages of Wilson and Malinda, trez years and eight 
months; whereas; regarding the old record as true, and that Wilson was 
born in 1824, we make between his age and the age of Malinda, precisely 
the time the old lady swears to exist, viz. two years and eight months, and 
not, as she understood it, only one year and eight morths! Should not 
this fact settle the whole case? - 

Besides, it is said in the report made in favor of Sappington, that Wilson 
Dennis himself, * the voter, with other members of his family, * * 
éoncur in saving that he could not have been twenty-one at the time of 


‘the election.” Now, we say, with all deference to the opinions of those 


gentlemen, that, were this branch of your committee allowed to manu- 
facture testimony for the occasion, we could state that all the testimony 
was in favor of the legality of the vote; but as we feel it to be our duty 
to confine ourselves to the facts, as they appeared in evidence, we beg 
leave to state that Wilson Dennis, the voter, was not sworn as a witness 
at all, in this or any other case, as the record will show; and that the 
other members of the family, as we understand their testimony, do not 
conceür in saying that he could not have been twenty-one at the last eles- 
tion. What is this testimony? Of the mother's evidence we have spoken, 
but in this connexion ‘will add, that the palpable discrepancies in the testi- 
mony of this witness, the fact that she had repeatedly declared, up to 
within a few days of the time she deposed, that the ola record was correct, 
and that her son was twenty-one years old November 26, 1845; and also, 
that she testified under improper influences, as your committee believe, 
forbid the idea of our giving much credence to her testimony. What do 
the ** other members” of the family say? Simon Dennis, brother of the 
voter, * whom it is fair to presume had the best means of knowing his 
age,” states that he always considered the first record correct, and the 
date as November 26, 1824; that his mother-and all the. family so re- 
garded it until a few days ago. 

David Fyzer says, that on Saturday before the day on which he testi- 
fied, that Mary Dennis, the mother of Wilson, told him that the old re- 
cord was correct; thatit was the one she would swear to, and that at 
that time, upon examining that record, he took the date to be Novem- 
ber 26, 1824. 
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Jane Johnson, an aunt of the voter, states that he was not twenty- 
one years of age at that time; but the facts which induce this conclu- 
sion in her mind, are so vague and uncertain, that her opinion is whol- 
ly insufficient to counterbalance the weight of positive testimony in 
favor of the legality of the vote. 

8. John Davis —contested on the ground of non-residence. All the 
committee concur in making this an illegal vote. ` l ' 

9. John I. Tucker, called in the other report, John I. Larkin. Tuck- 
er's vote was contested on the ground of non-residence. In favor of 
the legality of this vote, we ask an application of the rule of law by 
which the other committee, with two of us, decided in favor of Sap- 
pington, the vote of A. H. Wilkinson. That rule, as laid down in their 
report is, that “no principle of law is better settled, than that a tem. 
porary residence in another State cannot divest a person of his charae- 
ter, or his rights as a citizen of this State.? If there be any reason or 

justice in applying this rule to a resident of a State, there certainly is the 

same in- applying it to a.resident of a county. And, with such a rule 
of law before them, inducing them, and a majority of us, to give Wilkin- 
son's vote to Sappington, it is strange that the other committee did not 
$ee its pertinency whilst investigating the votes of J. L. Tucker and R. 
W. McDaniel. We have assurance that the mere fact that these last 
mentioned votes were given to Bingham, did not preclude, in their 
judgment the propriety of enforcing the rule in those cases, and.that it 
must have been something else other than that circumstance, which 
caused them to.deny to Bingham its benefits!, Certain it is, neverthe- 
less, that applying this rule to the vote under consideration, as well as 
to the vote of young McDaniel, we are bound to decide them both to 
be legal. The facts in regard to the vote of John L. Tucker, are, that 
he lived in Saline county the greater part of the year 1844; that he 
rented a farm there; lived upon it and raised a crop; voted in that 
county during that year; that, as far as could be known, all his pro- 
perty was in Saline; that he had exercised the privileges and perform- 
ed thé duties of a citizen. Beyond doubt, he acquired a residence in 
Saline in 1844. Who can doubt this? The question then is, when, 
where, how did he forfeit that residence? The evidence is, that he is 
a young man, without family; that he left Saline in the fall of 1844; 
that he spent part of his time in Lafayette and partin Ray counties, 
engaged in various kinds of business; and that, in the spring of 1845 
he returned to Saline, bought a farm in that county, built a house 
upon it, enclosed and cultivated a piece of ground during the summer 
of 45; left Saline that fall; rented out his farm; worked from county 
to county, until the summer of 1846—declaring all the while that Sa- 
line county was his residence. Where, then, is the proof that John L. 
Tucker had forfeited his residence in Saline county? = 

We unhesitatingly declare his vote a good one. 

10. Garey McGinnis—charged with being anon-resident; but the 
contrary fonnd by all the committee, and the vote declared legal. 

11. Samuel Schuplach's is the next vote. This is the vote which 
Sappington claims, on the ground that said voter went to -the polls to 
vote for him, but his vote was improperly rejected by the.judges, and 
he asks that it now be counted for him. At the time the yeas and nays 
were called in committee on this vote, five out of the seven voted 
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that it should not be counted. We heard nothing more about the mat- 
ter afterward. But we learn the fact, from the report made in favor 
of Sappington, that one of those who voted with us and Mr. Johnson 
against counting this vote, has changed his position, and now goes for 
counting the vote! 

The voter, Schuplach, is the witness. He states that he went to 
the polls and offered to vote; that the judges read the law to him, and 


aid they did not think he had a right to vote; that he did not show his 


—

ticket, nor did he state to the judges for whom he wished to vote, but 
turned and left the polls. : : — E 

This is not, in legal contemplation, “a rejected vote,” for the reason 

that the name of the voter is not upon the poll-book, and never was, 
and could not be, because the judges had no authority to-put it there 
unless the voter told the name of the person for whom he wished to 
vote. See Revised Statutes, title“ Elections,” sec. 43, p. 452. 
If, however, the judges of the election failed to discharge their du- 
ties, the voter and the candidate have their remedy against them in a 
civil proceeding, amply provided for by law. We are, however, of 
opinion that the judges, on this occasion, could not have acted other- 
wise than they did, —they could not have placed the voter’s name upon 
the poll-books, as a rejected vote, because they could not know for 
whom he intended to vote. | ; 

Moreover, it is clear to your committee that they have no power or 
authority, under the election law of this State, to entertain evidence 
in regard to votes which were never given. Most certainly, the vote 
must be cast, or otherwise we can have nothing to do with it. A con- 
trary course might result in endless frauds upon the ballot- box. 

The committee have no authority to undertake an examination into 
the causes which prevented any candidate from getting a sufficient 
number of votes to elect him. They consider that itis only required 
of them to ascertain who had the greatest number of legal votes actual- 
ly given at the election." This principal was fully endorsed in the 
twenty-ninth Congress,'first session, in the contested election’ case, 
Biddle and Richard vs. Wing. See Contested Elections, pp. 506-7. 

Beyond doubt, this vote should not have been counted. "The next

. VOTES GIVEN FOR SAPPINGTON. 


Of the votes cast for Sappington, sixteen are contested by Bingham, . 
as follows: Patrick Loftus, John Clarkin, H. G. McCowan, Thomas 
Haley, William Pryer, John Buck, A. H. Wilkinson, John' Campbell, 
Love, James Whitall, James 
Chater, Charles James, Thomas Brady, and James McKim. Two of 
these voters, (James Whitall and James Chater,) are admitted by Sap- 
pington to be illegal, and the vote of Love, by Bingham, to be legal. 

1. Patrick Loftus’ is contested on the ground of alienage. The voter 
himself was a witness, and was twice sworn. He was-first sworn on 
the part of Bingham, but after testifying, refused to sign his deposi- 
tion-—being persuaded to refuse by one of the justices (James Staples) 
and Sappington's attorney! This deposition, not being signed as re- 
quired by law, was not considered evidence by the committee. 
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Now if, in the case of J. W. Steen, who voted for Bingham; his refusal 
to answer questions concerning his own vote, raise “a strong presump- 
tion“ against the legality thereof, (and we too beleave it does,) what sort 
of presumption arises in this case, where the voter, after having testified, 
refused to sign his own deposition! Ought not the rule to work both 
Ways. ! 

After Loftus refused to sign his deposition, containing evidence about his 
own vote, in answer to questions by Bingham, he waa then sworn as a 
witness on behalf of Sappington, and testified; which deposition he had 
the kindness and pleasure to sign! 

There was no question of the admissibility of this deposition. In this h 
states that his vote was contested by Bingham, on the ground that he was 
an alien, and produced a paper, marked A, to designate it, which he states, 
is a correct copy of his naturalization papers. "This paper can be seen by 
the House among tlie depositions. It purports to have been signed as fol- 
lows: “Thomas D. Smith, for the Prothonatory,” and to have been authen- 
ticated in the Court of Common Pleas, Philadelphia. "This paper also sets 
out that it was proven by one Dominick Hope, that Patrick Loftus, a na- 
tive of Great Britain, had resided for five years in the United States, &«. 

The paper itself is evidently a forgery, and was so considered in commit- 
tee: Ist, Because but one witness was sworn, and the law requires at 
least two. 2d, Because il isnot signed by the clerk, but by a very common 
name, “Thomas D. Smith, for the Prothonatory.“ 

Nevertheless, the paper states that Patrick Loftus is a native of Great 
Britain, and Lóftus himself says in his deposition that he is the Loftus spo- 
ken of in the paper. Now, the committee, including the undersigned, de- 
cided this to be a legal vote, for the simple and only reason that we had no 
evidence before us that the voter was a foreigner by birth; aud that, this 
fact not appearing, it mattered not whether the paper was a forgery or 
not. 

The fact that the paper contained evidence of his having been born in a 
foreigu country, entirely.escaped the notice of the whole committee; other- 
wise there would inevitably have followed a direct vote upon the gezuine- 
ness and sufficiency of his naturalization papers, a copy of which was pre- 
sented. | kd 

The undersigned being of opinion that they should present in this re- 
port to the House, as well the conclusions, as the reasons for them, at which 
the committee had arrived, when the case was closed, have made this state- 
ment touching this vote—not intending, however, now or hereafter, to 
move to re-consider any action which was had on that occasion. 

2. John Clarkin—contested on the ground of alienage. The voter is 
the only witness. He states that he was born in lreland, that he had ta- 
ken the oath of allegiance; that he had not in his possession his naturaliza- 
tion papers, but had written to Charleston for them, and expected them 
every day. >œ : 

This vote is illegal in the judgment of your committee. The fact of 
naturalization is a matter of record; and we are clearly of opinion that 
either the record itself, or an authenticated copy of it should be produced. 
Naturalization papers are copies of the record, and, in order so show that. 
a person, who is an alien by birth, is a citizen of the United States, the pa- 
pers should be produced, or else their -loss or absence satisfactorily ac- 
counted for. Why should parol testimony be admitted in these cases, to 
prove a fact which isa matter of record?) Why have a record at all?. 
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3. H. G. MeCowan--charged with being an alien. The voter himself 
is not produced, nor is his absence accounted for. Declarations of his, 
made previous to the election, constitute the evidence. Taylor and Switz- 
ler are satisfied that the vote is legal—Bruadhead that it is illegal. 

4. Thomas Haley—-charged with being a non-resident. This vote was 
decided illegal by Taylor, Broadhead, Huston and Switzler. The testi- 
money in this case, excepting that given by the voter himself, and his 
father, Gabriel Haley, goes clearly to show that the voter was not a resi- 
dent of Saline county three month next, preceding the election, and that 
indeed his residence was in the county of Cooper, at his father's. The 
voter himself, previous to the election, stated repeatedly that his home 
was in Cooper county, as will appear by the depositions of Peyton W. 
Nowland and Thomas McMahan. Cooper and Saline, although in the 
same military district, are not in the same military division. It is in evi- 
dance, that the voter, about the 30th of May, went to the place of mus- 
tering, across the Lamine, in Cooper county, and claimed his right, as a 
resident of Cooper, subject to military duty in that c 'unty, to cross the La- 
mine in the ferry boat, free of charge. About the time mentioned, a pa- 
rade was held across the Lam' ne from where Haley lived, and it was to 
attend this militia parade, that Haley, claiming to belong to the Cooper 
militia, urged his right to cross over free of ferriage, and accordingly did 
cross. Therefore, if we are to believe the voter himself, he is a resident 
of Cooper county, and his vote illegal. = 

Gabriel Haley, however, the father of the voter, states that his son did 
notreside in Cooper. Phe veracity of this witness „is impeached by the 
positive testimony of six others, most of whom state that they know him 
well, and would not believe him on oath. To rebut their testimony, three 
others ars introduced by Sappington; one of whom, it is true, says he has 
known Gabriel Haley for thirty-five years; all of whom say that they never 
heard his veracity impeached, but all of them, neverthless, concur in say; 
ing they never heard his character in this particular, discussed; that they 
never heard any thing about it. And yet two of the committee who have 
reported in favor of Sappington, say that the evidence “preponderates in 
favor of the legality of the vote“ — “that an effort was made to impeach the 
testimony of Gabriel Haley,” thus intimating that the “effort”? was unsuc- 
cessful ! . 

Should that period ever arrive when we can admit, in violation of every 
rule of reason and law, the negative testimony of three witnesses is stron- 
ger, and more to be considered, than the positive testimony of six, then we 
will be prepared to allow the force of such a conclusion. 

5. Wm. Pryor's vote was contested on the ground of alienage. The 
voteris the witness, and it is in evidence that he was a native of Ireland, 
and that he had been naturalized, as willappear—to use the language of 
his testimony—by these papers. It seems that papers, purporting to be 
those of naturalization, were presented to the justices, before whom the 
depositions were taken, but neither those papers, nor a copy of them, were 
hefore the Committee. Nevertheless, Taylor and Broadhead decided this 
vote to be legal —Switzler, that it is illegal. 

6. John Buck—on the ground of non- residence. Your Committee, with 
the exception of Broadhead, believe this to be an illegal vote. ; 

7. A. H. Wilkerson—charged with being a non-resident. Taylor and , 
Switzler believe this a legal vote, Broadhead that it is illegal. : 

8. John Campbell—contested on the ground of non-residence. The 
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whole committee were unanimous in deciding this vote to be illegal. 

9. Jacob Brothers—non-residence. The committee were also unani- 
mous in deciding this a legal vote. 

10. Hugh Gallagher—alienage. Unanimously declared to be illegal. 

11. Charles James—alienage. All decide his vote to be legal. 

12. Thomas Brady—alienage and non-residence. This vote declared 
illegal by all. : 

13. John McKim--al'enage. Unanimously declared a legal vote. 

Thus endeth the votes and evidence. It will be seen, by a recapitulation 
of the decisions made by your committee, that we have decided that Bing- 
ham received the largest numberof Jegal votes at the late election in Saline 
county. A majority of us decide that, at that election, Bingham received 
five illegal votes, and Sappingtoneight. Bingham, according to the returns 
in the ecretary's office, having received a majority of three, is, in the 
opinion of a majority of your committee, justly entitled to have added to 
that number three votes, making his total majority six. 

In conclusion, your committee would remark, that at the close of the ex- 
amination of testimony, and upon the votes being cast up, a majority of 
the whole committee had decided that Bingham was elected. At the next 
meeting, however, held on the 4th December, Mr. Huston, whose decis- 
ions had elected Bingham by one vote, moved a reconsideration in regard 
to the case of Wilson Dennis, and changed his vote—deciding finally that 
the vote of Dennis was illegal. This vote was cast for Bingham. The 
committee then stood: Bay and Gardenhire that Sappington was elected; 
Johnson and Huston that it was a tie; and Broadhead, Taylor, and Switz- 
ler that Bingham was elected. After much consultation, and severa! pro- 
positions, it was agreed and distinctly understood that the committee 
would report to the House as above—two in favor of Sappington, two that 
it was a tie, and three in favor of Bingham. With this understanding, the 
committee adjourned, and have not been in session since. lt seems, how- 
ever, that tree have reported in favor of Sappington and one that it was a 
tie. - 

. What were the reasons inducing Mr. Huston to change his opinion, af- 
ter the committee adjourned, in regard to a second vote, are unknown to 
us. | TN 
Superadded to the facts set out in this report, there are three others 
which will occur to the House: namely, first, that at one time a majority 
of the committee had decided that Bingham was elected; secondly, that at 
no time have a majority decided that Sappington was elected; and, thirdly, 
that a majority have reported to this House, that Sappington was not elec- 
ted. The undersigned, three of the committee, report in favor of Bing- 
ham, and Mr. Johnson reports that Sappington was not elected, nor Bing- 
ham either, but that it was a tie. 

Your committee recommend the adoption of the following resolution by 
the House, and beg to be discharged from further consideration of the sub- 
ject. : 
Resolved, That George C. Birgham is entitled to a seat in this House, 
as the Representative from the county of Saline.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE MILITIA. 


Your committee have had under consideration that part of the Gov- 
ernor's message which recommends a chaneg in our militia system, and 
‘beg leave to report the accompanying bill. i 

This bill proposes to do away with compulsion in the performance of 
military duty, and makes the service depend upon the voluntary action 
of the citizens. Our country is not likely ever to engage in an unjust — 
war, and ina just war we are satisfied that Missouri will always be able 
to raise as many volunteers as the service may require. Yet, in case 
of war, ifisurrection, or invasion, the commander-in-chief is authorized 
ts organize the militia for the occasion. i

To raise a fund to encourage the organization of a sufficient number 
of volunteer companies, it is proposed to collect, from those who prefer 
being exempt from the performance of military duty, a commutation 
fee, which, at the lowest calculation, will not exceed one-half of the 
amount which every man loses by attending the regular musters, to say 
nothing of the fines and costs for delinquencies, and the loss of time in 
attending courts of assessment. The bill proposes to assess and collect 
this fee in a simple manner, ànd to pay it over as other State revenue 
is paid over. | i . 

As a further encouragement to volunteers, the bill proposes to ex- 
- empt them from service in time of peace, after a certain number of 
years. | 

A good band of musicians is known to be the life and soul of a mili- 
tary corps. This bill proposes a system by which it is believed a good 
band will be organized and instructed in every town, village and pre- 
cinct neighborhood, in the course of time. "f'his band will be useful, 
not only to the military corps, but also to all publie occasions, such as 
celebrations of important events, and other matters. It may be added, 
too, that the cultivation of music is calculated to improve and elevate 
the character of a people, as well as the cultivation of other sciences. 
This, for the present, is the most operative part of the system proposed, 
but the expenses are to be paid by the funds raised under the system 
d as well as all other expenses connected with provisions of the 

ill. 

It is believed that the system which this bill proposes will save to the 
mass of the people one-half of the expense and most of the trouble now 
attending our present system, after fixing the commutation fee at one 
dollar. This fee should be high enough to give sufficient encourage- 
ment and support to the volunteer corps, and not so low as to induce 
every man to retire from the service in time of peace. It is proposed 
by the bill that any surplus of the military fund may be taken as 2 loan 
by the State at six per cent., if needed, for ordinary revenue purposes, 
to be returned in good faith, if the fund should becóme large enough, to 
establish or encourage a school for imparting military instruction. 

The main provisions of the bill are to go into operation on the first 
day of November, when the musters for the year will be over; but the 
last four or five sections provide the manner in which persons may be 
exempted from the performance of military duty during the present 
year, if they choose, and the manner of assessing and collecting the 
commutation fee, &c., and those sections are to go into operation from 
the passage of the bill. 

As much of of the old law as is necessary to carry out the system 
proposed, is retained. The section exempting many public officers and 
persons in profitable employments from performing military duty is re- 
pealed. One man is as much bound to perform military duty as anoth- 
er, and under the system proposed, the public officer and the man pro- 
fitably engaged can afford to pay his commutation fee, if he cannot join 
a volunteer company, as well as the man who holds no office, or the one 
less profitably employed. 

Your committee does not pretend that they have perfected the sys- 
tem. This work they leave for time and experience to perform; buf 
they believe that much expense and trouble and loss of time will be 
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saved to the people, and that a much more efficient and valuable force 
will be created for the service of the State in case of war, insurrection 
or Invasion, than under the present militia system. They would, there- 
fore, recommend the passage of ‘the bill. “2 
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| REPORT OF THE SELECT COMMITTEE 


To whom was referred the duty of Investigating certain Charges 
against the Representative from Dade County. 


Mr. SPEAKER: 


The uniersigned, the select committee to whom was referred, by 
resolution of the House, the duty of investigating certain charges 
against the representative from Dade county, have had the matter 
committed to them under consideration, and beg leave to submit the 
following 


REPORT. 


In accordance with the resolution under which your committee was 
constituted and have acted, they have called before them and have 
examined, fully and carefully, all the witnesses having any knowledge- 
of the facts, necessary or material for your committee to know, in 
order to discharge the duty assigned them, with proper intellegence. 
It appears from the facts of this case, as they were established in 
testimony before your committee, that on or about the 24th December 
last, the member from Dade, having fallen casually in company with 
several of the witnesses who appeared and made their.statements be- 
fore your committee, and who are also members of this House, began 
speaking very freely, and in boastful terms of certain improper and 
indecent liberties which he had just been taking, in the public streets 
of this city, with the person of a female, whose name, for any purpose 
connected with this investigation, need not be mentioned. Some one, 
or perhaps more, of the witnesses who made statements before your 
committee, incredulous and surprised at any such ridiculous state- 
ment, had no hesitation in expressing their doubts of its truth. Where- 
upon, the member from Dade, asserverating the truth of his assertions, 
in the most positive, though very far from the most refined manner, 
offered to repeat his indecorous conduct towards the same female, and 
in the same public manner, in order, it would seem, to rémove in the 
surest way possible the doubts and incredulity of those to whom he 
was addressing himself. Acting promptly and spontaneously upon his 
own suggestion, he very quickly parted company with those who made 
Statements before your committee, in order, as the event proved, to 
encounter again the female, whom, from his own statement, he had 
already insulted in the most outrageous manner possible, and whom he 
had just boasted that he could and would insult and outrage again. 
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‘Encountering the lädy a short distance off, he threw himself directly 
in her way, despite her obvious effort to avoid him, and, though not in 
the immediate presence, yet plainly in the sight of those members who 
stated these facts to your. committee, and, offered, or rather forced upon 
her, an indignity and insult, which for regard for common decency 


even precludes your committee from mentioning more particularly. It 


is sufficient to say, that it was an insult and an outrage similar to the 


one he had just boasted of having inflicted upon the same female, and 


which was not only inexpressibly shocking to“ all womanly, delicacy, 
but scandalous, also, in the last degree, to public decency. —— . -~ 

Your committee are not satisfied, from any thing detailed in the 
statements which were made before them, that the member‘from Dade 
is even entitled to the feeble extenuation for‘his conduct, which might 
arise in the estimation of the greatly charitable, out of ‘the fact of his 
complete or partial intoxication at the time._ 7 

On his first joining the party of nrembers who' appearéd before your 
committee, he exhibited some indications of unusual excitement or ex- 
hiliration; very shortly afterwards, however; when seen by the same 
persons, or some of them, in the room of a member,; he manifested no 
symptom of intoxication, of even of undue excitement. Nor did he 
exhibit, so far as any one of the witnesses could detect, the slightest 
symptoms of shame or compunction for the outrageous conduct of 
which he had just been guilty. ME" 

The female thus outraged and insulted by the member from Dade, is, 
so far as your committee could learn from the best sources of informa 
tion within their power, a woman of entire respacthbility of character 
and propriety of deportment. * 

The foregoing, it is belived by the undesigned, is a substantial and 
fair statement of the facts connected with this case, as they appeared 
in evidence before your committee. Upon this state of facts, and à 
case thus made out, your committee feel themselves not only authoriz- 
ed, but required, by intendment of the resolutions under which they 
were constituted and have acted, to give expression to their views and 
opinions, both as to the grade of the offence which has been committed 
and the action which it becomes the House to adopt in reference to the 


member in question. - 


As to the grade of the offence, your committee feel persuaded that there 
can be but one opinion among all those who respect the conventional 
proprieties of civilized and refined society, and are the sincere lovers 
of public decorum, public morals, and public decency. And that opin- 
ion is, that the conduct of the member from Dade presents the most 
flagrant violation of all these, which abandoned and unscrupulotis wan- 
tonness can prompt any man to commit. The protection of public 
morals and publie decency, and ‘the prompt vindication of both froin 
insult and outrage, is the high and bounden duty of every well dispos- 
ed member of society, and the security end protection of the weaker 
sex especially, has grown into an obligation more saéred thàn duty 
itself; it has become a privilege sacred to the honor and chivalry of 
every manly heart. He who violates any rule of well regulated 86cié- 
ty, then, and especially he who outrages those plain proprieties of con- 
duct, which even the lowest grades of civilization respect and regard, 
in the defenceless person of woman, commits an offence of the very 
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- - -highest grade and of the most damning hue, against all that. society 
holds most sacred and inviolate. And such, the undersigned most un- 
hesitatingly regard and pronounce the offence committed by the mem- 
ber from Dade. , e 

As to the action which it is proper and becoming that the House 
should take in the premises, under all the facts and circumstances of 
this case, the undersigned suppose that in this, also, there can be but 
one opinion and one sentiment, "The action, and the only action, in the 
premises, on the part of the House, which recommends itself to the 

approval of the undersigned, is the immediate and unconditional expul- 
sion of the member from Dade from his seat upon this floor. 

In support of this opinion, on the part of your committee, they be 
leave to submit some considerations. And they would ask, in the first 
place, of those who disagree with them in opinion, if society at Jarge 
reserves to itself, and: claims as an inherent and inalienable right, 
which it not unfrequently exercises, too, the power and the prerogative 
to, protect itself, and defend its invaluable and sacred interests, in 
those extreme cases where the strong arm of the law itself is powerless 
for defence or adequate redress. Why should not a grave, dignified, 
and important public body claim and exercise the same necessary and 

` imprescriptable right? This House, as a body, representing in part the 
sovereign people of the State, has rights and privileges to protect and 
guard, which are as saered and inviolable as any of the dearest inter- 
ests of society; and, if the constitution had failed to confer-upon it ex- 
pressly the right of self-protection, by giving it the power of expulsion, 
they must have deriygd it from rational intendment and inference, or 
else the legislative department of the government, the most important, 
as it is the most direct exponent of popular sovreignty, of all others, 
would be liable continually to sink into disgrace, and become the meri- 
ted object of public contempt and exetration. Deny to this House 
the right of expulsion for those offences which render men infamous in 
society, and what safeguard is left for the protection of its dignity, its 
character, and its claims to respect, if forsooth, these be objects wor- 
thy any high regard? The answer is, emphatically, nere wil? be none. 

The man who may have violated —yea, more, may have outraged all 
that conventional usage and common understanding have rendered most 
sacred in the estimation of society, and driven with scorn and detesta- 
tion from its bosom, with the scowl of its contempt and the hiss of its 
execration, pursuing him to the very door of the capitol, he must never- 
theless be allowed to enter this hall as the prer of every man upon this 
floor! Such a conclusion is too feebly characterized by calling it mere- - 
ly absurd! It is dangerously fallacious, absolutely monstrous! The 
considerate respect and ready obedience which is yielded. to the laws 
af the land, must depend, in some measure at least, on the degree of the 
respectful regard which the public entertain towards the legislative de- 
partment of the government. If this department should, by reason of 
its failing to exercise, upon all proper occasions, its constitutional.right 
to expel, grow into, public disrespect and. contempt, it thereby impairs, 
by its own deliberate act and choice, at least, the moral force and ob- 
Jigation of all its enactments. And your committee are fully impréssed- 
with the belief that no mode whereby a public body like this could be 
brought into disgrace and obloquy, would be more speedy or inevitable 
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in its results, than the reception still, upon grounds impliedly at least 
of good-fellowship and equal right, of men upon whom society has just- 
ly placed the seal of its lasting reprobation. Such a course would 
place this House, or any other numerous public body, in the attitude, 
(to borrow an apt illustration from criminal jurisprudence) of aecessa- 
ries after the fact; and render them justly cliargeable, in public judg- 
ment, with a degree of the guilt which attached to the principal of- 
— "fender. RV 
Besides all this, it may with propriety be asked, who, upon this floor, 
would, or could meet, as a peer—as a man entitled to a voice as poten- 
tial in this hall as his own, and presenting the same claims to respectful 
consideration in all the deliberations,of this house— the member whom 
society had expelled as unfit for its privileges, and whom he himself 
would not recognize, beyond the sphere of the coercive rules of this 
House? In view of considerations like these, which might be extende: 
ed to very great length, and urged appropriately upon the attention of 
the House, your committee have no difficulty in arriving at the conclu- 
sion that the power of expulsion, conferred by the constitution upon 
both branches of the General Assembly,. was intended by the framers 
of the organic law to be a conservative power, the exercise of which 
should be limited only by a sound discretion, as no limitation, except 
requiring the concurrence of two-thirds to expel a member, is express- 
ed. in the constitution. The view advanced by some, that the constitu- 
tional exercise of this power is limited to contempts and offences com- 
mitted within the actual presence of the House, is, in the judgment of, 
your committee, both fallacious and dangerous. Fallacous, because, 
first, the constitution itself expresses or prescribes no such limitationz. 
and, secondly, because the argument in support of this view is plainly 
susceptible of the legitimate mode of refutation which logicians call the 
“reductio ad absurdum." It is dangerous, because it avowedly de- 
prives this House, and indeed the whole legislative department, of the 
means, if not the right, to defend and vindicate its dignity and its.char- 
acter, from insults and injuries which may be, and frequently are, greater 
than any injuries which can result from the highest contempts and 
breaches of privilege. It is further dangerous, because of its tendency 
to rob virtue and well-doing of their exclusive rewards, and throw.the 
mantle of shelter and protection about the character of infamy and vice. 
Society, in vindication of its most cherished and sacred canons of faith 
and practice, from insult and outrage, may expel a man with ignominy: 
from its privileges and its social rights; and yet this House, it is gravely 
contended, must of necessity receive and shelter the wretch-who is coy- 
ered with-the execrations of all good men, because, forsooth, it has no- 
constitutional power to defend or protect itself! The deplorable con- 
sequences of such a construction of the constitutional right to expel, 
are abundantly sufficient, in the estimation of your committee, that it 
is erroneous in the extreme, and should have no authority or sanction 
conferred upon it by the deliberate action of this House. 

Your committee beg leave, in conclusion of what they have to say, 
touching in. general and the great principle involved in this case, 
merely to reiterate with more emphasis, what they have already declared 
to be their construction of t.e constitutional right of either branch of 
the General Assembly to expel They holdit to bea great and nec- 
essary conservative right, subject to no limitation in its exercise, except 
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the, salutary restraints of sound discretion and enlightened conscience. 
And they hold- further, that it is not only the right and privilege of either 
branch of the General Assembly, but its bounden duty, to exercise this - 
constitutional power, whenever it becomes necessary for its protection 
and the vindication of its dignity and character. i 

Applying these general principles, which your committee believe to 
be.incontrovertibly correct, to the facts conneeted.with the case of the 
member from Dade, your committee have no hesitation or difficulty in re- 
cómmending the adoption of the resolution which concludes this report. 
They believe that the conduct of the member from Dade, in the matter 
Submitted to your committee for investigation, is indefensible, inexcus- 
able, and infamous, without any circumstance in mitigation or extenua- 
tion of its enormity. And as by universal opinion he has renderedhim- 
self unfit to be recognized in ány-well regulated society, so your com- 
mittee regard him as equally unfit for the privileges of membership up- 
on this-floor. 

In conclusion, your committee willobserve that, in obedience to a re- 
quirement of the resolusions under which they were constituted and 
liave.acted, they have adopted the best means in their power to give 
the member.from Dade notice of their appointment and their functions, 
and to allow him an apportunity of appearing before them, and submit- 
ting.any defence for his conduct which he might have it in his power 
to make. The member having left his seat in this house, written notice 
was made out by the chairman of the committee, and placed in the 
hands of the Sergeant-at-Arms of this House, with instructions to serve 
it upon the member from Dade, if by any possibility he could be found. 
No service of notice, however, has been obtained; and your committee 
can only construe the agence of the member from Dade, from the Ca- 
pitol, at a time when he must have known this investigation would take 
place, in the manner most unfavorable to the defensibility or extenua- 
tion of his conduct. They believe that conscience, though tardy in her 
awakening, is at last aroused, and is plying her scorpion lash to punish 
the. offender's wrong; and that a sense of guilt, which admits of nd de- 
fence or-extenuation, prevents the member from Dade from meeting his 
accásers and his peers in judgment, face to face. i 

Vour committee, therefore, recommend to the House, the adoption 
of the following resolution: - ; 

Resolved, That B. F. Walker, representative elect from the county 
of Dade, be and is hereby expelled during the remainder of the present 
session of the General Assembly of the State of Missouri, from, and 
deprived of all right to claim his seat upon the floor of this House, for 
gonduct which has rendered him infamous, and unfit to associate with 
gentlemen, and represent a decent constituency. -

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A MEMORIAL to the General Assembly, from the Commitlee ap- 
pointed for that purpose, by the Internal improvement Conven- 
tion, held at Springfield, Missouri, in October, 1846. 


To the Honorable the General Assembly of the State af Missouri: 


The undersigned committee, appointed by the convention held at Spring- 
field, on the 22d of October last, to make a statistical report on the subject 
of internal improvements, and to forward the same to the members of the 
Legislature from the southwest, beg leave to state that they have not yet 
been able to collect such desired information as fully as they deem centem- 
plated by the resolution—owing to other necessary engagements and un- 
controllable causes. "They, however, cannot willingly disregard the ex- 
pressed wish of so large and respectable a convention, assembled as it was 
with the patriotic view of giving an impetus to great and important inter- 
ests of the State; expressing, too, on the subject of internal improvements, 
the lively and almost undivided sentiments of the people of the southwes- 
tern portion of the State; and.we therefore, most respectfully submit the 
following facts and suggestions, for the consideration of the honorable. 
members designated in the resolutions of our appointment. 

The undersigned most heartily concur in the sentiments set forth in the. 
very able and patriotic preamble and resolutions adopted by that conven- 
tion; and, in their opinion, no reflecting man will denv, that the State is in 
duty bound to provide for the general welfare, to promote the interests 
and well being of all its parts, uninfluenced by sectional feeling. 

To facilitate trade between different places, to render the conveyance of 
products and merchandize less expensive and more certain, so as to give 
to the producer and trader the choice of different markets, enabling them, 
to bring ia return the conveniences, the necessaries, and even the luxuries. 
of life, from other countries, thereby promoting the wealth and happiness. 
of the community, is an obligation based in the social compact, which pub- 
lic authority cannot willfully disregard, without treading in the dust the 
first foundations of political ‘organization. No, at least, thought the foun- 
ders of our constitution, when they engrafted in that instrument, the 
clause declaring that internal improvements should forever be encouraged 
in this State—a clause then deemed a star in our organic laws, foreboding 
much.good to the future; and we hope its light is not less cheering now, 


than it was a quarter of a century ago, for'surely the State is not receding - 


from its first steps towards political perfection. 

Nowvithstanding it was an object of the Springfield convention to en- 
deavor, to awaken a spirit of enquiry, and an interest on the subject of in- 
ternal improvements throughout the State, yet, as the convention assem- 
bled from its southwestern portion, this committee presume they will not 
be considered Sectional in their remarks, hy confining them principally to 
the objects of improvement within this region. 

In compliance with that portion of the constitution which enjoins upon 
the General Assembly, to make provision by law, for ascertaining the most 
proper objects of improvement, several important surveys have been made; 
and, that the Osage river is the first and most proper object of improve- 
ment, within the express meaning of the constitution, we presume there is. 
no diversity of opinion. M 
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In the year 1840, a scientific survey of this river was made, from its 
mouth to the town of Osceola, under the direction of the then existing 
board of internal improvement, with a view to its being made navigable. 
Perhaps no river is more susceptable of easy improvement, or will afford 
greater advantages, when improved, than thisstream. It consists of a suc- 
cession of pools, averaging, as far as surveyed, 23-7 miles in length, and 
from 5 to 20 feet in depth at low water—resembling a chain of beautiful 
lakes of unobstructed navigation, as far as relates to them—and, these pools 
are separated by gravelly shoals. which constitute the principle obstruc- 
tion to steamboat navigation, as snags are by no means numerous, owing | 
to the great stability of the banks, and the very little sand in which to em-, 
bed themselves. ‘The extent of the river, following its meanderings, so far 
as surveyed, is 229 miles, the number of shoals in this distance being only 
98, and-the average fall in the river barely 83 inches per mile, while the 
maximum range of the river, from high to low water, is about 27 feet; 
thus showing its extreme gentleness and susceptibility of easy improve- 
ment. " 

Mr. Morell, tlie engineer, who surveyed the river, presented in his re- 
port his plan for improving it, which, he thinks, would make it navigable 
for a considerable portion ofthe year—estimating the cost of improvement, 
‘as far a surveyed, to about $200,000. - The unsurveyed portion of the riy- 
er, from the town of Osceola to the State line, is also, doubtless, suscepta- 

ble of being made navigable for steamboats, as they have already ascended 
as high up as the Old Harmony Mission, in Bates county. The district of 
country above the junction of Sac river, is of a very level character; and 
though the volume of' water in the main Osage becomes much less, the 
stream becomes narrower, while the banks retain their usual height, and 
it still remains sufficiently wide for navigable purposes. : 

The extent of territory which would be directly benefitted by the im- 
provement of this river, comprises about one-fourth of the State; and the 
engineer, in his report, estimates the pecuniary advantages, in a commer- 
cial view alone, aising irom the lessened expense of shipping produce from 
the country and merchandize in return, which would accrue to the people 
thus directly interested, by means of this navigation, at $229,563 annually. 
This calculation was made in 1840, and taking it as a correct standard, 
and considering at the same time the increase in population, in agricultural 
produets, and the consumption of imported merchandize, we are induced 
to believe that those advantages would now be at least a half million an- 
nually, while the costs of constructing the works would be considerably 
less, on account of the aceumulation of labor and depreciation in its price 
since that time. - 

To accomplish that by the joint efferts and combined strength of the 
whole, which individuals cannot singly perform, stands conspicuous among 
the primary objects for constituting government.--The improvement of 
this river should not be left to individual enterprize alone. Policy de- 
mands that it should be performed by the strongarm of the State. Nature 
has opened this noble channel into a region whére she has planted her re- 
sources, various and unbounded. Individual enterprize will develope the 
latter, whenever the State shall overcome the obstructions of the former; 
and it is by such works as these, that a State accomplishes the high pur- 
poses of her destination—instils a universal love of country, because indi- 

_ vidual perfection is thereby enhanced, and eiects the monuments of her 
own durability and glory. E 
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But the pecuniary profits, as above stated, are but few of the advantages 
which would accrue from the desired works of improvement. They would 
cause a development of cur natural resources; and stores of native wealth 
have been scattered throughout this region, by the hand of Providence, 
with much profusion. The soil, whether of prairie.or timber, upland or 
bottoms, is generally fertile. The streams, whether -tributaries of the 
Osage, South Grand, or of White river, all afford excellent water-power, 
offering great manufacturing advantages, while in the immediate neighbor- 
hood of many of these natural sites, iron ore offine quality abound in abun- 
dance. Localities of lead, too, are extensive; coal, in many parts, is inex- 
haustible, and specimens of copper ore have been obtained from several lo- 
calities, ranging from the.north side of the Osage to the borders of White. 
river, and itis not improbable that these localities may be developed, and, 
at some future time, become as celebrated as the mines of Cornwall., 

Strong inducements, too, are held out to the agriculturist; though our 
winters are mild, the various grasses flourish as finely as in higher and 
more northern latitudes, and no country is better adapted to the growth of 
the various grains, as well as of hemp and tobaeco. 

We have thus hastily glanced at some of the natural resources of this re- 
gion, because we are aware that the necessity and value of internal im- 
provements are much dependant upon them. Yet, with all these natural 
blessings, the people are not sufficiently prosperous. No people ever did or 
ever can prosper, who have not the facilities of trade—of exchanging their 
commodities with other people and other countries. The expense and 
trouble of transporting the surplas produce to market, chills the nerves of 
industry, and men of enterprize and capital are averse to locating in a coun- 
try deprived of navigation or other means of circulating trade. 

Let the State, then, awaken to these considerations, and give us these 
facilities, and a great change will be felt in southwest Missouri. No mat- 
ter in what point of view this subject is examined, the State must re- 
ceive great advantages from making these works of improvement. They 
will prove a source of revenue. The wealth and strength of the State 
is ever concurrent with and dependent upon the wealth and prosperity 
of her citizens. Experience proves, that lands lying in the vicinity of 
navigable streams, though of no better quality than those in the inte- 
rior, are still of four-fold value. By these improvements, then, the 
value of property would be enhanced, population increased, vast tracts 
of Gevernment lands be sold and become subject to taxation, capital 
would flow into the country, all the various interests of the community, 
the agricultural, manufacturing and commercial, be brought into active 
operation; universal opulence would follow, as a natural consequence, 
and thetreasury be supplied by these new sources of revenue. 

If the State, then, by now making the small appropriation of $200,000, 
would, in a very short time, receive, as a consequence thereof, the same 
or perhaps a greater amount into the treasury annually, would she not 
act the part of wisdom by so doing? These are works which, if ac- 
complished at all, must be accomplished by the State; for, we presume, 
Missouri, cherishing as she does such lively feelings of State pride, and 
so strong an adherence to a strict construction of the federal constitu- 
tion, will not ask of the Federal Government a direct appropriation for 
these interior purposes. l AS 

This committee apprehend that if the State should fail to engage in 
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these works, the failure will be occasioned by prudential motives and 

a dislike to involve the State in debt. Missouri, in this respect, may 

be considered the mother of prudence, having existed as a State for 
more than a quarter of a century, without laying her hand, in a single 
instance, to any work of the kind! Unkind insinuations that she de- 
sires to see lier vast territory, with all its natural advantages and inex- 
haustable resources, remain forever in a state of nature, should be in- 
dignantly repelled, for they are the sentiments of the wild Indian, and 
belong exclusively to their mother barbarism, and not to the enlightened” 
and patriotic citizens of Missouri! i 

These prudential motives have not remained unperceived, and the 
General Government has granted her a half a million acres of land to 
be applied to internal improvements, and for which application the faith — 
of the State is now plighted. But, instead of its being applied by the 
delegated wisdom of the State, the fund has been given for appropria- 
tion to the keen discernment of the various county courts! ‘Such, on 
application, approximates so nearly to individual enterprise, that it is 
seriously apprehended that no great good will ever be produced by it. 

The improvements of the State must necessarily be progressive, and 
it is confidently believed that the proceeds of the Congressional grant 
will be amply sufficient for a considerable length of time to come. 

We are aware that many persons, in some portions of the State, are 
disposed to ask of Congress a change of this grant, so that it may be 
applied to the purposes of education. We have already a large educa- 

tional fund; and, besides, the rearing of children is a domestic duty, 
which the human sympathies never neglect, whenever proper means 
are afforded. Then give to the State the proper means of general pros- 
perity, and well educated children will be the natural consequence of 
such prosperity. While we give to our children good education, let us 
also give to them a country which will prove a fit theatre for thegaction 
of their expanded minds. 7 

When we consider the subject of internal improvements, in a national 
point of view, it loses none of its importance. The several States con- 
stitute the nation, and the national strength and perfection depends upon 
the possession of these qualities by the States. The national treasury, 
too, is mainly supplied by commercial operations. To facilitate trade, 
both internal and foreign, should be the peculiar object of this great 
republie, for no prosperous nation neglects it. Commerce enriched 
ancient Carthage, and counterbalanced Roman fortune, courage, and. 
greatness. Nor has it been less propitious to modern Europe. It has 
decorated the marshes of Holland with the riches of India, and it con- 
stitutes the crown of England's glory! Our foreign trade should be 
principally supplied by the products of the interior, and they, in future 
time, will be sufficient to supply the deficiencies of half the globe, if 
ready facilities of transporting them to the seaboard shall be afforded. 

It is an interesting spectacle to behold the magnificence of extent of this 
republic. It comprehends within its limits the temperate zone! Tro- 
pical fruits enrich the gardens of our southern, while the snows are 
deep on our northern boundary! The Atlantic billows announce to our 
citizens the rising sun, and the waves of the Pacific cheer our citizens 
with his effulgence at evening! Such is the extent of our country, avith 
all its consequent diversity of interests and pursuits, throughout its im-

mense interior! Without the facilities of intercommunication, this great 
extent, perhaps, might be thought a national weakness; for nothing is 


so much calculated to estrange.the feelings and sympathies of a people : 


as distance and non-intercourse. But the surest cement of the Union 
is a general and ready intercourse throughout all its parts. To con- 
quer space, to annihilate distance, is the great consideration of the 
American people. Give a ready and rapid circulation of interests and 
sentiments, enlarge and accelerate social intercourse, and you thereby 
constitute the firmest bonds of perpetual union. Channels of commu- 
nication throughout the interior,are as necessary to the healthful action of 
the great body politic, as the veins and arteries are to the action of the 
heart. Nature has been exceedingly bountiful in 5 coun- 
try with so many rivers, and belting it witb larger waters. But much 
remains to be done by the States. Nor have our sister States been un- 
mindful of this great duty, the timely performance of which they owe 
to themselves, to the public at large, and to posterity. Missouri en- 
joys largely the benefits of internal improvements constructed by other 
States, and will she refuse to afford benefits in return, of a similar char- 
acter, especially when the General Government has placed in her pos- 
session the means of so doing? T 

When we duly consider that our government, whethér State or na- 
tional, is exclusively a government of the people—that the monuments 
of national strength and glory must arise from their hands, and wher- 


ever they are erected, the most distant portions look to them with equal 


interest and pride—when we recollect that our fathers, while they were 
securing, through blood and slaughter, the alma libertas which is our fe- 
licity now to enjoy, were enduring hardships not so much for themselves 


as for posterity, we should not be unmindful of the duty which is due 


from us to our common country and to posterity, of the obligations we 
are under to assist in giving that gradual perfection to our institutions 
so necessary to their perpetual existence. 

Missouri, with a territory more extensive than any other State, and 


more highly blessed with the stores of nature’s wealth, may perhaps 


continue to neglect them, while the States around her, sensible of theiz 


self-interest, and with energies strengthened by the fires of patriotism, 
are “onward and upward” in their march. But let Missouri stand not 


solitary and alone, in masterly inactivity, and to the patriotic exertions 
of the honorable members from the south-western portion of the State 
an extensive community look with enlivened anxiety and confidence.

The Committee on Internal Improvements, to whom was referred so 
much of the Governor's Message as rel.tes to a geological survey of 
the State, have maturely considered the subject committed to their 
charge, and beg leave to report, that they are deeply impressed with 
the-importance and necessity of the measurés sought for, and recom- 
mend a geological survey of the State. : 

“Your committee were not averse to combining a zoological and bota- 
nical, with a geological survey; but were deterred from the recom- 
mendation by a consideration of the expense and remote attendant ad- 
vàntages; but would suggest that it be kept in view, and appropriation 
ade 4i soon as the finances of the State will warrant such an outlay. 
„ The object of geology is the investigation of the structure of the 
garth; of the mineral and organic substances of which it is composed, 
and of their relations to one another; of the changes which have oc- 
curred in its physical condition during the revolutions of time, and the 


influences they have exercised in bringing about the present order of 


things, together with the laws which have governed the world during 
its different epochs, while it furnishes the best guide for diseovering 
the various mineral ingredients, which occur in the earth. AE 

Connected so intimitely with the great interests of mankind, it has 
not failed to attract the most earnest attention in every portion of the 
Civilized world; and it has been justly remarked, that a correct scale 
of the intelligence and prosperity of nations could be formed by dis- 
cbrning the relative degrees in which they have cultivated this scienee. 

The importance and value attached to geology in Europe, are fully 
supported by the measures which the governments of England, Franee, 
and Russia, have instituted to secure minute and accurate geological 
surveys. England has just completed the “ordinance geological sur- 
vey,’ under. the able directions of H. T. Dela Bach. It embraces a 
very.detailed account of the geology of the country, and is accompa- 
nied with numerous colored maps and sections; and this is of a region 
where there had been previous surveys and examinations, by all their 
distinguished geologists, for more than-a half a century. Still, the 
government, in consideration of the importance of the subject, had this 
most thorough and complete survey made. 

France, too, has been: engaged for nearly twenty years, in executing 
a.geological survey and map of their whole kingdom. "The work has 
been completed by M. M. Elie-de-Beunmont and M. M. Dufrenoy. 
Even Russia has had an examination of her rocks and minerals by 
Messrs. Murchison and Verncuil At the close of their observations 
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they were both knighted by the Czar, in acknowledgment of the:ser- 
vices they had rendered the country'and the value.set on their labors: 

It is gratifying, therefore, to perceive that the American people 
have not been found behind the age, as our own government has had 
David Dale Owen employed as United States geologist, and a survey 
has been made of the territories of Iowa and Wisconsin, a valuable, 


minute and complete report has been the result. Twenty-two of the 


States in the Union have engaged in the work; in ten of them thé 
work is already finished; many of our western sister States, have or- 
dered surveys, of which valuable reports have been made; that of 
Ohio, by Charles Whittlesey and associates; of Indian, by D. D. Owen. 
A reconnoisance report has been made of Kentucky, and it is expected 
a detailed survey will be ordered this winter. A survey has been or“ 
dered in Arkansas, and preparatory steps were taken at the last session 
of the legislature of Illinois, for a similar purpose in that State 
But researches and investigations elsewhere, will not avail us ín 
illustrating our resources, providing they, were to be discovered in 
similar formations ; much less, when the rocks differ so widely ‘in-thei¢ 
character and mineral contents. — — 
Nor should these interests be any longer left to individuals in their 
private capacities, and at their own expense. True, they have ace 
complished much, and may yet do more in this way; and to those ens 
terprizing citizens of the mineral regions, whose labors.exertéd under 
such unfavorable auspices, have nevertheless succeeded so well, are 
entitled to the highest praise, as disinterested promoters of the publié 
welfare. But it should not be left to individual exertion, as much 
would be lost for the want of exact knowledge in this department of 
science; and in particular, much would be expended in speculations 
in a business, the principles of which are but little known, and but 
imperfectly established among our citizens. The expression of these 
views are unimportant to the enlightened body before whom they are 
to be laid; yet they may assist in sustaining a policy which may not be 
so well understood by tliose whose means of information are: for- any 
cause deficient. | „ 
The objects of geological surveys are to arrive at a correct"knoy- 
ledge in detail of the earth’s structure ; its hidden contents; their en- 
dition, and their relation to the uses of man. Some of the most obvi- 
ous benefits to be derived from them are, to gain a knowledge öf the 
existence or absence of useful and valuable ores and minerals, as wéll 
as a great variety of other materials found either in the soil, under the 
soil, or in the bowels of the earth, which may be important in an 
economical point of view. For instance, Goal, ores of iron; zinc; lead: 


tin, copper, antimony, arsenic, bismuth, cobalt, nickel, silver, gold, 


and other metals, useful in the arts; limestone, suitable for marble; 
lithographic uses, ornamental purposes, or for burning into linte ? toof- 
ing slates; clays for pottery, porcelain, earthern ware, stone ware) afd 
modelling, or for making common bricks, fire bricks ; sands for glass 2 
rock salt, or brines; copperas, allum, soda, saltpetre, epsom or glauber 
salts; hydraulic cement; durable materials for construction, Whether 
they are freestone, limestone, granite; lignite, porphyry, or serpentine $ 
gypsum ; fluxes for the reduction of metalic ores; marls or other-mifi+ 
eral manures proper for the improvement of the soil; ua 


A 
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The discoyery of these, however; is but a small part of the informa- 
tion to be gained by geological researches, for many valuable minerals 
or materials may be almost worthless, either from being accessible 
only at a great cost or from injurious admixture of other substances, or 
from lying in beds or veins too inconsiderable to warrant the expense 
of working them, or because they run into the earth in such manner 
that the excavation would become too expensive to keep the mine in 
working condition. It would be the duty of the gevlogist to investi- 
gate, in an g@pecial manner, all these points, as well as others which 
may haven important bearing on the commercial value of such dis- 
coveries. Suppose, for example, the geologist had discovered a bed 
of coal, he would ascertain its thickness, what inclination or dip it has, 
that is, whether it pitches into the hill or towards the valley; by which 
alone, the practicability of draining the mine can be determined, and 
what underlays and overlays it; for, on the hardness and stability of 


the roof, as a coal mine, depends the necessity of proping, which in- 


volves great expense. He would ascertain the quality of the coal, 
which in many instances may require an accurate chemical analysis, 
since foreign minerals disseminated through coal, may render it almost 
worthless. He would make- observations with the proper instruments 
at various points, to determine at what depth any given seam of coal 
may he found, either in the body of a hill-or beneath the general level 
of the country, after disappearing from the surface. Observations 
would determine the range, extent, and bearing of the seams of coal, 
Which would determine the precise area, and extent of the coal-field. 
The extent or practicability of working each bed or vein of iron, 
copper, lead, or other metallic ore, would be determined in the same 
manner as the coal; and the nature of the vein, stone, wall rock, and 
appearance of earth surrounding the ore, the admixture or dissemina- 
tion of rock'through the ore, the practicability of draining or freeing 
the works from water, besideW a thousand minor investigations which 
will determine its profitableness or value. E 
The same examinations would be made of the extent, area, quality, 
and quantity of the strata of rocks, clays, sands, or eartb, that could be 
used for building purposes, or that might afford salt, soda, copperas, 
galtpetre, or lime cement; clays suitable for-porcelain, earthern ware, 
stone ware; sand suitable for the manufacture of glass, &c. If a me- 
talic ore should be found, which the geologist had reasons to believe 
had been derived from some neighboring vein, he would endeavor to 
trace the specimen to its natural vein; having discovered this, he . 
would determine the course of the vein; then, by. “prospecting,” as- 
certain its extent as well as-its thickness. - 
The most important and valuable of all minerals, to an industrious 
and cultivated people, is, perhaps, coal; and will ultimately be found 
so to the people of this State, on accourft of the scarcity of timber. 
One of the objects of a geological survey, would be to determine the 
recise area and extent of the ogal field in our State, (which we be- 
ieve will be found to extend over at least one half of the State, and 
connected in the northeast with the great Illinois coal field,) so the 
people might know in what area this combustible is likely to be found, 
and at what depth, and where it would be useless to search for it. Im- 
mense sums of money, more than enough for a detailed survey, are ex- 
| " 
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pended in almost every. State in the Union in search of coal, in districts 
of country where it is impossible to find it. An experienced geologist, 
as soon as he gets a view of the surface rock, can at once pronounce, 
with the utmost certainty, as to the possibility and impossibility of 


finding coal. There is no formation which is of. more importance, 
which should be more accurately surveyed. Some ofthe coal depos- 


ites in this State are represented to have a workable thickness of torty 
feet, being nearly twice the thickness of any in Europe, and, in extent, 
many times greater than their great coal field," as they term it. 
There have been calculations made of general accuracy, of which 
there is no doubt, when we consider the minute geological surveys of 
that country, showing the time it will take to exhaust the coal in Eng- 
land. When this time comes, what is to become of her Manchesters, 
Birminghams and Sheffields? The “workshops of -the,world” will be 
found in the coal-fields of the United Stetes. Among the causes whieh 
will facilitate the westward course of empire, and cause it to seek its 
permanent abode on the banks of the Mississippi, Missouri and Osage, 
none are more important than the mineral wealth of the region drained 
by those mighty rivers. A bushel of coal, economically applied to the 
most efficient form of steam engine, will do the work of sixteen horses 
or eighty-eight men. Who can calculate the industrial facilities of the 
coal region of Missouri?—a region exceeding in size many of the king- 


.doms of Europe. The coal basin in the vieinity of St. Louis is capa- 


ble of producing, annually, an amount of coal that, properly applied, 
would equal the labor of fifty millions of*men. The coal mines of Mis- 
souri have the capacity of yielding, for thousands.of years, an annual 
quantity of coal which may be made to do more work than the inhabi- 
tants of the whole world. i : 

In.a geological survey of our State, the mineral regions, and partic- 
ularly the valuable ores of iron, copper and lead, would be minutely 
examined; the indications as to their preserice would receive a full in- 
vestigation, in order that a system of rules might be formed, by which 
the miner could judge of the presence or absence of any given mineral; 
the extent of the mineral region, and where it would be probably of 
use to make examinations for ores of lead, iron, copper, cobalt, nickel, 
&c. i ` 

Besides'these economical considerations, there are others, which re- 


. late to science in general, and which would be promoted by exact and 


particular observation, on the accumulation of mineralmatter. Every 
fact would be brought out which bears even remotely on the subject.— 
By ordering such a survey, only may we hope to advance the science 
of geology in our State, and place it on a foundation that will make it 
useful to the miner, the mechanic, and the agriculturist. 

A geological survey would be of particular benefit, to the miner as 


the geologist, in that part of the report relating to metallurgy— would 
give the art of reducing metals from their ores, and working them into 


different forms; also their quality and value; whether they would smélt 
easily, and the per centage they would yield in the furnace, and the 


quality of: the metal, and the most economical mode of smelting them, 


with suggestions and plans for building furnaces and other necessary 
machinery, as well as how near it may be situated to coal or timber, 


water power, the proper fluxes, and building materials, &c. For, with 


2 
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the proper information, iron, copper, zinc, nickel, and cobalt couldbe 
manufactured to any extent. | ' 

Jron.—So plentiful is this mineral, that Missouri has been styled the 
ceIron State," and there is probably no portion of the world that can vie 
with us either in quantity or quality of this most valuable of all metalic 
ores. It is to this metal we owe our superiority over uncivilized man. 

Its magnetic properties guided the skilful mariner across the ocean, and 
enabled European civilization to extend itself to this country. Such is 
its abundance, that in many places it is only to be quarried as the com- 
mon rocks of the country, and all the varieties of ore found either suit- 
able for malleable iron, steel, or castings. With all these advantages, 
there is not within this State more than two furnaces for smelting iron, 
and one of these has been erected but recently, while the States of 
Pennsylvania, New York, and Tennessee, are deriving an immense in- 
come from their iron works, possessing but a moiety of our advantages; 
but they have all had geological surveys, and their limited resources, . 
compared with ours, made known. 

It is only within a few years that the Lon Mountain has been heard 
of—that unrivalled deposit of iron-——and the accounts of it even now are 
so vague, that there can be no great reliance placed on them; and of 
many other immense deposits there is stillless information. 

Copper.— This valuable metal stands next to iron in its economical 
value, and is indispensable in the arts. Our copper ores, by scientific 
investigation, no doubt, will be found to be as rich and valuable as the 
famed Lake Superior ores, tlie richest in the world, and which have 
attracted so much attention within the last few years. The lamented 
Dr. Houghton first called attention to them by his geological survey 
of that region, ordered by the State of Michigan. We believe they are 
not worked, (with but a single exception in the State, and that not 
very successfully,) for the want of information as to the most proper 
mode of smelting—kind of furnaces, fluxes, &c.—which can only be 
determined by a most accurate analysis of the various ores, which no 
private individuals feel warranted in making. 

Some little impure copper has been made at several places in the 
State from the carbonate. One of the most easily wrought of the ores, 

a gentleman ofscience, Dr. J. O. Mullowny, who has had some exper- 
ience in the matter, says, that all that has been done so far, has been 
done at great loss. — | 

Zinc.— This useful metal has never been smelted within the State, 
though the ore is found in abundance. It is daily becoming more im- 
portant in the arts, and has been steadily increasing in price for some 
years. , For the want of proper information for smelting it, our State is 
deprived of a large revenue, as sale could be found for any quantity of 
the metal. m 

Lead.—This is the only ore that is worked to any extent within the 
State; it is easily reduced, and but little skill is required in obtaining 
the metal. But the profits of a furnace depend on the workmen able 
to obtain the largest possible quantity from the ore. There are now 
about thirty furnaces in the State, The amount of lead smelted must 
be from thirty to thirty-five millions of pounds, and worth more than a 
million of dollars, being as much as all the liemp and tobacco raised in the 
State, But who can say that the business is conducted in the best man- 
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ner? "They are now collecting arid smelting over the cinders they threw 
away but a few years since, and collecting the ore they passed'over as 
worthless. In Europe they find it a profitable business to extract the 
silver that is found in the lead. It is only a few years since they had 
much difficulty and great loss in smelting the lead at one of the princi- 
pal mines in the State, Gn account of some foreign mineral being found: 
in it, which would have been remedied in a few hours by the geologist. 
. A gentleman, eminent for his scientific acquirements, Dr. H. King, 
who resides in the mineral region, says there is a larger amount lost 
every year by the smelters than would pay for a geological survey, in 
not knowing the proper fluxes to smelt some of the lead ores that have 
other metals associated with them. : : 

Cobalt and Nickel —lwo very valuable metals in the arts, are found 
in abundance; and, of the formez, the deposit is the most valuable of 
any known in the world; but no attempt, with a single exception, have 
ever been made to work them. 

This sketch of valuable ores could be extended to a greater length, 
eyen with the knowledge that is possessed, but these will suffice to show 
that the mineral resources of Missouri, if properly developed, must 
form an important element of her future greatness. 

During a. geological survey, the origin and consequence of earth- 
quakes, inthe southeastern part of the State, would be studied; the 
- probability of danger by commotions taking place; the practicability’ 

and best manner of draining the-swamps and ponds in that region and’ 
elsewhere; the proper place to levee, so that the water would be pre- 
vented from seaping through under them, and thereby rendering them 
useless; besides, valuable information would be obtained, which would 
serve as a guide in estimating the cost and proper location of internat 
improvements; as the most practicable rqutes for railroads and otber 
internal improvements have been pointed out by the geologists of the 
States through which they have passed, which is easily accounted for: 
from the intimate connection of the the form of the surface with the 
geological arrangement. An exact knowledge of the latter would fur- 
nish the truest guide in all topographical investigations for such pur-- 
poses. : eon 

The measurement of hills and strata necessarily taken, would show 
the relative highths of summit levels, and the amount of earth and rock 
excavations required in cutting through hills, as well as the fillings and 
embankments necessary in carrying a road; across valleys." The acces- 
 Sibility of the proper material for metaling roads, would also become 
known, which will be of the greatest importance in the constructing of 
turnpikes, as materials are frequently put on that disappear in the shape: 
of mud and dust, im a a few years. Most of the expense of keeping 
McAdamized roads in repair, is occasioned by the quality of the mate- 
rials of which they are constructed. ` ` ; 

A want of knowledge with regard to the durability of materials of 
construction, has been a source of vast pecuniary loss, especially in 
publie works in the west; many costly structures are fast crumbling 
before. the atmospheric vicissitudes, in consequence of employing a 
building rock of a perishable character, that will scale, or crumble to- 
sand or powder in a few years; while others might be contaminated by 
the presence of pyrites and protoxyd of iron, both of which not only’ 
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produce unsightly stains, but greatly injure the quality. The rocks that 
would crumble by the action of frost, might answer for permanent ar- 
chitecture in a milder climate, and thus be a source of wealth to our 
State. f 
An experienced geologist would determine these points. Could we 
enumerate the aggregate sum lost yearly to the citizens of the State, 
by the employment of unsound materials in: private structures, we have 
mo hesitation in saying it would, amount to double the necessary appro- 
appropriation for a thorough geological survey. 

A chemical analysys of the limestones, and how they would act in 
the fire, their power of slacking, strength of the mortar, whether suit- 
able for cement for the construction of cisterns, dams, water-proof cel- 
Jars, &c., or for agricultural purposes, and all other practical operations 
for which they are.required, and the precise quantity of the lime ne- 
cessary, will be carefully exhibited. It is frequently the case that an 
inferior article is used, when a better could have been easily obtained. 
The geologist wand also make an analysis of the various waters.— 
The settlers of the cóuntry feel great interest in being assured of the 
salubrity of the water of their wells and springs. It would be his duty 
also to inquire how sections of country, apparently without water, might, 
by artificial means, be.supplied with an abundance of an article so in- 
dispensable to man and beast. 

By a survey, the resources of the State would be illustrated; and by 
spreading information abroad respecting their nature, emigration would 
be induced, and our citizens kept at home, through the profitable in- 

vestments which would be pointed out for their capital. The value of 
individual property, the aggregate of which forms the sum of the State 
wealth, would be greatly increased; new resources would be discov- 
ered, and the extent and value of those now but little-known, would be 
ascertained and reported; mines and minerals would be brought to 
light and wrought, and fabrics that are now imported at high cost 
would be easily produced at a cheaper rate at home, which would have 


the double effect of retaining capital and promoting domestic industry. 


The inmediate results of which would be the increase of the common 


Wealth of the State, and the alleviations of the public burdens by tax-

ation. or otherwise. The saving of time, labor-and expense in vain re- 


 searehes-after lead and other metals, and-for coal and salt in districts 


where such substances never occur, would annually amount to more 
than the cost of a geological survey;* besides, it would check decep- 
tions in mineral substances, as the whole community would possess the 


same sources of information, so that one man could not practice to any 


extent upon the ignorance and credulity of others. : 


The cabinet of minerals which would be collected for the State, 


" would become one of the most interesting objects to citizens and stran-

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* Some years ago, twenty thousand [pounds were expended in England in a useless search 

here were some apparent indications, a geoligist could 
at once have predicted failure. All are familiar,“ says James Hall, “with the mining en- 
terprizes, now less frequent, in search of coal along the valley of the Hudson, in which 
there have been expended more than a half a million of dollars within the last fifty years.“ 
And Murchison, in his treatises on the geology of Wales, remarks, that more wealth has 
been expended in the useless search for coal in that part of the country, than all the geolo- 
gical investigations of the whole world hive cost. 
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gers visiting the capitol, and present at once the means of judging res- 


pecting the relative value of any important mineral in the State, and 
might come to the means of settling questions concerning acts of incor- 

poration for working mines, aud thereby prevent much fraud, as the 

committee might be'at once referred to specimens in the cabinet by 

which they would perceive whether there were well founded reasons 

for granting the charter. 

Of all the arts, none are more likely-to be improved by geological 
examination, than that of agriculture, since the composition of soils in- 
dicates their fertility, or capability of improvement, and the causes of 
barrenness. The science of Geology demonstrates the origin and dis- 
tribution of the mineral matters constituting the basis of all soils, to 
which they chiefly owe their peculiarities. | 

The amendments required would be determined by the geologist, who 
would make known whether the required materials occur in the vicinity 
where they are wanted; for it would be of ho use to the farmer to in- 
form him that the substance required occured a hundred miles off; be- 
cause the large quantity cf matter demanded would forbid the expense 
of distant transportation. Every enlightened farmer appreciates now 
the value of the knowledge to be obtained by a correct analysis of his 
soil, both with regard to its peculiar fitness for the production of cel! zin 
crops, and the.manures proper to be applied in cases where some one 
or more of its constituents have been measurably or wholly exhausted. 

It will no longer‘ suffice, however, to make an approximate analysis 
of the earthy and organic. matters and salts. JA 

An analysis, to be useful, or, in other words, to enable the agricultu- 
rist to form a'correct opinion of the crop suitable for any of his different 
soils, and to suggest the proper organic or inorganic manures for his 
land, must be carried to the utmost nicety; so as to determine, even to 
the fragtion of a grain, the quantity of acids, alkalis, and metalic oxyds 
which enter into its composition., This is not to be accomplished in an 
hour or à day, by the rough estimates formerly resorted to; it requires 
weeks of the most rigid’ manipulation, and the application of the most 
improved process in chemistry. Such investigations ought to be among 
the leading features of a geological survey. Si 3 

A thorough. inquiry into all of the before mentioned topics—and the 
actual state of the country, with its available resources, are only to be 
developed by such researches—idle and fraudulent speculations origi- 
nating from self-delusions and impostures, would be thoroughly check-. 
ed, and erroneotis opinions concerning minerals would be. corrected, 
and vast sums of time and money would be saved to the people every 
year. A handful of iron ore would no longer be liable to be taken for 
an inexhaustable and valuable mine, but those ores which are.really 
valuable would be fully explored-and described, and the exact. quantity 
that might be dependéd upon for the supply.of the furnace be, made 
knówn; the ‘situation, extent. and value of.every available quarry be 
described, and the quality of the rock tested. T ] 

Your committee, influenced by the -above considerations; have, with 
a perfect unanimity, worthy of. the subject and importance. of.the ob- 
ject to be accomplished, instructed me to report the: accompanying bill

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COMMITTEE ON FEDERAL RELATIONS, 


Mz. SPEAKER: 

The Committee on Federal Relations, to whom was reférred tlie: 
message of the Governor, in relation to the imprisonment of Jonathan. 
Riggs, late of Schuyler county, by the authorities of Iowa Territory, 
have instructed me-to make tlie following,

REPORT:. 
That after the organization of the county of Schuyler, by the last 
General Assembly of the State of Missouri, it was found difficult to in- 
duce any one toi accept the office of sheriff of said. county, in. 
consequence of the dispute existing between this State and Iowa Fer- 
ritory, as to which was entitled to jurisdiction over a- portion of territory 
embraced within the limits ofsaid county .Frequent disturbances-occur- 
ed between those living in the disputed'territory. Iowa resolutelg, main- 
tained her right to the territory in dispute, and ne citizen of tis State 
could attempt to enforce the laws over the same, without subjecting 
himself to all the evil consequences of a collision with tlie government 
of Iowa. It required no ordinary degree of firmness and moral courage . 
to attempt this dangerous office. Jonathan Riggs, under tliese-circum- 
stances, was recommended to the Executive-of this. State as a man well 
qualified for the emergency; and, at the solicitation of friends, was ap- 
pointed sheriff of said county. -Riggs entered upon the discharge of 
the duties of his office, soon after his appointment. In the month of May 
. succeeding while in the discharge of the duties of his office, and while as- 

. serting, and enforcing the sovereignty of Missouri over the territory in 
dispute, and executing her laws in the same, as a true and faithful citi- 
Zen, was arrested by those acting under the laws of lowa—taken to the 
jailin Van Buren county in said' territory, and' there incarcerated in 
the same dungeon with a felon, under sentence of death. Riggs’ of- 
fence consisted in asserting and maintaining tlie sovereignty of Missouri, 

. over the territory in dispute, and faithfully discharging his duties as a 
citizen and officer; and for this offence, lie was snatched from his fami- 
ly, deprived of his liberty, and subjected to all the pxivations and hard- 
ships of a common felon. To add to th? peculiar hardship of his case, 
he is, as your committee are informed, a poor man, with a large family 
dependant on his own labor for support. At the busy season of thefyear, 
when the farmers are planting their corn, and' sowing for the harvest, 
he is suddenly snatched from the bosom of his family, are left in suffer- 

ing and want, and the muta? anguish consequent upon such a state of 
facts, is added to his bodily sufferings. All this he bore with patience 
and fortitude byoyed by the hope and belief thet, at the hands of coun- 
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tryman, he would receive that reward due to his patriotism and sacra- 
fices. Too much praise, in the opinion of your committee, cannot be 
given Riggs, for the faithful manner in which he discharged his duties 


as sheriff of said county. It is a matter of vital importance to the State, 


if she would maintain her sovereignty over the, disputed territory, to 
foster these who assume its responsibilities. Adequate compensation 
for all these losses and sacrifices shall befreely given them, thus encour- 
aging others to act promptly and faithfully for her interest. This poli- 
cy, your committee believe, will have great influence in quieting the 
frontier disturbances, as it. will give'a stimulus to the citizens of the 
State to see that her lawsare duly enforced, being assured, that, what- 
ever they may legitimately do, will secure her sanction and support. 
Your cammittee have further instructed me to report the accompa- 
nying bill, to the House and recommend its adoption.

COMMITTEE ON THE JUDICIARY.

Mn. SPEAKER: | 
The Committee on the Judiciary, to whom was referred an act 
entitled “An act to amend ‘An act to establish justices’ courts, and to 
regulate proceedings therein, approved March 10, 1845, have had 
the same under consideration, and have instructed me to make the fol- 


‘lowing 
REPORT: 


The first section of the bill repeals the first section of the second ar- 
ticle of the act above recited, whichequires every justice of the peace 
to appoint a day, every two months, for the return of all summons by 
him issued. 7 

In the opinion of your committee, no good reason exists for such a 
change. Under the present system the law day of the justice is well un- 
derstood and known, and can be so arranged as not to come in conflict 
- -with thelaw days of other justices; under the provisions of this bill, 
such a conflict would frequently take place, and would, in other respects, 
be inconvinient to parties litigant, witnesses and others. 

The second section of the bill provides that, in trials for assault and 
battery and other breaches of the peace, the number of jurors shall be 
six, unless a smaller number be agreed upon by the accused, with the 
approbation of the justice. 

Your committee are not aware of any objection to this section, but 
are of opinion it should he introduced in a seperate bill, amendatory of 
an act entitled “An act to define the jurisdiction and regulate.the pro- 
nd of justices courts in cases of breach of the peace.” = 

The last séction provides for paying jurors in justices’ courts. The 
substance of this provision is embodied in several bills now before the 
House relating to the grand and petit jurors. ; a 

Your committee have, heretofòre, instructed me to report the bill back 
to the House, and recommended that it be laid on the table uptil the 


fourth day of July next.

By the 10th section of the Ist article of the federal constitution, it is 
declared that no State shall pass any law impairing the obligations of 
contracts. A similar provision is engrafted upon the constitution of 
this State in which itis declared, “that no expost facto law, nor law 
impairing the obligations of contracts or retrospective in its operation 
can be passed.” Your committee deemed it a fit subject of inquiry 
whether or not the legislature can constitutionally pass such an act as 
is asked for by the petitioner. To determine this, it is important to 
understand what is meant by the word **contract," and whether the 
marriage contract is such-a contract as is contemplated by the provi- 
sions above recited. Some writers upon law define the term Contract“ 
to be “a transaction in which each party comes under an obligation to 
the other, and each‘reciprocally acquires a right to what is promised 
by the other;” others define it to be “a covenant or agreement between 
two or more persons, with alawful consideration.” Chiefjustice Marshall 
terms ita compact between two or more parties. 'l'o make contract 
valid, it is necessary that it should be made.by parties capable of con- 
tracting, and that it should be voluntary, lawful in its nature, and 
founded upon a sufficient consideration. The same rules apply with 
equal force to marriage contracts, Persons who have not sufficient un- 
standing to deal with discretion in the common affairs of life, an incap- 
able of contracting marriage—hence it has been held that a marriage 
with an idiot or lunatic is unll and void. It has also been held void 
when procured by force or fraud, and when the parties were of such.an 
age as in the eye of the law to be incapable of giving their consent. 

All commentators upon law define marriage to be a civil contract. It 
has been said by a very able jurist that our law considérs marriage in 
no other light than às a civil contract, and treats it as it does all other 
contracts, allowing it to be good and valid in all cases where the parties, 
at the time of making it, are, in the first place, willing to contract, 
secondly, able to contract, and lastly actually did contract, in the pro- 
per forms and solemnities required by law. The Legislature of our 
own State, (see revised code, page 729,) have also declared it to be 
civil contract, to which the consent of the parties capable in law of 
contracting is essential. 

It seems to be well. settled by numerous authorities, that marriage 
is civil contract, and although differing in sonie of its properties from 
an ordinary contract, is yet governed by the same laws and regula- 
tions; and it would be unreasonable to suppose that it was not so 
understood by the framers of our Federal and State constitutions.

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It is, then, evident to your committee, that the General Assembly 
Cannot, constitutionally, divorce man and wife from the ‘obligations of 
a contract entered into by marriage. This opinion is fully sustained 
by our supreme court, in case of “the State to the use of Gentry and 
wife vs. Fry et al.“ This was an action of debt brought in the name 
of the State, to the use of Gentry and wife against Fry, as the guard- 
ian of Elvira Fry, the wife of Gentry, and also against the securities. 
The marriage was solemnized after the execution of the bond: asa 
breach of the condition of the bond, it was alleged that Fry had receiv- 
ed large sums of money belonging to the minor Elvira, and had failed 
to pay over the same. To this the defendants pleaded that, in 1833 
the said Elvira was, by an act of the General Assembly of the State of 
Missouri, divorced from the bonds of matrimony theretofore subsisting 
between her and Gentry. To this plea the plaintiffs demurred; which 
demurrer was by the court below overruled, and judgment entered up 
for defendants. When the case came up to the supreme court, it was 
argued by counsel on both sides, with much ability, and after a very 
rigid and thourough examination of the law, the court reversed the 
judgment of the court below, alleging that the law divorcing the par- 
ties was unconstitutional, therefore null and void. 

The unconstitutionality of such an act may well be questioned upon 
another ground. The second article of our constitution declares “that 
the powers of government shall be divided into three distinct depart. 
ments, each of which shall be confided to a separate magistracy, and no 
person charged with the exercise of powers properly belonging to one 
of these departments shall exercise any powers properly belonging to 
either of the others, except in the instances hereinafter expressly di- 
rected or permitted.“ : l T 

The departments into which the powers of the government are divi- 
ded are the legislative, executive, and judicial. The legislative de- 
partment cannot exercise a power that properly belongs to either, the 
executive or judicial departments, except in the instances of impeach- 

, ment by the senate, and address of judges and other officers by a vote of 
two thirds of each House. Nor can the executive department exercise a 


power that is vested in the judicial or legislative departments, nor the 
judicial department a power belonging to the legislative or executive ' 


departments. | 
In no part of the constitution is the power given to the legislative 


department to grant a divorce. The act is of a judicial character, 


and is so decided to be by our supreme court in the ease above quot- 
ed, ànd therefore properly belongs to the judicial department of the 
government. j 


Qur circuit courts, sitting as courts of chancery, are clothed with : 


ample power to grant divorces in.all cases where a legal cause of 
action can be made out. Should the legislature think proper to grant 
the'prayet of the petitioner, it might operate greatly tb ifie prejudice 
of the parties; for if they should again marry, there can be no doubt 
but what they would subject themselves to prosecutions for. bigamy. 
In addition to-this, it might create; endless disputes in regard to the 
title to property. i ee 

Even if no constitutional objection could be urged, it is better for 
the parties to go into the courts having jurisdiction, where each party 
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can be heard, and where the cause of complaint can be fully and 
thoroughly investigated. ` 

' For the reasons above assigned, your committee are of opinion that 
the prayer of the petitioner ought not to be granted.

MINORITY OF THE COMMITTEE ON CLAIMS.

The minority of the Committee on Claims, to which was referred a 
bill from the Senate, for the relief of James Lusk, public printer, beg 
leave to submit the following > 

| : 


REPORT: 


"The minority of the committee, in the investigation of the subject 
before them, have come to an entire different conclusion from that of 
a majority of the committee. "They have taken for the basis of their 
action and argument, the act, entitled, ‘an act to provide for electing 
a public printer," approved March 24th, 1845. "They find that under 
the provisions of that act, James Lusk was elected public printer on 
the 25th March, 1845, and that he has continued to act in that capaci- 
ty, and in the faithful discharge of his duties up to this time. The 

Convention which met at the City of Jefferson, on the 17th day of No- 
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wember, 1845, under the provisions of an act entitled, “ An act to pro- 
vide for the call of a convention,” approved February 27, 1843, by 
resolution, and by their officers, employed Mr. Lusk to do all the print- 
ing of that body. This he was bound to do as public painter, without 
any resolution of the Convention, or any contract to that effect; and it 
is only adverted to here, to show the extent of the obligation under 
which we labor to give Mr. Lusk an adequate .compensation for his 
services. i : 

By reference to the Revised Code of 1845,.on page 908, in the latter 
clause of the 7th section of the act to provide for electing a public 
printer, we find that it is made the duty of the publie printer to do all 
of 15 public printing for the State, unless otherwise expressly ordered 
by law. i 

No one will deny that the proceedings of the Convention, and the 
constitution which was the result of their labors, was public printing; 
and that the Convention had full power to order the publication of all 
their proceedings. We are irresistably led to the conclusion, that Mr. 
Lusk was in duty bound by law to do the printing of the Convention. 
His compensation must also be regulated by the law that imposed the 
duty on him. We have no power to allow him any other compensa- 
tion than that prescribéd by law. If we attempt to allow him a dif- 
ferent compensation we violate the rights which were vested in him 
upon his eléction as public printer, and virtually repeal the law creat- 
ing his office: this we have no right to do. It would, in effect, be 
doing an act having a retrospective operation, and destructive of 
rights vested by legislative authority in a public agent. 

This consideration of the subject leads us to examine that portion 
of the law which fixes his compensation, and the value of the work 
upon which the present claim is based. The 19th section of the act 
to provide for the election of public printer, includes an allowance or 
compensation for book work only, and must be taken into considera- 
tion with the 20th section, which specifie the compensation for print- 
ing, folding, stitching, and-covering. If the publication of the consti- 
tution is construed into book work, then Mr. Lusk must be allowed 
under the 19th section, for printing: the same ; and must be allowed 
under the 20th section a compensation for pressing, folding, covering, 
and stitching the same. i 

But we hold that it is not book work, in contemplation of the law; 
that it is not book work according to the technical term of art, used 
by printers. ` ] á 

The constitution is a document of the State Convention; it is noth- 
ing else. As far as the mere form of the document is concerned, it is 
book work. But then such documents are always paid for as job 
work; they are so considered by practical printers. Similar docu« 
ments, published by the National Government, are always paid for as 
job work. It is the case with every State government, as fat as the 
undersigned has been able to learn. In our State, we'have numerous 
precedents for the same construction and practice. All documents of 
the General Assembly, such as_the bank report, report of the super- 
intendent of common schools, &c., although in the mere form, are con- 
sidered book work, yet they are invariably allowed and paid for as 
job work. So with the militia and school laws, which are ‘similar in 
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form and size to the new constitution. These facts lead us to the con- 
clusion that compensation to Mr. Lusk should be allowed under the 
14th section of the act which specifies the price of job work. Under 
this section, documents are expressly included, and the constitution 
€omes under that head. We have, therefore, made the following cal- 
culation, based upon the price in that section, for the consideration of 
the House: 

The constitution contains 24 pages, 1,674 ems per page—making 
40,076 as the aggrete number of ems; at the price of 50 cents per 
1,000 ems for the first 100 copies, it amounts to 20,038 for the first 100 
copies; 10 cents per 1,000 ems for every additional 100 copies, it 
amounts to $4,00,7 as the cost of each additional 100 copies. 


The result is ascertained thus:

Thus it will be perceived that Mr. Lusk is justly entitled" to 
$817 43,1 for his services, under the law, and should receive his pay 
accordingly; but, as the minority of the committee have no knowledge 
of the reasons which induced the Senate to reduce the sum to $723 39, 
and fearful of endangering the passage of the bill, by any amendment, 
we have concluded to recommend to the House the passage of the bill 
as it came from the Senate.

As there.is a diversity of opinion among the members of the 
committe, as to what amount shall be allowed Mr. Lusk, the majority of 
said committee deem it right and proper, to give some of the reasons which 
have induced them to offer the amendments which they do. Upon a cal- 
culation of the work done and the worth of printing 20,000 copies of the 
constitution of the Convention, we find the amount allowed by a majority 
of this committee to be a liberal allowance according to the testimony be- 
fore the committee and the law governing our action in this matter. The 
claim of Mr. Lusk, for printing the constitution was certainly book work, 
and ifso, must be allowed under the 19th section of the law providing 
for the election of a Public Printer, and if we are right in this position, 
most assuredly we cannot allow for the printing the constitution under the 
14th section of the law aforesaid. That section provides for compensation 
ior doing job work; job work consists of bills, cards, advertisements and 
bother printing of like description, and no practical printer will venture that 

the constitution is job work. 

But the constitution must be either book or job work, and we cannot 
come, (from the information we have elicited in the examination of this 
subject) to any other conclusion than that it is book work. But it is said 
if the allowance is made under the 19th section of the law before referred to, 
that the constitution is a volume, and therefore we would be compelled to 
allow 64 cents per volume for folding, stitching, and binding the same, 
making the sum of 1,250 dollars. Certainly not; for book work does not 
mean necessarily that the work is a volume, and we see upon an examina- 
tion of the work itself that although it is book work, yet it is only a pamph- 

Jet, if so, we then cannot allow for binding a volume when none has been 

executed by the printer, and no binding was ordered by the convention. 

The maiority think the amount allowed by them for folding and stitching 

the constitution ample and sufficient; the pamphlet not being bound at all. 

These and other considerations of a like character, have induced the major- 

ity of said committee to recommend to the House, the amendment offered 
^to the bill. All of which, is respectfully submitted.

Your committee are at a loss to discern upon what grounds they can 
proceed, to investigate the subject matter of the petition, as there is 
no legal testimony before them of the facts stated in the petition, and 
às no person has thought proper to contest the seat of the sitting mem- 
her, notwithstanding there were other candidates for the office. 

Should the Legislature investigate the qualifications of every mem- 
ber upon rumors, hearsay evidence, or other illegal testimony, it would 
be a source of trouble, expense, and vexation, and no possible good 


- could result from it. 


The sitting member holds a certificate of election, which is prima 
faeie evidence of his rights to a seat upon this floor, and this is not 
rebutted by any legal testimony in the possession of the committee. 

The law regulating elections, approved March 28, 1845, points out 
the mode and manner of contesting elections and no good reason exists 
why the General Assembly should proceed to investigate the qualifica- 
tions of a member, unless a case such as is contemplated by the statute 
above referred to, is properly and legally presented. 
' Your Committee therefore, ask to be discharged from the further 
consideration of the subject.

The bill proposes, first, to repeal the act creating the criminal court 
in the county of St. Louis; secondly, to re-enact the same, and give it 
jurisdiction in actions of replevin. i l 

Your committee are not aware of any good reason for repealing the 
law; the effect of a repeal will be to create a vacancy in the office of 
judge, and other officers of the court, which will have to be filled by 
re-appointment or re-election. If the law is defective, or it shall be 
thought necessary to confer upon the court any civil jurisdiction, the 
object can be obtained by a supplemental bill, without repealing the 
entire law; but your committee are of the opinion, that no good ean 
result from conferring upon said court such jurisdiction, inasmuch as 
the circuit court and court of common pleas both have jurisdiction in 
such cases. The law designed it as a criminal court, and its jurisdic- 
tion should be confined altogether to criminal business. 

Your committee have therefore instructed me to report the bill back 
to the House, and recommend its indefinite postponement.

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The State School Fund consists of Bank stock held by the State for 
the benefit of common schools, and the money can only be withdrawn 
by a sale of this stock, which at this time would only bring from sixty 
_to seventy cents to the.dollar; thus subjecting this fund to ruinous 
sacrafice;of nearly one third; -a loss to the Common School Fund, which 
it is desirable to avoid. When it is remembered that the principal part 
of this fund has been donated to the people of the State, and that they 
are entrusted with its care and management for the high and sacred 
purpose of educating. the: poor children of the State; that those who 
manage these funds are receiving high salaries, have set at defiance 
the laws of the land, disregarded the solemn instructions of the repre- 
sentatves of the people, as to the management of the Bank, and the sal- 
aries of its officers; and when the fact 1s known to be, that this fund 
under its present management has only yielded $100,000 for distribu- 
tion, which if loaned at eight per cent, would have yielded $300,000, 
thus virtually robbing the poor children of the State of more than $200,- 
000, and that the whole: of this loss can be distinctly traced to the mis- 
erably bad management of the Bank, pursuing the natural instinct of 
all similar institutions, it becomes in the opinion of the committee, the 
solemn and bounden duty of the representatives of the people, to take 
this fund from the Bank by a sale of the stock so soon as it can be done 
without a ruinous sacrafice, and-place it in the hands of agents that will 
be found less prodigal and more worthy of confidence. From the fore-

Your committee, from all they have been able tolearn, from the facts 
submitted to them, are compelled, however hardly it may eperate upon 
the claimant, to offer the amendment; the committee are informed and 
. believe that Mr. Niedecken undertook and bound the Statutes of 1845 
as cheap, if not cheaper, than it could be procured te have been done 
by any one else; yet we cannot see that it would be right for the State 
. to allow an additional amount over that contracted for, because the un- 
. dertaker has obligated himself to do the work for a small price, or for 
small profits. It does not seem right thatthe State should make good the 
bad bargain ofthe individual undertaking the work. Now, if it is right 
that the State shall make up any loss that an undertaker to the’ State 
has sustained, it certainly would be right and proper that the State 
. should retain or withbold all over a reasonable compensation for the 
work done, notwithstanding a contract; for, if right in the one case, it is 
right in the other; but it should not be so. 

The second section of the bill provides for paying said Niedecken 
ten dollars for binding two copies of the Constitution adopted by the 
State Convention.

Therefore, your committee have directed me to report a bill to repeal the 
several acts referred to, but extending the time of taking full effect for three 
months, from and after its passage. This is deemed ample lime for the 
presentation and payment of every shadow of just claim. 

The committee have received a communication from the Quarter Mas- 
ter General, claiming extra pay, for services in examining demands against 
the State, arising from the before mentioned border difficulties. It appears, in. 
this case, the Quarter Master General is allowed by law upon the peace 
^ establishment, one hundred dollars per annum, but when called into actual 
service is entitled to the same pay as a Brigadier General of the United 
States Army, or of this State, when leading armies to do battle. 

But the Quarter Master Genaral, although he has been required under 
the several acts providing for the pay for property furnished, and for 
transportation for the use of the State, to examine during the last four 
years, many claims which required close scrutiny, yet he does not assume 
to be paid in this case according to his rank, but a fair compensation. 

The committee have carefully considered all the evidence in the prem- 
ises, and have come to the conclusión that the Quarter Master General 
cannot by a reasonable construction of the law, recognize him in actual 
service during the last four years, but that he should receive a fair, equi- 
table, and just compensation for his services, and have instructed me to re- 
port the accompanying bill, and recommend to the House the passage of

The Committee on Education, to whom was referred a communication: 
from the Governor, together with various petitions on the subject of the- 
instruction of the deaf and dumb, and ask leave to submit the following 


T = REPORT. 


The subject of the education of the deaf and dumb, is beginning to re- 
ceive that attention which its importance demands; and perhaps there is 
nothing which more peculiarly marks the enlightened and’ benevolent 
characteristic of the age in which we live, than the interest which-is mani-- 
fested in the instruction of this unfortunate class of our fellow beings.. 
Only sixty years ago, there was not a single institution for the education. 
of the deaf and dumb in the civilized world; now there are upwards of one 
hundred institutions of that character. 

In our own country, the United States, there are now six institutions. 
of the kind, dispensing the light of knowledge to upwards of five liundred 
human beings, who in former ages were considered on a par with the brute- 
creation. ‘Ihe Legislatures of thirteen States, have made provision for 
the instruction of the indigent portion of this class of their population. 
But much yet remains undone, and especially in.our own State. The mis- 
directed benevolence of former Legislatures has effected but little in this 
respect. It is true, that appropriations have been made from time to time: 
for the benefit of some fe w individuals, who: have asked in their behalf, the 
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charity ofthe State, but those appropriations for particular cases, must of 
necessity be made without system, and in every instance without the means 
of knowing whether or not, the petitioners were proper objects of the pub. 
lic charity. In 1839, the Legislature passed an act making än appropria- 
tion of two thousand dollars, for the education of the deaf and dumb chil. 
dren in the State, requiring of the beneficiaries however, as à condition, 
that they should be educated at the deaf and dumb Asylum, at Carondelet, 
From a.report of the Auditor of Public Accounts, made to the present 
General Assembly, it appears that only two individuals haveas vet applied 
for or received any portion of that fund, both of whom are females.  . 

The institution, as your committee are informed, is intended for the 
education of persons of that sex alone. Whether it is owing to the fact, 
that the institution is not worthy of patronage, that others have not ap- 
plied for portions of that fund, your committee are unable to say; but they 
can see no good reason why those persons who. are deserving’ of the 
charity of the State, should be confined to that institution. "There are oth- 
er institutions of the same character in several of the western States, 
where the facilities for instruction are much greater, than they possibly 
can be at the Asylum in' Carondelet. | i 

Owing to the present condition of our finances, your Committee would 
'not now recommend the establishment of an Asylum for the deaf and 
dumb, at the expense, and under the superintendence of the State; neith- 
er her own resources, nor the number of deaf and dumb children within 
her limits would justify such an undertaking; but by the passage of the bill 
herewith presented, we should do much, perhaps all, that a proper sense 
of philanthropy might require at our hands, to relieve the wants of those 
who have been smitten by the dispensations of Providence. 

There were at the time of taking the last census in 1840, upwards of 
eight thousand deaf and dumb persons in the United States, of these, one 
hundred and twenty-six, of all ages, reside in Missouri, eighty of whom 
were under the age of twenty-five years; the appropriation made in the 
bill which is submitted, would therefore probably be sufficient to relieve 

those who might apply for the benefit of the fund. Provision is also made- 
in the bill for the education of the blind, as they are deemed to be equally 
worthy of the charity of the State. 

‘Your committee deem it unnecessary to urge upon the Legislature, the 
propriety of action in a matter, which is so loudly demanded by every 
consideration of justice and humanity. Since the middle of the filteentn 
century, when it was first discovered that the mind could be educated with- 
out the aid of learning, both private and public benevolence, have been ac- 
tive in efforts to ameliorate the condition of the deaf and dumb; nearly 
every government on the-continent of Europe, has of late years made pro- 
vision for the education of that class of its population at the public ex- 
pense, and it is to be hoped-that we will not be behind others in our en- 
deavors to afford every facility for shedding the genieal rays of knowledge 
upon the minds of that unfortunate class of our fellow beings, and fitting 
them for their proper station, as members of the great human family. 
To carry out this object the accompanving bill is submitted.

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COMMITTEE ON FEDERAL RELATIONS. 


"The Committee on Federal Relations, to which was referred so much 
of the Governor's Message as relates to the northern boundary of this 
State, have had the same under consideration, and beg leave to 


REPORT: 


That for some years past the frontier settlers and the northern boun- 
dary of this State have been subjected to great annoyance, in conse- 
quence of a claim by the State of Iowa to a portion of territory on that 
line which is claimed as the proper territory of this State. Iowa sets 
up a title to a claim which runs several miles south of our northern 
boundary; and the citizens living in the disputed territory are subject- 
ed to a kind-of double allegiance, not knewing to which State 
they properly belong. This state of things should not be suffered to 
exist longer than can possibly be prevented. /1f the territory we dis- 
pute belongs to Iowa, then it is wrong for Missouri to attempt an ex- 
ercise of jurisdiction over it; so on the other hand, is the proposi- 
tion equally true, if it belongs to this State. For the peace and 
harmony of the two States, and particularly for the peace and well- 
being of the inhabitants along the frontier line, it is due that this ques- 
tion should be adjusted with as little delay as practicable. It is not 
deemed at all necessary to enter into a detailed history of this contro- 
versy, as every one who has paid the least attention to this matter for 
the last five years, must be perfectly familiar with its history. 

A peaceable adjustment is desirable by all; and no doubt is enter- 
tamed by your committee that Iowa will cheerfully co-operate in 
bringing about so desirable a result. As the courts of the country is 
the proper tribunal for determining to which State the territory of 
right belongs, your committee have instructed me to report the ac- 
companying bill, and recommend its passage.

GENTLEMEN—I received this morning from the Clerk of the House, a

* Whereas, some doubt has arisen concerning the true construction, . 
intent, and meaning of the 10th section of an act entitled, ‘an act 
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to establish a criminal court in the county of St. Louis,” approved 

March 15, 1845. Therefore, be it i 

Resolved, That the Attorney General of the State of Missouri be 
requested to examine the said 10th section of-said act, and report to 
this House, at as early a day-as practicable, his opinion as to-the true 
intent and meaning in reference to the following point: 

First, In the case of a vacancy of the office of judge of said criminal 
court, for what length of time does the person appointed to supply such 
vacancy, hold the office of judge under the provisions of said 10th 
section? : i 

Second, When does the time of service of the present judge of said 

‘court expire ?? 
I am free to confess (hat some difficulty attends the construction of 
the section referred to by the House, and had not the General Assem- 
bly already given a practical construction to its provisions, would hes- 
itate in submitting my conclusions to the House. 

The better to enable the House to ascertain the meaning and intent 
of the 10th section of the above mentioned act, it will be necessary to 
call its attention to the 9th and 11th sections of the same act ;—they 
provide as follows: 

“Sec. 9. The judge of said criminal court shall be nominated by 
the House of Representatives, and appointed by and with the advice 
and consent of the Senate, and commissioned by the Governor. 

Sec. 10. If a vacancy happen in such office, in the recess of the 
General Assembly, the Governor shall appoint some competent person 
to supply such vacancy, who shall hold his office until a successor be 
duly commissioned and qualified. 

“Sec. 11. The judge of said criminal court shall possess the quali- 
fication of a circuit judge, and shall hold his office for the term of six 
years, and until his successor is appointed and qualified, unless sooner 
removed from office, as in the next section provided." ER 

It will be seen that the Governor alone has the power to fill vacan- 
cies, and he has that power in the recess of the General Assembly. II 
the power conferred upon the Governor were general and unrestrict- 
ed, I should have no hesitation in saying, that the person appointed to 
fill a vacancy, would hold his office until the expiration of the time for 
which his predecessor had been appointed. But the restriction impos- 
ed by the 10th section. must have been imposed for some purpose. 
For what purpose was it? Not that the House, by the advice and con- 
. Sent of the Senate, might fill a vacancy occurring during its session. 
It will be seen that no power is given to the House to fil! such vacan- 
cies. Ifthe person appointed by the Governor to fill a vacancy is to 
hold his office until the expiration of the term for which his predeces- 
Sor was appointed, no good reason can be assigned why the Governor 
should not also make such appointment during the session of the Gen- 
eral Assembly. ; 

It might often happen that the pergon so appointed would hold over 
during two sessions of the General Assembly. It might well have 
happened in the case of Judge Manning. | 
I cannot conceive for what purpose the restriction in the 10th sec - 
tion was imposed upon the power of the Governor, unless it was in- 
tended to limit the term of the persons appointed to fill a vacancy to 


— 
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the appointment of a successor by the proper appointing power—the 
House of Representatives, by the advice and consent of the Senate— 
so soon as they could meet and make-the appointment. If this be the 
true construction of the act, we can see the propriety of the omission to 
provide for filling a vacancy during the session of the General Assem- 
bly. It is competent then for the House not to fill a vacancy but to 
appoint a judge, as good reason may be given for limiting the tenure 
of the judge to six years, but none is perceived for requiring that the 
term should expire at a particular period. ; 

A somewhat analagous case is found in the election of Senators to 
the Congress of the United States. When a vacancy occurs during 
the recess of the General Assembly, the Governor appoints a person to 
fill the vacancy. He holds his office until the next session of the Gen- 
eral Assembly, when a Senator is elected. But it was found desirable 
that the terms of the Senators should expire at particular periods, hence 
the constitution provided that the Senator thus elected, should be elect- 
ed to “fill the vacancy." Had the Legislature intended that the House 
should appoint a person to fill a vacancy, it would have so declared. 
The fair conclusion is, then, that the person appointed by the Governor 
to fill a vacancy, holds his office only until a successor is appointed by 
the House, by and with the advice and consent of the Senate. 

In this opinion I am sustained by the action of the two Houses, at 
the session of 1842-and '3, and by that of the Executive and Senate, at 
the session of 1844 and 5. The Hon. J. B. Bowlin, the first judge of 
the St. Louis criminal court, was appointed on the 9th February, 1839, 
for six years. His term of office would have expired on the 9th Feb- 
ruary, 1845; but, in 1842 he resigned, and on the 21st June, 1842 the 
Hon. A. W. Manning was, by the Governor, appointed to fill the va- 
cancy. At the next session of the General Assembly, the House of 

- Representatives, evidently giving to the act the construction contend- 
ed for by me, on the 22d December, 1842, adopted the following reso- 
lution, viz.: f 

« Resolved, That Alonzo W. Manning be, and he is hereby nomina- 
ted to the Senate, as a judge of the St. Louis criminal court.” 

And the Senate, on the same or next day, adopted the following re- 
solution : j ' 

** Resolved, That the Senate do advise and consent to the nomina- 
tion made by the House of Representatives, of Alonzo W. Manning to 
the office of judge of the St. Louis criminal court.” - 
It will be seen that neither the House nor Senate conceived that 
they were filling a vacancy. B 

Indeed, they had no power to do so, and their acts are either void 
or the appointment is for the full term of six years. 

By reference to the act establishing a court of common pleas in St. 
Louis coünty, it will be seen that the provisions with reference to the 
term of office, and the mode of filling vacancies in the office of judge 


: of that court are identical with those above recited, with reference to 


the judge of the criminal court. V. 
At the session of 1840 and ?41, the act establishing the court of com- 
mon pleas was established; and on the 5th day of Feb. 1841, Judge 
Engle was appointed for the term of six years. By the death of Judge 
Engle, in 1844, the office became vacant, and Judge Blair was, by the 
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Governor, appointed to fill the vacancy. But at the session of 1844 
and 5 the Governor not conceiving that Judge Blair, under his appoint- 
ment, could hold until the expiration of the time for which Judge Engle 
had been appointed, nominated Judge Blair to the Senate, not to fill 
the vacancy, nor for the unexpired term of Judge Engle, but as judge 
of the court of common pleas, and as such he was confirmed. 

It was not, at least it does not appear that it was imagined by the 
Governor or the Senate, that Judge Blair would only hold his office 
until the 5th day of February, 1847, but he was evidently regarded as 
being appointed for the full term of six years. - i 

In addition to this repeated construction of the provisions of this sec- 
tion, I would suggest that the failure on the part of the last General 
Assembly to take action on the matter, impliedly, at least, confirms this 
construction. If Judge Manning was appointed to fill the vacancy oc- 
casioned by the resignation of Judge Bowlin, and for his unexpired 
term, his term of office expired on the 9th of February, 1845 ; and it 
Was the duty of the General Assembly, it being then in session, to fill 
the office by the appointment of another judge. 

In answer, then, to the second branch ofthe inquiries contained in 
the resolution of the House, I have to say, that in my opinion, the term 
of office of the Hon. A. W. Manning, does not expire until six years 
from his appointment by the General Assembly in December, 1842.

tributive share of sales of the Public Lands, undér the act of Congress

GENTLEwEN:— The joint resolation to provide for the reception-of the 
distributive share of the State of Missouri, of. the fund arising under the 
provisions of an act of Congress, approved September 4, 184t, entitled “An 
act to distribute the proceeds,of the sales of the public lands, and to grant 
pre-emption rights to settlers," has just been presentedfor approval. 
he Executive does not believe this resolution an unconstitutional act, 
Jet he does believe that it countenances unconstitutional and the most un- 
wise legislation on the part of Congress. The government of the United 
States cannot distribute $90,000 of ordinary revenue among the people of 
our State, without first taxing them at least $40,000 to raise the $20,000

ihat of distribution also. Such legislation on the part of Congress ought 
not to be countenanced by the State. , Y 

A grant of lands for certain purposes is very different f ross distribu 
tion of revenue; Congress has the power to make her source of revenue 
available and productive; our southern swamp lands being of no value to 
the United States, are an example in point. The grant of alternate sec. 
tions for the purpose of reciaiming the others, would be not an injury and 
` waste of revenue, but an improvement of it. 

A grant of alternate sections to improve a river which is not navigable, 
or which is dangerous to navigate, in order to bring the lands on that riv- 
er into market, and to make them available for revenue, and to enhance 
the value of the remaining lands, presents a case very different from that 
of collecting revenue at great expense, and then distributing that revenue 
among the people from whom it was collected at further expense. A 
proper grant of lands improves the revenue, but a distribution of revenue 
is an enormus tax upon the people, and a waste of public funds. But as the 
two houses are now at the point of adjourning, and as no time is left to 
examine and discuss the objections to this resoluttion, and especially as a 
number of the members of each House have already left for their homes, 
the Executive waives his own opinion upon the subject of adopting this 
resolution, in deference to that of the two branches of the Legislaure, and 
‘approves and signs the resolution, protesting at the same time, against both 
the expediency and the morality of the act.

RULES AND ORDERS. 


ARTIC LE L—Ofthe House. 


§ I. Any ten members (including the Speaker, if there be one) 
shall be a sufficient number to call a House, send for and compel the. 
attendance of absent members, and make an order for their censure or 
fine; and a majority of all the members shall be a sufficient number to 
adjourn. . i 
$ 2. No member shall absent himself from the service of the House 
unless he have leave, or be sick and unable to attend. i 
3. Upon a call of the House, the names of the members shall be 
ealled alphabetically, and the absentees noted; after whieh, the names 
of the absentees shall again be called over, and those who-do not ap- 
pear may be sent for and taken in custody, wherever te be found, by 

the sergeant-at-arms, or special messenger to be appointed. 
§ 4. When a member shall be discharged from custody and admit- 
, ted to his seat, the House shall determine whether such diseharge shall 
- be with or without fees; and, in like manner, whether a delinquent 
member, taken into custody by a special messenger, shall or shall not 

- be liable te. defray the expenses of such special messenger.

§ I. The Speaker shall take the ehair precisely at the hour to which 
the House shall have adjourned on the previous day,-and immediately 
call the members to order.

Arricus III.—Of the Clerks and other Officers. 


9 1. The House shall, at the commencement of each session, and as 
often as may be necessary, elect a clerk of the Housé, as many engross- 
ing and enrolling clerks as may bedeemed necessary, a doorkeeper, and 
asergeant-at-arms, who shall hold their offices until the end of the ses- 
sion in which they shall be elected, unless sooner removed by a vote of 
the members present; shall respectively take an oath to support the 
constitution of the United States, and of this State, and faithfully de- 
mean themselves in office, and keep the secrets of the House, which 
oath shall be administered by the Speaker. 

§ 2. It shall be the duty of the Clerk of the House to attend the House 
during its sittings, to keepand make out its journals} and seasonably to 
record all its proceedings; to make out and transmit all messages, com- 
munications, copies of papers and documents to be/sent to the Senate;

ouse. He shall (under the direction of the Speaker) keep a docket 
of proceedings on all bills, resolutions and acts, and shall execute the 
commands of the House from time to time. 

§ 3.. It shall be the duty of the engrossing and enrolling clerks, 
respectively, seasonably to engross, and to enroll, (jas the case may be) 
in a fair round hand, all bills and resolutions, andjacts of the House, 
or of, both Houses, delivered to them for that purpose; and, from time 
to time, execute the commands of the House, or sugh committee as may 
be appointed on engrossed or enrolled bills. 

§ 4. It shall be the duty of the Doorkeeper to attend the sittings of 
the House; he shall have the custody and care of the hall and furni- 
ture of thé House during the session, subject to the order of the Speak- 
er; shall furnish water for the use of the members; shall make and 
keep on fires when required, and superintend the purchase of fuel and 
necessary utensils; shall permit no person to come or remain within 
the bar, only such as are admitted by the rules and orders of the House; 
he shall announce all messages and communications from the Governor 
or Senate, and admit the bearer within the bar; hé shall, from time to

9 2. It shall be the duty of the committee on the Judiciary to take 
into considération and report all such matters, reports and propositions 
touching the judges, the courts, or the Judicial departmentof the gov- 
ernment, as may be referred to them by the House; to examine into 
laws regulating judicial proceedings, and the times and.places of hold- - 
ing courts, and the fees of officersjof courts; and, from time to time, re- 
port such provisions and arrangements as maybe necessary to improve
